The county of Shropshire, for the reasons shown in my Report of that county, 
has not been included in the list of counties that have efficiently maintained 
their police establishments. 


The district contains 25 county forces, having 24 boroughs consolidated with - 


them, and 46 other police establishments, each under distinct and separate 
maintenance, varying in strength from 493 men to one officer. Of these, there 
are 10 boroughs, having a population under 5,000 ; seven of which remain as 
heretofore, insufficiently policed, and with no intention, that I have heard, of 
‘consolidating with the county police, who, in many instances, reside in the 
borough for the puEpote: of protecting the suburbs outside the municipal 


limits. 

The authorised strength of the police in the whole district {exclusive of 63 
additional constables appointed under the 19th section of 3 & 4 Vict. c. 88) 
is as follows :—

With a few exceptions, the chief 
officer has represented that he has experienced much difficulty in obtaining

rally’ offered.. Jt has also been found difficult to retain men who do. join, as 


rates offered by the Northern Counties induce some who join in this district to 


leave: there being no restriction on the part of Government to the rates paid to 


constable. 


the borough police, the competition is very unfavourable to the county ser- 
vice, where there is a restriction and limit, for the several grades. The circu- 


lation of advertisements, and the action of recruiting parties for the police, 


offering much higher pay than is given» in this district, ‘unsettles men, eveniif 

not induced to transfer their services. Some of the boroughs’ take men 

dismissed from the-county forces, and, as an instance, I may mention the case 

of a constable dismissed from the Lincolnshire constabulary for misconduct on — 
duty, who was, within a few days afterwards, admitted into the borough of © 
Wewark police, and retained in the face of a remoustrance from the chief 
lf men, who are found unfit for the police service of one force by 

their misconduct, are immediately admitted into another, force, the tendency 

will be to demoralise the service, as conduct and character will lose their © 
weight.

The district covers an area of 13,274;386 acres, of which 13,143,464 are 
under the supervision of the county police, and 130,922 under the boroughs. 
The population, by census of 1871, was about PEO the counties having 
4,296,359, and the boroughs 1,260,237. 


The extra duties performed by the county police, are generally thei inspection 
of weights and measures, and partially the inspection of common lodging- 
houses, and the relief of vagrants. In some instances, the inspectors of weights 
and measures are appointed | to discharge duties under the « Adulteration of Food 
Act,” and in some counties the police are employed as inspectors under. the 
“ Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act,” with and without your-sanction, and in 
most they keep order in and about the courts of assize. In boroughs, the 
head constable is generally appointed inspector of weights and measures, and 
of common lodging-houses, and acts as assistant relieving officer for vagrants. 
In some of the larger \owns, a member or members of the police discharge some of 
these duties, in addition to aoe ordinary A toa generally receiving a ‘small 
remuneration. 

The inspection of nuisances has ra discontinued by the police, except in one 


or two boroughs under 5,000 population. 


Vagrancy is represented to have increased, dutiniy the year, but not to any 
remarkable extent. It may be observed that during the two previous years 
there had been so great a decrease, that, probably, in 1ey 3, vagrentyt was at its 
lowest state.

iy: this Table it will be seen that tig the last oe years there has been a 
eaiaual decrease in the number of indictable offences reported to the police, 
‘but a gradual increase in the number of offences determined summarily. 
Many offences in this latter class are those of a criminal nature, but having 
been dealt with summarily under tlie Criminal Justice Act do not appear in the 
Table of Indictable Offences, which is supposed to represent the state of crime. 
Petty larcenies figure largely i in the tables of offences, but when they are under 
a certain amount as to value, or if even above, under certain circumstances, they 
dg not appear in the distinctly criminal returns, but are lost in the mass of the 
smaller offences dealt with summarily. . 


The ‘Act of 1872 continues to be fav ourably reported on by the police, as 
tending to,cause greater quiet at an earlier hour of the night, and it is repre- 
sented “that midnight brawls are less frequent, and that drunkenness is more 
rarely accompanied by riot and disorder. 

In the district there are 21,085 public-houses, and 13,681 beerhouses, giving 
one public-house to every 263 persens, and one beerhouse to every 406 iene 
or, if taken together, one house to every 159 persons. During each of the last 
five years there has been a continuous increase in the number of persons charged 
with drunkenness. . 

The Act of last Session has not been in operation a sufficient time for any 
opinion to be offered on its effect. A list of places that have been declared 
“populous,” is given in the report of each county as far as can be learned. 


The following Return shows the number of convicts on license, and persons 
under the Prevention of Crime Act, who have been under police supervision 
during the year; but as there are a great number of either class who are shown 
to have left, the return cannot give the real number of persons under police 
supervision, as the same person may re-appear in more than one police district.

Several of those who are shown as having “ left the district ” have absconded, 
or left without giving notice of intended departure or destination; and when 
not discovered they become lost to further supervision. 


The clothing is generally good, and fully supplied throughout the whole dis- 
trict. In some places an allowance is granted for clothing, varying from 5 /. a 
year to 13/. to an officer; and boot. allowance, varying from 6 d. a week to 7 d. 
per man, is frequently given. 


During the year there have been 9,752 certificates granted to pedlars, and 
22,136 endorsed, representing an ammount of 2,991 J. "gs. Itis a question if 
any benefit is derived, beyond the money value, by the requirement to endorse, 
and it is attended sometimes with great inconvenience to the pedlar, who would 
probably be more palished if he had to pay move for the original certificate.

There oes such a difference in the custom of the several forces in respect 
of the arrangements made fcr sick officers, that I have introduced a separate 
paragraph into each Report on the subject. It seems to me desirable that 
there should be a uniform rule for the service generally, applicable to each 
force. It may be observed, however, that when the men are injured on duty, 
they are treated liberally, no stoppage on these occasions being made from 


their pay.. 


Many of the forces have now adopted a system of increased pay for length 
of service in a grade; and this is a system which I consider very good, as it 
gives a man certainty of advancement by diligent and steady conduct, even if 
he cannot obtain advancement in rank, which, owing to the circumstances of 
many of the establishments, he cannot expect to attain. It also leads him on 
to continue his services, instead of hastily transferring them to a better paid 
establishment. . 


In some counties the: chief constable is authorised to advance constables to 
the first class when he considers them qualified, whereas in other counties he 
is restricted by a limit as to the number of men he may put into this class. 
This restriction tends to keep active, intelligent, and promising men, who join

The subject of superannuation is one of much anxiety to the constabulary 
service. In my Report of last year, I ventured urgently to press the subject as 
one of the greatest importance to the police service; but as { believe that it is 
under your immediate consivaietan, I need only refer to the observations [| 
made previously. 


The officers and men of the constabulary generally are very healthy, well 
conducted, and intelligent; their duties seem well arranged, and well at- 
tended to.

hours without the least fear of detection.

Office and Ceils.—The cells were in the same unsatisfactory condition as pre- 
viously shown, but it is intended to provide a new building for public purposes, 
in which due provision will be made for the police requirements ; the Inspector 
believes that land for the site has been obtained. ‘his large and rapidly 
increasing borough requires divisional station-hotises, so that the constables 
may not be taken off their beats so far as to the central offices on every 
apprehension. 

The force was inspected on the 19th March, when, with the exception of one 
serjeant and three constables out on duty, one serjeant and one constable sick, 
and five vacancies then existing, all were present. It has been efficiently main- 
tained, and there seems every desire to meet the increasing growth of popula- 
tion by further police protection when necessary.

The above tables show only a slight increase in the number of indictable 
offences as compared with last year, but a considerable increase as compared 
with 1872. The number of minor offences, including cases of drunkenness, 
‘are about the same in each year, but there has been a very considerable 
decrease in the number of persons proceeded against for assaults on the police 
as compared with 1872, when there were 45 cases of this class. 


Vagrancy.—Vagrancy is considered to be on the decrease generally, though 
the number of persons taken into custody by the police, where they act in only 
four places, has been slightly larger. 


~ Licensing Act.—The Licensing Acts are represented to work extremely well — 


in this county; the early closing has done much good, particularly during 


village feasts. There is a small decrease in the number of persons proceeded 


against for drunkenness. 


Populous Places.—The following places have been declared “ populous” 
under the provisions of the Licensing Act, 1874 —Brackley St. James with 
Brackley St. Peter, excluding the hamlets of Halse and Brackley Hatch ; 
Warksworth, including Grimsbury,_but exclusive of Overthorpe, Huscote, and 
Nethercote ; Weedon Beck and part of the parish of Dodford ; the parts of the 
parishes of Duston, Dallington, and Kingsthorpe, which form part of the 
Parliamentary borough of Northampton; part of the parish of Hardingstone, 
now forming part of the Parliamentary borough of Northampton; Oundle, 
Kingsthorpe, Thrapstone, and Towcester, and the towns of Wellingboro’ and 
Kettering.

Sickness.—The chief constable has a discretionary power to allow full pay 
for the first month, and half pay for the second months’ sickness, after which 
no pay is allowed. : 


Parish Constables.—The parish constables have been partially abolished, and 
are reduced to one in each parish, under a population of 1,500, and two above. 
No parish constable is appointed where two or more of the county are stationed 
in a parish or town. . 


Station-houses.—The station-houses and cells in this county are generally 
very good and well arranged, and kept in good order, with the exception of 
the premises at Oundle, which have been noticed in previous reports; the 
books are very carefully kept. 


This force was inspected between the 13th and 18th March, when/it was 
complete; it has been efficiently maintained. 


In consequence of the increased population in the neighbourhood of North- 
ampton and Wellingboro’, the Inspector thinks that a greater number of 
constables in those districts is desirable, and recommends this view to the 
consideration of the magistrates.

Licensing -Act.—The large increase in the number of persons proceeded 
against for drunkenness is attributed in a great degree to the good state of 
trade that has prevailed, the high wages and the shorter hours of work, through 
the early closing of workshops, factories, &c. In 1872 there were 1,999 
drunken cases, and 467 assaults on the police. 


Police Supervision.—One hundred and fourteen convicts on license have 
resided in the borough; of these, 24 have left (nine absconding), one has died, 


the time of 25 has expired, and 10 have been re-commited to prison for fresh 


offences; 103 persons of the other class have been under police supervision, of 
whom 22 have left (19 absconding), and the time of 13 has expired.

The establishment was inspected on the 26th and 27th of March, when 
there was wanting to complete, two inspectors, two serjeants, and fifteen 
constables. One inspector and 15 constables were sick, and three constables 
absent on leave. The force is in good working order and under good super- 
vision. The duties appear well arranged. It has been efficiently maintained.

District, and that the forces of the several Counties and Ridings have been main- 
S tained in a state of efficiency, in point of numbers and discipline. 
eee oe With respect to the police of boroughs, Ashton-under-Lyne, Congleton, Miae- 
clesfield, Ripon, Richmond, and Stockport, continue in the same unsatisfactory 
ee state as when reported upon in previous years. ; 
et The authorities of Berwick-upon-Tweed increased the force to an efficient 
| strength in June 1874; the authorities of Dewsbury in October 1873 ; the autho- 
rities of Glossop in Aucust 1874. These places were reported inefficient last year. 
In July the Oldham watch committee resolved to raise the strength to 82, 
with a view to efficiency, but up to the end of September had only succeeded in 
appointing 70 constables of all ranks. 
In Stockport Iam informed it is the intention of the council to augment the 
ah police to an adequate strength immediately. N 
i The city and borough establishments continue efficient, fs ch were reported.so — 
x in preceding years. 

In some jurisdictions, the large towns in arbeular much ditfeulty has been 
experienced in obtaining suitable men, and keeping up the numbers. The Man- ‘ 
chester and Liverpool police have been considerably below the full complement . 
during the entire year. : ; 


Variations.—Iw counties there have been 743 changes; 510 caused by resigna- 
tion, and 160 by dismissal, upon a strength of 8,668 constables, or 20°02 per i 
cent. 

In: boroughs, 1,014 changes, 618 caused by resignation, and 295 by dismissal, t 
upon a total of 4,892, or 20°72 per cent., compared with a per-centage of 22°2 
and 24:2 in counties and boroughs respectively, i in the year 1873. ~ i 

With a view to promote stability in the service, I beg again to submit the + 
suggestions contained in my Report of last year, with reference to the desir ability - 
of settling the question of superannuation, by placing the conditions attaching to 
pension upon a more certain footing, and of extending the power vested in the 
Secretary of State to make rules and regulations for the government of county 
constables to constables in cities and boroughs appointed under the. Muni- 
cipal Corporations Act, in order to introduce more uniformity in the pay 
and conditions of service of constables serving in the same county or district, to 
prevent one establishment bidding against another, and to put a stop to the 
recurrence of cases,.two of which I have referred to in my reports upon Newark 
and Warrington, where men have been appointed constables who were known by 
the local authorities to have been recently dismissed from other police forces. 


Station-houses.—The subject of suitable cells for prisoners and adequate 
station-honuse accommodation is one specially calling for attention. In many 
instances during the last few years improved buildings have been erected, and 
satisfactory accommodation has been provided ; but at Oldham, Ripon, and 
Stalybridge the lock-ups are unfit for the reception of prisoners; and at certain 
other places the cells are anything but what they ought to be. 

At my inspections, I have year by year pointed out these defects to the local 
authorities, but so far without effect; the consequence is that prisoners, some of 
whom may be innocent persons, and many who have been apprehended for 
‘offences of a comparatively trivial.character, are incarcerated in 1 lock-ups which | 
are unfit for the detention of any class of criminals.

‘The increase in some degree may be accounted for by the revised instructions 
issued for the preparation of the returns. This year all cases of larceny above 
5s. value, where no offender has been discovered, are directed to be returned 
as indictable ; ; in previous years there was a discretion whether if an offender had 
beem apprehended he would have been proceeded against by indictment, or have 
been dealt with summarily, and the offence was to be classified according to the 
opinion formed. The present system is calculated to secure greater uniformity 
and more correctness in the returns of crime furnished by the several police 
jurisdictions, and thus renders them more valuable for comparison. 

The Licensing Acts, 1872, 1874.—The effect of the principal Act has been 
satisfactory, and when strictly administered, it has worked very ‘beneficially, 
especially in causing the streets of towns and villages to be more orderly during the 
night, and the occupiers of licensed houses more circumspect in the conduct 
thereof than ‘they were formerly. ‘lhe provision contained in the 51st section, 
which renders the defendant and his wife competent ‘to give evidence in public 
house and beerhouse cases, has greatly increased the difficulty of obtaining con- 
victions, and is much abused. 

The 69th section needs amendment; applications to sell liquors not to be 
consumed on the premises I think should be placed on the same footing as 
licenses for consumption on the premises, so far as the discretion of the justices 
to grant or refuse them is concerned. These applications are increasing to a 
greater extent than is at all desirable, and, as the law now stands, the magistrates 
have no power to refuse to grant them when the applicant is a person of good 
character, and the house is duly qualified as by law required. At the last 
Brewster Sessions in the Manchester police district of the Lancashire Constabu- 
lary, there was 58 applications for this class of license. With regard to the Act 
of 1874, the 11th section, which provides that night houses shall not keep open 
during the hours that licensed houses are required to be closed, is found of con- 
siderable advantage in the maintenance of order, especially in large towns. 

A return is subjoined of the places throughout the district that have been 
determined ‘“‘ populous” under the 32nd section, 395 townships, or part of 
townships, in all. In Lancashire two entire hundreds, Salford and West Derby, 
have been declared ‘“‘ populous places.” ‘The inequalities that must necessary 
arise in regard to the hours of closing, and the difficulty of defining equitable 
boundaries to districts, will, I fear, prevent tle system working satisfactorily, and 
it would, | think, be preferable to fix 11 o'clock as the general closing time, 
except in the Metropolitan district. 

Licensed Houses.—There are 22,217 public-houses, and 15,852 beerhouses 
doing business in the district; 13,195 public-houses and 7,110: beerhouses situate 
in county, and 9,022. public-houses and 8,742 beerbouses in borough jurisdictions, 
as compared with 22,119 public-houses, ‘and 16,556 beerhouses n the year 1873. 
There are also 1,124 ‘refreshment houses with wine licenses.

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In counties convictions were ordered to be recorded on the licenses ie 100. 4 
/ Northern District. public-houses and of 83 beerhouses ; and in boroughs upon the licenses of 81 


ublic-houses and '75 beerhouses, for offences against the tenor of the license. 

Since the principal Act came into operation two years ago, only 12 public-houses 
and 13 beerhouses have forfeited their licenses for repeated convictions under the 
provisions of the 30th section. Of these, four public-houses and five beerhouses 
were situate in counties, and eight public-houses and eight beerhouses in cities and 
boroughs. Proceedings for drunkenness, and drunk and disorderly conduct, have 
increased from 48,688 cases in counties, and 58,713 in boroughs (total, 102,401) ; 
in the year 1873, to 46,822 cases in counties, and 64,645 in boroughs (total, 
111,467), in the present year, or nearly nine per cent. In Cumberland and 
Westmorland there has ‘been a decrease of 608; in Nottinghamshire of 40 ; 
in the East Riding of Yorkshire of 60, in the North Riding of 461, and in the 
West Riding of 390 cases. ' In the following boroughs there has been a decrease, 
viz., Stalybridge, Stockport, Carlisle, Chesterfield, Glossop, Blackburn, Lancaster, 
Preston, Berwick-upon-T weed, Beverley, Hull, Middlesborou gh, Halifax, Hudders- 
field, and Ripon; the most marked reduction is in Preston and Middlesborough, 
where the cases are 389 and 278, respectively, less than in the preceding year. 
In the remaining counties, and in the other cities and boroughs, the number of 
cases has increased, particularly in Lancashire, and several of its large towns, 
and in Durham and Northumberland. 


The Prevention of Crime, Act 1871.—The Act is stated to work well; the num- 
ber of convicts on license and persons subject to police supervision under the 8th 
section, (of which a return. is attached), continues to increase annually. This 
year 1,100 male and 271 female couvicts holding licenses, and 591 males and 
283 females, subject to supervision, have come under surveillance, giving the 
police a hold over their movements, which, but for the Act, would not have 
existed... . ax 


The Parish Constables Abolition Act.—The provisions in respect to the unne- 
cessary appointment of parish constables have been carried out in all the counties 
excepting Nottinghamshire. There 255 parish constables have been appointed, 
in ae with a resolution passed ‘by the justices in quarter sessions, that in 
each parish where two police constables are not stationed, one parish constable 
shall be appointed if the population is less than 1,000, and two if the popu- 
lation exceed 1,000, a course differing from that pursued i in every other county, 
and which, I apprehend is contrary to the spirit of the statute. 

A Table is appended of the number of constables appointed. 


Vagrancy.—The measures adopted for the suppression of vagrancy in Cumber- 


land and Westmorland, and certain other counties, continue in “operation, and the - 


provisions of the Act against tramping vagrantsare strictly enforced. The same 
good effects are stated to result as were before reported. | 


The Pedlars’ Act.—Between the lst January and 29th September, 17,317 cer- 
tificates were granted, and 25,098 endorsed, compared with 17,922 and 25,224 
granted and endorsed in the ‘corresponding period of 1873. A general feeling 
appears to be entertained by the chief officers of police that the fee of 5s. is 
insufficient in amount. I also think that the regulations in respect to the grant 
of certificates need revision, with a view to greater stringency in the conditions 
for obtaining licenses, several instances having come under my notice where very 
unfit persons had been able to procure them under the present rules. I further 
think that persons who' go from house to house under pretence of buying old 
clothes, and articles of small value, should be required to take out a certificate. 


Attached are reports that have been kindly furnished me by Colonel Bruce, 
chief constable of Lancashire, Mr. Dunne, chief constable of Cumberland and 


Westmorland, and Mr. Jackson, head constable of Sheffield, touching upon , 


police matters, the last more especially upon subjects affecting the ora of 
the police of large towns.

a I po not anticipate that the general effect of this Act will differ much from that of Licensing Act, 1874. 
1872, the chief and prominent good effect of which was rendering the towns quiet and 
orderly soon after 11 o’clock at night, and this remains much the same, but is, I fear, 
likely to be somewhat disturbed by some licensed persons, who will take improper advan- 
tage of the 30th clause of the Act, and continue to supply drink after hours to persons 
I who are not bond fide friends, but who it will be difficult to prove otherwise. 
‘The 18th section of the Act, rendering it necessary to obtain a license to sell at fairs 

or races, was much required. 

The repeal of the adulteration clauses of the principal Act, as they were hardly ever 
acted upon, will not cause much difference. 

The definition of “travellers” will be some assistance, but there is still nothing to 
prevent what I stated in my report to you last year as to Sunday “travellers.” One 
police superintendent reports to me that operatives, shopkeepers, and even manufacturers 
in the towns in his division, hire omnibuses and other conveyances during the closed hours 
on Sunday, and travel out a distance of three miles, where the public-houses and beer- 
houses open to them, and there is much drinking, and consequent disorder. The 
police are asked why they do not summons; but where a large number of people are 
drinking together there is naturally noise and disorder, yet it might be impossible to 

~ find any one of them so_drunk as to obtain a conviction. 

The continued inability of the magistrates, by the 69th clause of the principal Act, to 
exercise their discretion to refuse licenses to sell beer, “ not to be drunk on the premises,” 
is a great and growing evil, which largely increases drunkenness. 

Although the hours of closing are now defined by the Act, the discretion given as to 

' the definition of “populous places” produces confusion and injustice, and I consider it s 
a matter for regret that 11 o’clock at night has not keen laid down as the hour for closing 
all public and beerhouses out of the Metropolitan district. 

The difficulty of obtaining convictions in all cases affecting licensed houses continues to 
increase, chiefly owing to the provisions of the principal Act (Section 51, Clause 4), 
which admits the defendant and his wife as competent to give evidence. 

As regards the Pedlars’ Act, I would merely repeat the substance of what I stated in pedlars Act. 
my report to you last year, namely, the. advisability of increasing the charge for the 
license, and the justice of apportioning a moiety of all fees and penalties towards the 


police superannuation fund.

Vagrants are still proceeded against and committed in this county. There have been 
1,417 apprehensions of vagrants this year, against 1,370 last year, and since the police 
began to take special action regarding them in 1868, 1,368 apprehensions in 1872 was 
the lowest number in any one year, and 2,235 in 1869 the highest. Complaints regarding 
vagrants are now very exceptional. 

I give you below a few figures showing what the increase of apprehensions and sum- 
monses for all offences has been during the last few years, and how these figures have 
been affected by drunkenness. ; 

During the year 1868 the total apprehensions were 10,802; in this year they have been 
13,573. Of these the apprehensions for drunkenness alone in 1868 were 2,807; in this 

ear 6,356. . 

The total summonses for all offences in 1868 were 29,584; in this year 36,590. Of 
these the summonses for drunkenness alone in 1868 were 6,241; in this year 9,840. 

I have lately furnished a return to the Secretary of State of what might be classed as 
brutal assaults in this county during the last five years; as, however, the offence 
“ brutal assault” has never been defined, such a return is hardly reliable, and I supple- 
mented it with the subjoined figures, which I now repeat for your information.

Letrer from Mr. Dunne, Chief Constable of the Counties of Cumberland and 
Westmorland. 


; Chief Constable’s Office, Carlisle, 
Sir, 31 October 1874. 

I Have the honour to enclose the’ annual returns required by you for the year ending 
on the 29th ultimo, and beg to state for your information that during the year 275 tramp- 
ing vagrants were apprehended in Cumberland charged with offences against the Vagrant 
Act; convicted, 189; discharged, 86. In Westmorland $9 were apprehended; con- 
victed, 89; discharged, 10. Total apprehended, 374; convicted, 278; discharged, 96. 
The police continue to vigilantly carry out the regulations regarding . tramping 


vagrants. The low lodging-houses and casual wards of workhouses are visited every 


night by the police for the purpose of taking a personal description of the tramps, and 
entering in writing in forms similar to enclosed, full particulars as to their antecedents, 
&c. This system of nightly supervision of tramps has been attended with most beneficial 
results in detecting and preventing crime. A case in point has just occurred in West- 
morland; two tramps broke,into the house of the Rev. Mr. Dent, of Longsleddle, 
during the night of the 22nd September 1874. A quantity of property was stolen. The 
night after the burglary, while a police constable was inspecting a tramp lodging-house 
at, Lancaster he found certain property in the possession of two tramps, and failing to 
satisfactorily account for it, he took them into custody on suspicion of stealing it. On 
subsequent inquiry the property was found to have been stolen from the house broken 
into at Longsleddle. The prisoners were tried at the recent sessions at Kendal. One 
was sentenced to seven years’ penal servitude, the other to 18 months’ imprisonment. I 
believe that the general décrease in serious crime throughout the country is mainly 
owing to the attention that has, during the last few years, been paid to tramping 
vagrants, and the strict enforcement of the law regarding such persons. The antecedents 
of prisoners in gaols who are convicted of the worst description of crimes will show that 
they belong to the class of persons who are known as tramping vagrants. I feel per- 
suaded that the more carefully this class is kept under police supervision the greater will 
be the security against crime, and I think that if an efficient detective officer could be 
appointed 


appointed to act within the counties and boroughs of certain districts, a system of inquiry, 
&c., as to tramps, and those who;are known to be thieves and receivers of stolen property, 
might be organised, and such a plan of co-operation, communication, and information 
established between the police of the various jurisdictions as would be greatly conducive 
to the public interests in the prevention and detection of crime, and the protection of life 
and property. 

I regret to have to state that the offence of violent assaults on the police while in the 
execution of their duty continues to be very prevalent. During the year 89 persons were 
proceeded against for that offence; convicted, 85; discharged, 4. In many cases most 
serious personal injuries were inflicted, but the punishment seldom exceeded a fine of 40s. 
or two months’ imprisonment. Assaults and violence against the person has increased to 
a great extent. In but few cases, however, has the maximum punishment fixed by law for 
such offences been awarded. If the laws generally were strictly enforced against» all 
persons proved to be guilty of brutal violence against the person, the effect would be 
most salutaty in preventing such crimes. F ining in such cases is hardly felt as a punish- 
ment, because the fines are either paid out of a common fund, or by a subscription got up 


_ for the purpose. It would be very etfectual in preventing crime if minimum punishments » 


were fixed by law for certain offences. I think that in all cases of kicking or other 
brutal assaults, where serious personal injuries are inflicted, the offence legally amounts to 
wounding with intent to do grievous bodily harm, and that, therefore, the persons charged 
with such offences should be committed for trial at the sessions or assizes, and that on 
conyiction, 12 months’ imprisonment with a flogging should be the minimum punishment 
for a first offence, with accumulative punishment after previous convictions. This plan, 
if tried, would I am confident very soon put down those brutal assaults that are now so 
preyalent, and are so seriously disturbing the peace and good order of the country. 
During the last three years, 404 persons were proceeded against in Cumberland for 


‘indictable crimes, and 13,218 for summary offences. In Westmorland there were 92 for 


the former, and 2,134 for the latter, making a total of 15,848. On comparing these 
figures with the preceding three years, an increase of 4,096 is shown. ‘This embraces a 
large increase in the persons charged with being drunk, and drunk and riotous. The 
operation of the 12th section of the Licensing Act, 35 & 36 Vict..c. 94, dealing with 
offences against. public order, has done good in preventing disorderly and riotous behaviour 
in the public streets. The fines inflicted seldom exceed 5s. or 10s. and the expenses, but 
if the maximum penalties fixed in this section were made compulsory after second convic- 
tions, these offences would soon be greatly reduced, and peace and good order would be 
better secured. . 

The Act 37 & 38 Vict. c. 49, Mr. Secretary Cross’s Act of this year, has been in force 
for so short a time that one is hardly able to give an opinion as to its practical operation, 
There has, however, been a great deal of difficulty in determining what places should be 
declared populous under this Act. Complaints are made by the inhabitants of large 
villages at having the public-houses shut up at 10 p.m. Those complaints are likely to 
increase. In the summer season, especially in the Lake districts, where many visitors may 
be staying, closing public-houses at.10 p.m. will be felt to be rather too early. It would 
have been much better to have fixed by law uniform hours of closing in all country dis- 
tricts and towns of certain populations. Half-an-hour or so, one way or the other, would 
not have increased-drinking to anything like the extent a great many seemed to suppose 
it would when this question was under discussion last spring and summer. I believe the 
best way to deal with the public in connection with this subject is to make them feel that 


- their wants and requirements have been fairly and moderately considered, and that what- 


ever measures of restriction it may be necessary to enforce, are for their general good, 
and that they will be carried out impartially and justly. The habit of men clubbing 
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together to buy liquor, previously to the public-houses being closed, for the purpose of | 


drinking to late hours, still continues. Numbers of men act in this way. After leaving 
the public-house they go to the houses of one. or more of the party, and there carouse 
while the liquor lasts. The language used on such occasions is not very edifying. Women 
and children are generally present, and I believe that the evil example thus set has been 
attended with very bad consequences. In many cases of the brutal kicking and other 
assaults committed by husbands on their wives, the defendants alleged that when they’ re- 
turned from work they found their wives drunk and their homes neglected, and that then 
passion, quarrelling, and violence followed. I believe that drinking to excess among 


women has greatly increased since men have fallen into the habit of taking liquor home — 


at late hours of the night, and sitting up till 1 or 2 a.m. carousing with their companions 
in the presence of women and children. This practice has been spoken of as the “bottle 
system,” and though it may not be contrary to the letter of the law for men to club 
together and buy liquor in large quantities just before public-houses are required to shut 
up, and then go in groups to their own homes to drink it, itis a practice that is manifestly 
at variance with the spirit of the 3rd, 4th, 5th, and 6th sections of the 35 & 36 Vict. 
c, 94, Lord Aberdare’s Act, and this system is resorted to as a mere evasion of the law. 
In these counties there are 1,272 public-houses, 183 beerhouses, and 46 refreshment 
houses. During the year 91 were summoned for permitting drunkenness and other 
offences; convicted 66, discharged 25. When the police visit public-houses for the pur- 
poses of inspection it is necessary that two at least should go together, for without 
corroborative evidence it would be almost impossible to now secure a conviction on the 
evidence of one constable. When informations are laid the persons found in the public- 
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houses invariably come before the magistrates to contradict the evidence given by the 
police. This was carried:to such an extent that I found it necessary, as a measure of 
precaution, to have the particulars in all such cases most.carefully inquired into by the 
superintendent of the division, and submitted to me for instructions previously to 
summonses being taken out. No doubt this involves a great amount of extra work and 
responsibility, but I have found it to be absolutely necessary, not only for the welfare and 
efficiency of the service, but also for the more effectual enforcement of the law. 


This leads to the question that has of late been so much discussed, namely, the appoint- 
ment of public prosecutors; and I have no hesitation in saying that the appointment of 
such an officer for every county, or for certain districts comprising a group of counties 
and boroughs, would be one of the greatest benefits that could be conferred on the com- 
munity at large. He should be entirely separate from and independent of the magistrates’ 
clerks. He should be responsible for informations, prosecutions, and the general carrying 
out of the criminal laws. The practical operation of the duties of a public prosecutor 
would be the means of remedying to a great extent the many difficulties and great 


anomalies that now exist in connection with the various and varying methods of local | 


procedure, while it would be most advantageous to the efficient administration of public 
justice, and. to the best interests of the police service. 


I also beg to observe that objections have been raised at some of the petty sessions in 
these counties as to the legality of the police proceeding against persons whom they found 
committing any of the offences set out in the Act 10 & 11 Vict. c. 89 (the Towns’ Police 
Clauses Act). There are certain offences, such as throwing stones in the public streets, 
&c., for which no other Act of Parliament provides a punishment, but it is contended 
that as the Acts 10 & 11 Vict. c. 89, the 11 & 12 Vict. c. 63, and the 21 & 22 Vict. 
c. 98, the Public Health Acts, are incorporated proceedings before the magistrates for 
offences under the Towns’ Police Clauses Act, in places where a local government 
board is established, must be taken by the authority and under the direction of the local 
board, in conformity of the provisions of the 133rd Section of Act 11 & 12 Vict. c. 63. 
Some authorities, however, hold that the Act refers to sanitary offences, while those set 
out in the Towns’ Police Clauses Act are offences against the peace and good order of 
a town, and that it is the duty of the police to proceed against persons found committing 
such offences, in the way they are directed to do by the 28th section. Frequent com- 
plaints have been made of those offences and the damage and ahnoyances thereby caused. 
The particulars have been frequently reported to the local boards, but they refused to 
prosecute on the grounds that the expense of doing so would fall on the district within 
their jurisdiction. The police have laid informations in some of these cases, but the 
magistrates refused to convict, because the informations were not laid by the direction of 
the local board under the 133rd Section of the 11 & 12 Vict. c. 68. At the same time it is 
evident that if a constable was called in to do any act of duty under the Towns’ Police 
Clauses Act, and he refused or neglected to do what he was so required, he would be 
liable to a penalty of 102, or a month’s imprisonment, under the 16th Section of the 
10 & 11 Vict. c. 89. It seems to have been the intention of the Legislature that one set 
of offences should be treated as sanitary offences by sanitary authorities, while the other 
offences set out in the Towns’ Police Clauses Act should be considered as offences against 
public order, and should be dealt with by the police. However, the lawyers differ on this 
view of the law. The inhabitants of towns complain of these offences. The particulars 
are reported to the local boards. They refuse to prosecute on the score of expense. The 
police have laid informations, and the magistrates refuse to convict on the grounds that 
the proceedings must be taken by direction of the local board. The police are thus 
paralysed, and the public have to bear without redress the grievances they so bitterly 
complain of. A case kas been submitted to Mr. Poland, barrister, and he confirms the 
opinion that the proceedings in each case must be taken by, and under the direction of, 
the local-board. It would be a public advantage if this difficulty could be rectified, and 
it would enable the police to act more efficiently in dealing with many offences if the 
Towns’ Police Clauses Act were made to apply to all places generally, whether they may 
or may not be situate within the district of a local board. giere 


The Pedlars’ Act continues to work in pretty much the same way as reported last year, 
but it would be greatly improved if the license fee was raised to 30s. or 21. 


In May last foot and mouth disease broke out among some Irish cattle at Hanaby, 
near Carlisle. Previously the county had been free from that disease for some years. 
In consequence of the power of the local authorities to make regulations having béen 
repealed, nothing could be done to isolate those diseased cattle. The disease, therefore, 
spread rapidly. The facts were brought before the Privy Council, and the regulations 


were revived, giving the local authority power to act. Rules were accordingly made to. 


isolate diseased cattle and places. _The disease broke out on 204 farms, where 2,154 
cattle, 171 sheep, and 28 pigs were diseased. Twenty-four died; the others recovered. 
Pleuro-pneumonia has, during the year, been on 23 farms in Cumberland, and one in 
Westmorland. Sixty-seven cattle were diseased, four died, and 63 were slaughtered 
under the orders of the local authority. Westmorland has, during the last six weeks, 
been entirely free from these diseasés, and last week Cumberland, for the first time, pre- 
sented a clean bill of health. ‘This, in the first place, is the result of the regulations made 


by 
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by the Privy Council and the local authorities; and, in the next, of the efficient and ne ae 
energetic way in which the police have carried out the regulations in isolating diseased Northern District. 
cattle and places.

Letter from Mr. Jackson, Chief Constable of Sheffield. 


Central Police Offices, Sheffield, 
Sirhe ute 9 October 1874. 

I HAVE the honour to transmit, in accordance with your request, particulars relating 
to the police force of the borough, and to the crime committed during the year ended the 
29th September last, and gladly avail myself of your permission to offer a few remarks 
on matters immediately affecting the police which, in my humble judgment, require 
altering and amending. In the first place, I think that additional facilities are required 
for serving summonses, executing warrants, and compelling the attendance of witnesses 
residing beyond the jurisdiction of the justices issuing the precepts. It frequently hap- 
pens that summonses are issued here, more especially under the Master and Servants’ 
Acts, against persons who have left ‘the town and gone to reside in distant places, 

aie constables are sent nearly every week to serve them in districts far away from 
heffield. 

The railway fares and expenses of these long journeys are considerable, and the con- 
stables are often away from the town when their services are much needed. The 4th 
section of “ The Bastardy Laws Aniendment Act, 1873,” provides a simple and inexpen- 
sive method of serving the summonses and orders issued under that statute, and if similar 
provisions were made for the service of all summonses and magisterial orders, the cost 
and absence of constables would be entirely avoided. 

With reference to warrants, it is important either that some easier means be adopted of 
backing such as have to be executed out of the district in which they are granted, or that 
it should be lawful to execute them in any part of the kingdom without backing, and the 
11 & 12 Vict. c. 42, s. 11, and the 11 & 12 Vict. c. 43, s. 3, might be amended for this 
purpose. A simple narrative of what generally takes place when an offender absconds 
will serve to illustrate the difficulties and inconveniences the police have at present to 
contend with. The warrant being issued the constables of the locality make inquiry, 
and eventually obtain information as to where he is believed to be; but the information 
being vague and uncertain, it is thought inexpedient to incur the cost of sending a con- 
stable. ‘They, therefore, communicate with the police of the place where he is supposed 
to be, and request that inquiry be made; but if this be done and the fellow is found, 
they cannot apprehend him. A constable who can swear to the handwriting of the 
justice who signed the warrant must be sent for, and before he arrives the delinquent 

robably hears the police are after him, and is off to another district ; and the same 
inquiries, with the same result, may be, and sometimes are, gone through a dozen times 
before he is arrested ; whereas if the warrant could have been executed without backing, 
or a magistrate could have backed it on the production by the police of an affidavit 
youching for the signature of the justice by whom it was issued, he might have been 
taken in the first instance, and all the subsequent cost and delay avoided. It may, per- 
haps, be said that a person from the district in which the warrant was issued is necessary 
to identify the offender; but.in nearly every case the police are in possession either of 
photographs or letters placing the question of identity beyond doubt, and a prisoner 
rarely denies that he is the person wanted, though he may assert his innocence of the 
offence with which he is charged, and in cases where a doubt exists, now that post‘office 
telegraphs and police stations are found in every town and village, conclusive proof can 
readily be obtained and prisoners have a safeguard, inasmuch as they are never removea 
from where they are apprehended without examination before a magistrate. | : 
- The power of magistrates to summon witnesses in cases summarily dealt with is con- 
ferred by the 11 & 12 Vict. c. 43, s. 7, but it is unfortunately restricted to persons 
“ within their jurisdiction ;” and it not infrequently happens that persons in neighbouring 
districts can give material evidence who will not voluntarily attend to be examined, and 
there.is no way of compelling them except by Crown Office subpeena, which is a dilatory 
and costly process. * 

The powers of the police to admit persons in custody to bail is also inadequate. I 
believe county-constables cannot bail prisoners at all, and those in boroughs can only do 
so during the night. The 5 & 6 Will. 4, c. 76,8. 79, should be enlarged and extended, 
for great hardship is inflicted upon persons by being kept in custody who could easily 
procure satisfactory bail. For instance, persons locked up charged with having been 
drunk and disorderly on Saturday, are obliged to be retained in custody until taken 
before the magistrates on Monday, although they may have become sober and fit to be 
released early on Sunday morning; and in the case of grooms, carters, cowherds, and 

_ others having horses and cattle under their charge, the wretched animals are made to 
I suffer (not being fed in proper time) for the misconduct of their keepers. 
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The 18 & 19 Vict. c. 126, empowers magistrates to deal summarily with persons 
charged with larceny who have not been previously convicted, if there are no circum- 
stances showing the charges to be more fit for prosecution by indictment; but in the case 
of strangers, there is a difficulty in ascertaining whether they have been previously con- 
victed. The Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871, makes ample provision for the photograph- 
ing of prisoners after conviction; and Sub-section 2 of Section 7 awards punishment to 
such as refuse to give their names and addresses, or who give false names or false 
addresses, and if these provisions could be applied to persons charged with felony 
without reference to a previous conviction, it would be of incalculable advantage to the 
administration of justice. ; 

A constable has no power to apprehend any one without warrant for an assault not com- 
mitted in his presence ; but it often happens on market days and on other occasions, when 
strangers come to the town in large numbers, that assaults are committed for which the 
persons aggrieved can get no redress whatever, owing to their inability to procure 
the names and addresses of the offenders. A clause similar to Sub-sections 2 and 3, 
Section 25, of “The Licensing Act, 1872,” would meet this difficulty, and be of great 
service. 

The Pedlars Act, 1871, should be amended to render it compulsory on persons gomg 
from house to house under pretence of buying old clothes, bottles, &¢., to take out certi- 
ficates. A number of women whose character, or want of character, prevented their 
obtaining certificates, now go about professing to buy old clothes, &c.; and seem never to 
lose an opportunity of stealing whatever comes within their reach. Two have recently 
been sent to prison, the one having committed 25 felonies, and the other seven. It was 


their practice to travel together, to visit detached houses in hot weather when the windows ‘ 


were open for the admission of fresh air to the rooms, and whilst the one kept the servants 
in conversation the other got through the open windows and stole all the table cloths and 
anti-macassars she could lay hold of and carry away. : 

The clause and schedule of the Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871, fixing the minimum 
of lead, copper, tin, pewter and German silver it is lawful for dealers in old metals to 
purchase, has worked beneficially here ; and the bye-laws made in conformity with “ ‘The 
Sheffield Improvement Act, 1871,” requiring dealers in old metals to register their places 
of business, and keep books showing the names and addresses of the persons with whom 
they deal, has had a like effect, but the latter provisions should be-extended to all dealers 
in second-hand clothes, furniture, &c. There is; however, no power under any of our 
local Acts to do this, and it seems-a subject for a general, rather than a local, statute. 

There are nearly 900 houses in Sheffield which are let furnished, every room in 
many cases being a separate dwelling, urgently requiring supervision. They are let 
weekly, the rent being always paid in advance. The occupants for the most part 
are strangers to each other, several being strangers to the town. Nearly all our 
thieves and prostitutes reside in these places, and ‘take numbers of persons to lodge 
with them. The majority of the places are filthy and overcrowded, and although the 
sanitary officers doubtless do all they can, they do not appearto accomplish much good 
Whenever notice of over-rowding, or to clean the premises, is served upon a tenant, he 
leaves and takes another room in'a different part of the town. It is difficult to suggest a 


remedy for this, but I think if the Common Lodging-Houses Acts could be applied to 


them the evil might be mitigated. ; - 

In the Session of 1871, the Sheffield corporation applied to Parliament for an “ Improve- 
ment Bill,” and Mr. Davis, who was then stipendiary magistrate for the borough, suggested 
that additional powers should be taken for dealing with a large number of minor offences, 
but the Bill meeting with opposition from property owners .and builders, upon whom it 


sought to place restrictions, was considerably curtailed, and none of Mr. Davis’ suggestions 


were adopted. I beg, however, to quote one paragraph from his report referring to a 


class of ,cases for which there is still no appropriate punishment. 

He wrote :—“ I proceed to notice a large class of offences in Sheffield, as indeed in 
every large town or populous district, for which, at present, there is either no punishment 
or none of an appropriate kind. I referto casesof petty trespass and incidental damage. 
There is a considerable amount of injury done, both in the town and the rural part of the 
borough, by trespassers without a shadow of right; grass and grain are trampled, walls 
and fences broken down, and other mischief done, and yet scarcely maliciously or even 
wilfully perpetrated, but rather the result of carelessness in the accomplishment -of some 
other object, not in itself the subject of criminal prosecution. Of this description is the 
offence of entering yards and exposed buildings and premises at night, and. sleeping there, 
the damage actually done being only nominal, but the risk (from fire and other cause) and 
nuisance very great. Scarcely a day passes without some charge of this kind being pre- 
ferred, the offenders being taken intocustody as ** vagrants;” but as it generally turns 
out that the offenders are well known, and have merely turned in when locked out of their 


own homes, or when “ overtaken in liquor,” or under some. similar ‘circumstances, there ~ 


is not only a legal difficulty in treating them as vagrants, but imprisonment (the only 
punishment for vagrancy) is inappropriate. The consequence is that such persons now 
often get off altogether, whereas if there:were power'to fine, there would be an appro- 
priate and. effective punishment.”

Extra Duties.—The superintendent is borough court cashier. A serjeant 
is coroner’s officer, and inspector of lodging-houses. A constable is in- 
spector of hackney carriages, and of brokers and marine store dealers. There 
is a police fire-brigade, consisting of a superintendent and 24 constables. The 
Inspector looks upon the office of court cashier as one that should not be im- 
posed upon an officer of police. 

Six hundred and nine indictable offences were reported and 294 persons were 
apprehended, compared with 649 offences and 269 apprehensions in 1873, and 
491 offences and 223 apprehensions in the year 1872.

An extension of the town-hall buildings was in progress with a view of afford- 
ing increased accommodation for police purposes, and providing better cells for 
prisoners. The Inspector visited the stations at Regent’s-road, Weaste, and 
Irlam-oh’-Heights, and found the buildings in repair, and the lock- -ups, offices, 
and constables quarters in good order. 

The clothing was in satisfactory condition, and the several articles of eq uip- 
ment were complete and serviceable. 

The books and returns are kept with care and accuracy. 

During the year variations amongst the men had been more numerous than is 
desirable, partly oceasioned by the augmentation of the force in August 1878. 

The constables are an effective body, and the establishment has been main- 
tained ina state of efficiency in point of numbers and discipline.

Assaults upon the police, as stated in the previous year’s report, are very 
frequent. Forty-six cases were brought before the magistrates in the year 
ended the 28th February 1874; the penalties inflicted were generally higher 
than in the preceding year, but in two instances only the defendants were com- 
mitted for a month without the option of a fine. In a large proportion of the 
cases_of drunkenness and of drunk and disorderly conduct, the books showed 
that defendauts were discharged on payment of costs. The Inspector has to 
repeat his remark of last year, and considers that these facts account in a great 
degree for the unsettled state of the force.

EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT of Captain Edward Willis, Her Ma- 
jesty’s Inspector oF ConstaBuLary for the SourHErn Countizs of England 
and South: Wales District, for the Year ended the 29th September 1874. . 


! Cleevemont, Cheltenham, 
Pianitiity ii! 30 November 1874. 

I Have the honour to report that the police establishments of both counties 
and. boroughs in the district which I visit and inspect, and which have hereto- 
fore been: reported as efficient, have been maintained during the year ended the 
29th day of September last in a satisfactory state, but that those forces of 
boroughs ( both above as well as under 5,000 in population) which have hereto- 
fore been reported as inefficient, remain still in the same unsatisfactory state. 


_ Of such boroughs there are nine with populations exceeding 5,000 in number, 


and 15 with populations less than 5,000 in number ; and as many of them have 
extensive areas, which are never patrolled by the police,large districts of the 
country situated between the populous portions of such boroughs and the 
boundaries of the county constabulary which adjoin them, receive no police pro- 
tection whatever. 

Take, for instance, the borough of Tiverton, with a population of 10,024 per- 
sons, and an area of 17,491 acres, and which in places extends to about nine 
miles in a direct line across, with all the intersecting roads, how can sucha 
district, including the town and populous portion, be patrolled by night by one 
serjeant: and three constables, which is the appointed force for the night duty, 
out of an establishment of seven in number? 

Again, the borough of St. Ives, with an area of 1,812 acres, and a population 
of 6,965 persons, employs only one constable to perform all duties both by day 
and. ‘night; and this man has also to. serve summonses, execute warrants, collect 
market tolls, and, to act as superintendent of fire. engines, and also to look after 
his prisoners when he has any. 

There are many other borough forces in very nearly as an inefficient state as 
the two: referred to, but I) have selected these to illustrate the general state of 
inefficiency - which. exists in’ the police arrangements of most of the small 
boroughs. Again, the forces in many instances of such boroughs are so small in 
number that no system of supervision can be established, and especially during 
the night ; and consequently the due performance of such duties as are required 
of the constables must be left entirely to their own discretion and good faith. 

There are now 25 boroughs in the South district. the police of which are con- 
solidated with the police of their respective counties, and some of them of con- 
siderable extent, and having large populations; and I have every reason to 
believe that the arrangements which exist are working beneficially and giving 
complete satisfaction, and I feel satisfied that if some measure were passed by 
Parliament to place the police of all boroughs under a certain population under 
the charge of the chief constables of counties, great benefits would be thereby 
attained, and that in a short time the measure would be generally approved. 

During the year augmentations to the extent of 27 constables have taken 
place in the district, but these have been countér-balanced by a decrease of two 
in two of the boroughs, thus reducing the total augmentations in the district to 
25. constables. 

The total number of police in the district on the 29th of September, as autho- 
rised to be employed, amounted to 4,808 persons, besides 93 men employed in 
the different forces, at private cost, as additional constables, under the pro- 
visions of the 19th section, 3 & 4 Vict. c. 88; but in the regular authorised 


establishments there were vacancies to the extent of 62 persons, viz., one superin- 


tendent, four serjeants, and 57 constables. 

On the 29th of September 1873, the vacancies in the different forces amounted 
to 92 persons; therefore it may be assumed that the improved wages that. have 
been granted during the year has tended to render the police service more ey a 
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In respect to the popularity of the service, however, I am ~ntonnea by many 
of the officers in command of forces that the question of superannuation has 
much to do with influencing men to enter and continue in the police service ; 


the officers and constables of all ranks are most anxious that some definite claim - 


to pension for length of service should be established, and, as I fully believe that 
some such measure would materially benefit the police service, I venture to urge 
the question as deserving of early consideration. 

In some of the police establishments in the South district the superannuation 
funds, which were a few years since yearly i increasing, are now yearly diminish- 
ing; and in other forces the claims on the funds are yearly approaching nearer 
to the receipts; but I believe still, that with a well-devised scheme, the funds 
that remain may be secured and augmented, so that they shall hereafter be 
increased to such an extent, with certain helps, as to meet all demands which 
may be made upon them. 

The question is deserving of serious consideration, as in a few years, if matters 
remain as they are, both counties and boroughs will find themselves saddled 
with the expense of a small army of pensioners, whose pensions, which will 
amount to a large money item, will have to be charged entirely upon the rates. 

I have obtained from the different police establishments the state of their 
respective <tr funds up to the 29th of September, and they are as 
follows, viz. 

Piss sum ieaed 232,533 /. 18s. 3d.; receipts for the year ended the 
29th of last September, 22,493 /. 5s.; payments during the year in annuities, 
11,588 /. 6s. 8d.; and in gratuities (chiefly to widows), 1,599 /. 5s. 2d.; or 
total payments, 13,1877. 11s. 10d.; balance receipts over payments, 
9,305 1. 13s. 2d. 

Number of persons in receipt of pensions, 325, viz., 12 jebineth chief officers, 
30 superintendents, 31 inspectors, 49, Serjeants, and 180 constables. 

In respect to the service of the police in the South district, there are 12 over 
35 years of service, 54 between 30 and 35 years, 112 between 25 and 30 years, 
136 between 20 aud 25 years, 803 between 15 and 20 years, 849 between 10 
and 15 years, 951 between 5 and 10 years, 1,227 between 1 and’5 years, 602 
under 1 year, and 62 incomplete; total, 4,808. 

In respect to crime the total indictable offences which have taken place are 
reported to have been 6,244, as against 5,626 in 1873, being an increase of 618, 
but fewer persons were apprehended by 292, and fewer persons committed for 
trial by 319. 

As respects offences which are determined summarily, the number proceeded 
against are reported to have amounted to 90,875 as against 88,814 in 1873, 
being an increase of 2,061, and of this class of offenders re 790 more persons are 
stated to have been convicted, - 

The increase of offences may, I think, in some measure be attributed to the 
numerous strikes which have occurred at different times during the year, and 
especially in the mining districts. 

Three hundred and eighty-two convicts on license have resided in the district 
during the year, and of these, 95 have left to reside elsewhere, 4 have died, the 
licenses of 82 have expired, 21 have beeu recommitted to prison for fresh 
offences, and 4 for breach of license, and 176 are still resident in the district. 

Of other persons placed under police supervision, 352 have resided in the 
district, and of these, 75 have left to reside elsewhere; 5 lave died, the licenses 
of 28 have expired, and 244 are still resident in the district. 

The number of licensed houses in the district, as compared with those in 
1873, and how they have been conducted during the year, will be rally and 
satisfactorily shown in the following short Table :—

Before: dismissing | the subject of licensed houses, I bee to mention that I 
have considered it my duty to draw your attention, in my Report on the state of 
the Devonport police, to the system which has been adopted by the watch com- 
mittee of preventing the head constable from reporting to the magistrates, or 
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from applying to them for summonses. for offences against publicans and beer- — 


house keepers, before submitting such complaints to themselv res, or a’committee 
appointed for the purpose. It appears to me that such order is an usurpation of 
his authority granted by law to the justices, and that the watch committee have 
no more right to: prevent the police from taking complaints against licensed 
houses before the justices than they could have to prevent them taking felony 
eases. In corporate\bodies it frequently occurs that persons who are interested, 

both directly as well as indirectly, in the spirit and beer trades, are elected to be 
members of the Town Councils, and if any such are members of the Corporation 
of Devonport it must be manifest how unjust such an exercise of authority, as I 
have before stated, must be; and how completely it must annihilate all indepen- 
dent action on the part of the volice. 

I have stated in the Report that out of nine reports against publicans the 
committee only allowed one summons to be applied for, ‘and that out of 14 
against beer retailers only three were allowed to be applied for; but these 23 
complaints were not the only complaints the police had against licensed houses ; 
they were selected cases in which it was considered that the complaints could 
be fully substantiated by the constables before the justices. 

With reference to persons who have been charged with being drank, and 
drunk and disorderly, I submit a sbort Table, which pint: at sight he difictanes 
in the number proceeded against and convicted in the years 1873 and 1874, 
respectively.

I am enabled to state that, without any exception, I have been informed by 
the heads of police forces in the South District (saving three small boroughs 
from which I had obtained no returns when making up this Report, viz., Helston, 
Launceston, and Hythe) that the late Licensing Acts are working advntageously. 

The chief officers, however, of two forces do report that Sections 10 and 30 in 
the Act of 1874 operate prejudicially to the action of the police. 

The licenses which have been granted to, and endorsed for, pedlars are stated 
to have been 9,824 and 23,861 respectively, as against 10,772 and 24,090 in 1873, 
being a decrease of 948 in licenses granted, and of 229 in licenses endorsed. 

For several years past there has been a considerable annual decrease in the 
number of vagrants who have been relieved through the instrumentality of the 
police, but during the year just ended an ier con i in this respect has taken 


place, the number relieved having been 101,617, as against 94,218 in 1873, or 


an increase of 7,399 persons. 

It is very probable that many of the persons relieved during the past year were 
not professional vagrants, but persons on the move in consequence of inability to 
get work in the districts where the strikes took place; and therefore the same 
result may not, if trade flourishes and employment keeps plentiful, occur in the 

_ forthcoming year. 

In the different counties in the South District I find that not many parish con- 

- stables have been appointed under the 35 & 36 Vict. c. 92; only seven counties 
report any of such parish constables having been appointed. 

I have referred in my Report upon the state of the police force of the town of 
Ramsyvate to a difference which has taken place between the magistrates of the 
0-17- GE 3 Cinque 
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Cinque Ports acting for that district, and the watch committee of Ramsgate, and — 
I merely desire to state further here that such difference is prejudicial to the — 


efficient working of the police, as the head constable stands in the position of 
being unable to act without the fear of giving offence to one authority or the other. 

The magistrates are desirous that the police force should be consolidated with 
the constabulary of the county, and placed under the authority of the chief con- 
stable of the county, but this is a measure which: would require the approval of 
the county justices generally, as well as the consent of the chief constable, who is 
empowered to act discretionally in giving the necessary notices for taking charge 
of the district. 

In concluding this Report, I may observe that I have in several instances been 
asked by magistrates of boroughs, in respect to boroughs which maintain an 
insufficient number of constables, whether no power existed to require the watch 
committee to employ additional men, and the reply has, of course, been none; 
but as the Government will probably henceforth allow one-half the cost of the 
police, I strongly urge that further powers should be obtained from Parliament 
in order that a general efficient system of police may be established throughout 
the country, under the authority of the Secretary of State. 

I annex, for the sake of reference, a Table of all boroughs in the district, 
arranged according to the state of efficiency or inefficiency of their respective 
police establishments.

Sir, : ; 
I nave the honour to submit my Report on the Metropolitan Police for the year 


1874, accompanied by the usual reports and returns. 

The authorised strength on the 3lst December was 25 Superintendents, 277 Inspec- 
tors, 994 Police Sergeants, and 8,662 Constables, being a total of 9,958. 

For duty in the Metropolis there were available on the 31st December, 21 Superin- 
tendents, 237 Inspectors, 906 Sergeants, and 8,128 Constables, total 9,292. 

The Dockyard Divisions on the same date comprised 4 Superintendents, 40 Inspec- 
tors, 88 Sergeants, and 534 Constables. 

The Force was increased during the year by 5 Inspectors, 2 Sergeants, and 69 Con- 
stables. The additions were made from time to time to meet special wants, but the 
increasing demands for police, consequent on the extension of the Metropolis, will render 
a larger addition necessary during the current year. 

During the year there were built 7,764 new houses and 145 new streets, and 2 new 
squares were formed, the length of the new streets and squares being 22 miles and 
862 yards. 

3,542 new houses were in course of construction. 

‘The length of new streets and squares opened during the last quarter of a century is 
1,181 miles and 54 yards. 

There does not appear to be any immediate prospect of a cessation of growth of 
buildings; the tendency is rather the other way. 

During the year 1874 new Police Stations were built and opened at Kensington and 
Kennington Road, and others were commenced at Tottenham Court Road, Holloway, 
and Commercial Street, Whitechapel, new Offices being also in progress in Great 
Scotland Yard for the Detective and Public Carriage Departinents. 

The system of Telegraphic Communication between the Commissioner’s Office and 
the various Divisional and Sub-Divisional Stations has proved of incalculable benefit to 
the Service. 85,771 messages passed through the Executive Branch, Scotland Yard, 
alone during the year, and they are daily increasing. 

The total number of persons arrested by the Police during the year was 67,703, being 
a decrease of 6,154 persons as compared with the preceding year. 

The chief items of decrease are among the drunk and disorderly characters, which were 
26,155, against 29,755 in 1873, a diminution of 3,600. 

Vagrants and suspicious characters diminished 1,211, and persons charged with 
simple larceny by 649. 

The diminution in the numbers of drunk and disorderly persons will be! gratifying if it 
is continuous. No more unsatisfactory or unpleasant duty devolves on the Police than 
that of dealing with this class of persons. It is a duty in the execution of which they 
are frequently maltreated and always annoyed, especially as the fact of a person being 
drunk is always a mete matter of opinion, in which the medical gentlemen who are called 
in to assist the Police are frequently as much at fault as the Police themselves. There 
is in fact no medical test for drunkenness, and among the immense mass of such cases 
_ mistakes will occur almost inevitably. 

As a matter of humanity and precaution the widest authority is given to the officers in 
charge of stations to send for medical aid in every case in which there is the least grounds 
for doubt. 

2,773 persons were taken by the Police to hospitals during the year who were suffering 
from accidents or other causes. 
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Medical aid was afforded to 7,611 persons, of whom 2,319 were found in a state of 
insensibility, 976 of them from the effects of drunkenness, and 1,343 from other causes. 

2,115/. 1s. Od. was paid from Police Funds as fees to the surgeons, of which only 1301. 
was recovered. 

9,795 persons were reported to the Police as ; missing, of whom 7,104 were children 
under 10 years of age; of these 4,573 children and 692 adults were found by the Police, 
69 committed suicide, ea 17 children and 82 adults are still missing ; the remainder were 
found by friends or returned home. 

The general results of the:year 1874 are that.it records the smallest number of serious 
(indictable) offences against persons and property during this decade. 

In 1865 they were 10,612; in 1868 they were 14,316; in woe they had ies to 
10,185. 

__ The large proportion. of these are simple larceny ; this year 6,674, a large redution as 
compared with 1873, when they were 7,213. 

_ Burglary, housebreaking, and larceny to the value of 5/. in dwellings, which are all of 
one class of crime, show still a decrease ; a small one ‘as compared’ with 1873, but a rite 
considerable one as compared with former years. 

In 1867 there were 1,540 such crimes ;’ in 1873 they had. decreased to 826, auld 5 in 
1874 to 808; while robbery and attempts to rob have decreased) from 118 in pics to 
57 in 1874. 

Considering the immense increase in the growth of London during the last 10: years, 
and the corresponding augmentation of wealth and temptations to crime, these results are 
fairly, I think, satisfactory. 

.., During the year 124 persons were killed in the streets, being run ‘over by passing 
vehicles ; and 2,568 persons were injured by the same cause. 

The traffic in the streets increases almost daily, and the majority ey them are insuffi- 
‘ciently wide to allow it to circulate without delay and risk. 

The numbers of Police both to regulate the traffic and superintend the crossings ‘are 
being constantly increased, and it is only due to them that the. accidents are not much 
‘more numerous. 

The majority of the accidents are, as in fesse years, caused: by “0 light and heavy 
carts, waggons, drags, and vans. 

A. large proportion of the deaths occurred im the crowded districts of Stepney, Isliuaiatl 
and Camberwell, and the largest number of injuries’in the Holborn Division. 

10,604, summonses were :issued on application of the Police, which resulted in’8 998 
convictions and 1,611 dismissals. 

The summonses.against public beer and refreshment houses increased fiohs 294 in 1873 
to 398 in 1874, and against Metropolitan Stage and Hackney Carriages from 3,847 to 
4,111. 

The Police continue to report favourably of the improved management of public and 
beer houses under the New Licensing Acts, and of the comparative quiet of the streets. : 

The closing of refreshment houses at the same hour as houses licensed for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors has proved to be very beneficial legislation. 


The most marked results of the laws passed during recent years for the regulation of 
houses licensed for the sale of spirituous liquors and refreshments have been in the 
vicinity of ‘the Haymarket, which, in consequence of the judicious and unwearied action 
of the Divisional, Police wears a very different aspect at night to’ that which formerly 
characterised the district. 


The great decrease in the number of prostitutes apprehended during the year may be 
in some’ measure accounted for by the early closing of the. public and refreshment 
houses and the suppression of the night houses, especially in the, Haymarket.- 


The only offence in which there is any. serious increase to remark is that of stealing 
from shops and warehouses, there being 121 cases reported against 70 last year. 


The slender security provided in many cases in the way of fastenings renders these 
offences comparatively easy, while the carelessness so.frequently commented upon in 
previous years, whereby doors and windows are freely left open at night, continues much 
as before. 
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During the year no less‘than 13,446 doors and 6,207 windows were found open by 
tke Police, and the occupiers called up and warned. In many cases the Police received 
scant thanks for their pains. 


This of course is irrespective of the doors and windows in the rear of premises, where 
entries are usually effected, and where the Police have no access. The extent to which 
thieving is fostered by this carelessness is immense. 


984 men left the Police in the year 1874, being 2 more than in the previous year; 289 
were pensioned or discharged with gratuities ; 71 resigned from ill health, and 190 resigned 
voluntarily, 96 of them for other employment and 94 assigned no reason; 176 were 
compelled to resign for misconduct, and 201 were dismissed, being the smallest number 
in any year during the last 10 years. 

72 Police Officers were commended or rewarded by judges or magistrates, and 872 by 
the Commissioner. 

19,409 stray dogs were seized in the streets by the Police, of whom 17,354 were sent 
to the Home for lost and starving dogs in York Road, Battersea, and the remainder 
restored to their owners or otherwise disposed of. 

A notable decrease of fires in the Metropolis is observable in 1874. In the year 1865 
there were 805 fires, which were attended by 17,349 Police Officers; in 1874 the number 
of fires had decreased to 483 and the number of Police attending them to 12,049. 

This reduction has taken place contemporaneously with an increase of 129,331 houses 
and of 507 miles of new streets and squares, : 

-The arrangements for working the Pedlars Act continue as heretofore in the hands 
of the Police, and, in the absence, of complaints, seem to work satisfactorily. 

5,607 certificates were issued and. 895 were indorsed, while 86 were refused owing to 
the bad characters of the applicants. 

Iam glad to record that the number of assaults on the Police in the execution of their 
duty continues to decrease. .

The institution of fixed points where a Constable may always be found continues very 
popular, and renders it rather difficult to withstand the pressure for its extension, 


15 new, points have been established during the year, making a total of 263. 


The general health of the Force was about the average of former years. The daily 
average loss from men absent from duty on account of sickness was 302°8, being a daily 
per-centage of 3°03. This is a slight increase on the preceding year, depending chiefly 
on the winter temperature. 

It is satisfactory to find from the Chief Surgeon’s report. that the numbers invalided by 
sore feet, which in the army returns is reckoned an injury on duty, in spite of the great 
amount of walking required from the Police, are really trifling. 

The Metropolitan and City Police Orphanage continues, to receive the unabated 
support of both Forces and of their friends, and is in every way ina satisfactory condition. 
It now contains 140 orphans. 

'.» The whole of the Police arrangements made on the occasion of. the visit of H. M. the 
Emperor of Russia in the month of May were satisfactorily carried out, and there was 
no obstruction or delay during any of the occasions on which the Emperor appeared in 
public. 


SMOKE NUISANCE. 


The attached returns Nos. 21 to 27 show some little change from those of last year. 
There is a reduction of 130/. in the amount of the engineer’s charges for inspections and 
for attendances at police courts, which evidences a more ready compliance with the 
Smoke Nuisance Abatement Acts on the part of tradesmen. There is also an additional 
proof of this in the decrease of the number of summonses for improper construction, from 
225 in 1873 to 163 in 1874, to which in great measure is attributable the diminution in 
the engineer’s charges. . i 

As a few bakers who claim to represent the feelings of the trade have persistently 

opposed the enforcement of these Acts, and have endeavoured to procure from Parliament 
the exemption of the trade from the operation of the Acts, I have had prepared an 
additional return, No. 27, which is not without interest,.as it proves that out of a total of 
3,041 bakers only 120 have within the year been proceeded against for violation of the 
law, and therefore conclusively cstablishes that there can be no fair claim for exempting 
a trade in which an overwhelming majority of those who are engaged in it have, by the 
use of proper appliances, and the exercise of care in the management of their furnaces, 
complied with the law. Some misapprehension appears to exist on the part of the public 
who are affected by the Acts, as to the action taken by the Commissioner’s engineer. in 
their enforcement. They seem to imagine, firstly, that reports of nuisance from smoke 
emanate from him, and that he may be influenced in making them, by the emoluments 
which he derives from his consequent employment; and, secondly, that the payment of 
his services in inspecting furnaces .is dependent on a conviction being obtained before a 
magistrate. Both these ideas are erroneous. ‘The engineer knows nothing whatever of 
any report made by the Police of nuisance from smoke until the-case has reached the 
stage when, cautionary notices having been served without the effect of abating the 
nuisance, he is directed by the Commissioner to inspect. the furnaces and report their 
condition, and payment for these inspections is made to him whether a summons follows 
on his report or not. 


COMMON LODGING HOUSES. 
During ‘the past year 631 keepers have been served with “ notices” to register their 
houses, or the parts of houses, occupied and used at the time as common lodging houses. 

419 of these houses have been surveyed and measured to accommodate (if registered), 
including the keepers and their families, 6,200 persons. A very large majority of these 
houses might, with comparatively small outlay, be rendered fit for registration. ! 

222 houses have been permanently registered and re-opened, and are used, wholly 
or in part, as common lodging houses. In the houses thus registered good accommoda- 
tion was provided at the time of registration for 3,242 persons. 

168 houses have, from change of tenants, death of keepers, and other causes, been 
closed and taken off the register (many of these however after being improved, and in 
some cases considerably enlarged;'have been re-opened) ; most of the others will, no 
-doubt, be re-registered. | he 

3,633 houses casually used as common lodging houses are under strict supervision, 
and periodical visits are made by the Police Inspecting Officers to prevent subletting 
within the meaning of the Act. i 

188 common lodging houses are now under observation, requiring more or less alter- 
ations and improvements previous to their being registered. 

22 summonses have been applied for against the keepers of common lodging houses 
for various offences against the provisions of the Act, 

2 cases of nuisance only have occurred on lodging house premises, which were removed 
on “ notice ’’ being served, without summonses. 
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69 deaths have occurred in the common lodging houses during the year; of these 50 
were sudden deaths. 24 cases of infectious diseases have arisen; viz.: 


1 Small Pox. 
4 Measles. 
4 Teoh: 
4 Scarlet Fever. 
4 Continued Fever. 
7. Typhus Fever. 
24 ; in addition to these 41 other cases of illness (arising 
principally from privation and drink) have been dealt with. 


In consequence of the passing of the Sanitary Law Amendment Act, 1874, new 
regulations have been framed, and the whole of the duties and obligations of keepers in 
respect of the Common Lodging Houses Acts of 1851 and 1853 pointed out in as plain 
and comprehensive language as possible. 


Pursuant to the 49th Section of the above Act, the keepers of houses registered under 
the Common Lodging Houses Acts have been directed to cause 2 notice with the words 
“ Registered Lodging House ”’ to be affixed in some conspicuous place outside the 
premises, 


During the late epidemic of scarlet fever in the Metropolis, which was of so severe a 
character as to call for special attention and advice from the Medical Ojficers of Health 
as to the precautions necessary to be taken to prevent its further spread, I can with 
pleasure state that only 4 cases occurred in registered common lodging houses, which is 
a subject of much congratulation when it is remembered that about 27,000 persons are 
accommodated, most of them of the poorest class. The important comforts offered in 
registered common lodging houses consists of clean beds and bedding. “ ‘The Inspecting 
“ Officer being instructed to enforce a good and sufficient quantity of clothing to ensure 
** warmth during the inclement season of the year,” well ventilated and lime-washed 
sleeping rooms, clean and spacious kitchens, with, as'a rule, the ordinary cooking 
utensils, cups, saucers, plates, &c. &c. provided by the keepers without extra charge, 
comfortable washing accommodation, with a plentiful supply of water for all purposes, 
is also provided. 


In enforcing the provisions of the Common Lodging Houses Acts great care has been 
taken to impress on the minds of the Inspecting Officers engaged on this duty the 
necessity of consideration and forbearance with the satisfactory result, that no case of 
assault has occurred, or complaint of intrusion into, private dwellings been made, during 
the year. 


Great advantage is found in the speedy removal of sick cases by the parish authorities 
and, when of an infectious nature, the efficient means used for cleansing and_ disinfecting 
the bedding. For the purification of houses or rooms, the process of fumigation with 
sulphur, together with the free use of Calvert’s Carbolic Acid, agreeably with the printed 
directions on this subject, is still strictly enforced and attended with gratifying results. 


Although the inspecting area has been reduced from the limits of the Metropolitan 
Police District, to that of the Metropolis Local Management Act, yet from the fact 
of the Inspecting Officers being:able to devote the greater part of their time to densely 
populated neighbourhoods, the number of registered houses, and houses under observa- 
tion to prevent any infringement of the Act, is steadily increasing. 


It affords me much pleasure to state that the Act is working well and easily, and there 
can be no doubt that it is the means of securing for the poorest classes, clean and healthy 
lodgings, which would otherwise be entirely out of their reach. 


Each house is inspected once a week, and many of the.largest and worst class. almost 
daily. It may be interesting to know that during the year about 128,000 visits, by day 
and by night, have been made to registered, and non-registered houses;, and about 
3,755,640 since the Acts first came into operation. i 


PUBLIC CARRIAGES. 


The inspection of Public Carriages and horses has been carefully carried out by the 
Inspectors specially appointed for that duty. 

During the year 89 Omnibuses and 927 Hackney Carriages were rejected as unfit for 
public use. 

333 reports were made against horses, and 3, 031 against Public Carriages in an unfit 
state, and a notice in each case not to use the same was served upon the Proprietor. In 
most cases where proceedings were taken before the magistrates convictions took place. 

During the last 5 years 7,362 Public Carriages have been condemned as unfit for 
public use, and during the same period 4,298 horses have been reported as unfit.

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In 1869, under the old regulations, only 1,912 articles were deposited, showing’ an 
increase in 1874 of more than seyen-fold, results speaking equally well for the honesty of 
the drivers and for the existing regulations on the subject. 


TaBLeEs oF DISTANCES. 


_The revision of the Tables of Distances has been continued by the Officers of the 
Ordnance Survey and posted at 326 Hackney Carriage Standings, also at 10 Railway 
Stations, 


Enamelled Tables of Distances have been placed at Hackney Carriage Standings in 
place of boards with printed tables, which from experience were found to Ke always out 
of repair and entailing great expense. 

17 Hackney Carriage Standings were appointed, giving accommodation - 138 
Carriages. 

No new style of Hackney Carriage demanding special notice has been fama be ith 
any successful result. 

The new Hangom and Clarence cabs licensed during the year have greatly improved, 
both in fittings and furniture. 

The number of licenses issued to Hackney and Stage Drivers increased from 12,723 
in 1873 to 12,743 in 1874, while the convictions for drunkenness and furious driving 
pr from 1,162 to 1,010. 

- There is still great room for improvement, but it is satisfactory that these mitences have 
thot decreased since 1872.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF SURGEON ON THE HEALTH OF THE 
METROPOLITAN POLICE FORCE Eee THE YEAR 1874. 


The past year, like 1873, shows no variation from the ordinary state of things. The continuous 
fall in the average daily rate of sickness which was noted from 1866 to 1872 inclusive has, it is true, 
been succeeded ‘by a slight rise in 1873, and again in ‘1874; but the rise has been only fractional, 
and has only raised the ‘rate to what it was in 1871, ce, three per cent., as against 5°5 per cent, in 
1866 and five per cent. in 1867. These fractional variations depend on the temperature and climate 
of the year, as is proved by the table on the next page. Judging from the rates of sickness, 
which have prevailed in the early part of this year, it is to be apprehended that 1875 will again show 
an increase as compared with 1874, but the general state of health of the force is really ‘the same. 
It may therefore be taken as generally true that the rate of sickness in this force under the present 
system is about three per cent. 

The following table shows the totals of the monthly returns of sickness during the year, excluding 
the cases in the outlying dockyards, which, not being under the care of the divisional surgeons, 
are not reported to me. ‘The deaths are only those which occurred while the men were on the sick 
list, under the divisional surgeon’s treatment, and therefore the number is somewhat less than that 
of the nominal list of deaths which is to be found on page 33. On comparison of the 
numbers in the table below with those of the corresponding table for last year, it will be found that, 

each is slightly higher, except that of the “ detached men.”

The total number of separate individuals who were on the sick list in the town and Woolwich 
divisions was 4,607, as against 4,439 last year, and in the four outlying dockyards 139, against 115. 
As stated in last year’s “Report, about half the number of men in the Metropolitan divisions, and 
about a quarter in the dockyard divisions are on the sick list during the year, and it will be noticed 
that the slight increase over last year’s rate of sickness prevailed in the outlying dockyards as well 
as in the Metropolitan divisions. 


AVERAGE Dartty NuMBER oF SICK. 


The total number for whom payment was made to the divisional surgeons was, in June 1874, 
9,487, and in December 1874, 9,473, giving as the mean number 9,480. 

In order to calculate the daily per-centage of sick, the strength of the four outlying dockyard 
divisions must be added to this, since théir sick are included i in the « Morning States,” although they 
are not under the care of the divisional surgeons. 

This number is 494, making the total strength of the men, whose sickness is included in the 
“Morning States,” 9,974 ; 51 more than last year. 

In order to calculate the daily per-centage of sick, I have added up the “ Morning States ” for each 
day and divided the total by 365. The figures are as follows :—

This gives as the total average daily per-centage of men absent from duty on account of sickness 
3°03, which is again an increase on the numbers of the preceding year. The increase in each case 
has been slight, the present figures being almost identical with those for the year 1871. The lowest 
rate was in 1872, 2°48 per cent. daily. These slight differences depend chiefly on the winter 
temperature. 


Nature oFf DISEAsEs. 


The total of injuries occurring in each month of the year is given in the following table. I have 
added the numbers invalided by sore feet, an affection which in the Army Returns is reckoned as 
an injury on duty, and which does, in almost all cases, depend on the nature of the duty. It will be 
seen that, in spite of the great amount of walking required from our men, the loss to the force from 
this cause is really trifling; a fact which, as far as it goes, seems to testify to the goodness of the 
boots supplied.

This total of the diseases of exposure exceeds the similar total for last year by 306, The total 
number of fresh cases in the table.on page 30, 6,164, exceeds the total number for last year, 5,775, 
by 389, in other words the-excess of the sickness of this over last year is caused almost exclusively 
by the greater rigour of the seascns. In January of 1873 the temperature was extraordinarily mild, 
and the rate of these affections proportionally low. ~ 

22 men were reported as suffering from venereal affections, and were consequently suspended from 
the force during their incapacity for duty. One of these was obliged to resign.

CAUSES OF INVALIDING. | 


During the year 1874, 269 persons were recommended for pension or gratuity.* 


Of these 269, 2 who had served less than'5 years, and 4 who had served over 5 years and under 
15, were recommended for pensions on account. of injuries on duty; 60 who had served over 5 and 
under 15 years were recommended for gratuities on account of unfitness from disease, The 
remainder (203) were recommended for pensions. Of these 59 had served over 15 and under 20 
years; 104 over 20 and under 25 years; 39 over 25 and under 30 years; and 1 over 30 years.

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ExTRACTS-FROM REPORTS BY 


No. 1 Disrrtcr. 


I HAVE the honour to submit my Report on the Police 
of the lst District for the year 1874. 

There thas been a slight increase to the strength, which 
on the 3lst December was 5 Superintendents, 70 Inspectors, 
191 Sergeants, 2,012 Constables. Total of all ranks, 
2,278. 

The report of the Superintendent G Division shows no 
serious offences against the person during the year, and 
of the numerous felonies which ocurred a very large number 
were of the most trifling description. These are generally 
brought about by the carelessness of shopkeepers in expos- 
ing their goods, and neglect of the commonest precaution 
on the part of the inhabitants in closing their doors and 
windows. There were no less than 960 found open by the 
Police during the year. ‘This being an inner Division, there 
has been no increase to the number of houses, with the 
exception of some model buildings on land adjoining the 
Metropolitan Railway Company. ‘These were greatly re- 
quired ; for I notice, from year to year, the number of 
warehouses on the city side which’are built on sites of 
dwelling-houses as the leases of the latter. fall in, and the 
consequence is the people fall back and crowd those streets 
in which cheap rooms are available. 

There were fewer charges for drunkenness during the 
year, viz., 1,323, against 1,695 for the year 1873; and of 
other offences there was a diminution of 345. The number 
of inquests and fires attended by the Police was about the 
same; there was no loss of life at any of the latter, nor do 
any of them call for special notice. 

The discipline of the men has been very gcod; none of 
them were charged before a Magistrate. . One Inspector, 
two Sergeants, and 26 Constables were commended and 
rewarded hy the Judges and the Commissioner. 

In the H Division I am glad to note the absence of any 
very serious offence, and here also the charges, although 
large in number, are fewer than the previous year. Many 
more inquests, however, were held, and again I. have to 
report cases in which the verdict was “Death from 
Starvation.” One Constable in this Division was sum- 
moned for an assault, and being convicted was dismissed 
the Service. “With this exception, the conduct of Officers 
and men has been very good. ; 

In the K Division, with its outlying suburban and 
country district, the wérk of the Police increases yearly. 
Seventeen new streets have been opened, and 893 new 
houses built since my last Report was written. ‘There has 
been a slight decrease in the number of felonies’ as com- 
pared with former years, and the general charges were 
fewer in number. 

Several serious offences against the person are recorded, 
hut in every instance the offenders were brought to justice. 
A license-holder was convicted of highway robbery with 
violence, and sentenced to 10 years penal servitude ; and 
one, Hussun Ali, a Lascar, charged with the murder of a 
comrade, was convicted of manslaughter, and sent to penal 
servitude for life. A worse case, however, than either of 
these came under’the notice of the Police, although the 
offence was not actually committed in this country. It was 
that of the captain or a ship with a Lascar crew, nine of 
whom died during the voyage from Akyeb, and one after 
arrival in London, three of the number fel! overboard (from 
weakness it was stated), but the other six died from actual 
violence, and most of the’ survivors had broken, ribs or 
noses and were much emaciated. The perpetrator of these 
brutal erimes was sentenced to 15 years penal servitude. 

A very serious fire occurred in which property to the 
amount of 50,0001. was destroyed; a man and woman 
were also burnt to death. 

About an average number of inquests were attended, 
and in two cases of infanticide: verdicts of wilful murder 
were returned. Jn another it was proved that a man who 
murdered his wife and four children, before destroying his 
own life, was of unsound mind when he committed the 
crime. 


I was compelled to bring to the notice of the Commis- ~ 


sioner the conduct of two Inspectors, who were reduced in 
rank, as was also a Sergeant. 

Four Constables were charged before a Magistrate, and 
were dismissed from the service. On the other hand, 
however, it is gratifying to notice the large number of men 
who were rewarded, viz.; one Inspector, nine Sergeants, 
and 62 Constables, besides one P.C, specially promoted for

the tact and energy he displayed in the execution of his 
duty. 

The N Division has also a large outlying district, and to 
keep pace with the increase in the number of new houses 
and streets the Police should be augmented yearly. 

The Superintendent reports an absence of serious offences 
against the person (except cases of infanticide, which are as 
numerous as ever), but more burglaries and forcible entry 
of dwelling-houses occurred, although the property stolen 
in each case was of comparatively small value. This class 
of offerice is more prevalent in this than the other Divisions, 
and I attribute it to the fact of there being so many houses 
occupied by well-to-do people, which are more or less 
isolated and inclosed by walled gardens, thus offering 
increased facilities to thieves witn a corresponding difficulty 
to the Police, whilst they are at the same time situated in 
pretty close proximity to that part of the Metropolis which 
our worst offenders inhabit. As I have stated in former 
reports, two or three men will commit a large-number of 
burglaries before they are apprehended. Very little at- 
tention, moreover, is paid to the constant warnings of the 
Commissioner to secure in @ proper manner, both doors 
and windows, as is shown by the fact that 981 of the 
former and 590 of the latter were found open or insecurely 
fastened between the hours of 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. in this 
Division alone. 

Twice the number of fires were attended by Police as 


compared with 1873, but none of them were of a very 


serious character, and no lives were lost. 

The discipline in the Division has been very good. ‘Two 
Constables were charged before a Magistrate for drunken- 
ness and absence from duty, and-were both convicted ; 


_ but the number punished by the own Officers has been 


considerably less than in former years. 


The duties of the Thames Police differ considerably from 


those Divisions to which I have already referred, but they 
are not less onerous, and the increase year by year in the 
nuinber of vessels entering and leaving the port, as well as 
of small craft employed to convey merchandise to and 
from the wharves-and docks, taxes most severely the 
energies of the small number of men employed on river 
duty. The Superintendent reports. that larcenies have 
decreased in number, and I have no doubt the many 
convictions obtained by the. Divisional. Detectives (who 
have been most active) against notorious offenders has 
tended to this result. : 

A large number of lives were saved by the Patrol boats, 
and many ‘suicides prevented. ‘Two cases of meritorious 
conduct are noted, in which P.C. 102, W. Hood, and 
P.C. 71, William Pullen, rescued drowning persons, at 
considerable risk to their own lives. 

The conduct and discipline of the men has been, as 
usual, very good indeed. 

I have remarked on the more important, points in the 
Divisional Reports, but one subject deserves especial notice, 
viz., the present system of shipping gunpowder, to which 
the Superintendents of K and Thames draw attention. 
There can be no doubt as to the danger which may at any 
moment arise under the present system, and with the 
warning of the explosion in. Regent’s Park before us, I 
think something should be done to prevent the possibility 
of a similar accident. During the past year 207 tons of 
gunpowder were brought through the streets to Blackwall 
Stairs and shipped there, with little more precaution than 
would have been taken had the kegs contained. chalk. A 
leak from one of the barrels and the ashes of a pipe 
knocked out, and the mischief is done. 

‘he .Commissioner will, I hope, find reason to ~ be 
satisfied with the general work of the District for the year. 
I have made the usual monthly visits. of inspection to the 
different Stations and Section-houses, all of which are in 
good repair, and there has been no reason to complain of 
their internal arrangements. No new Stations have been 
opened, but one has been commenced at Waltham Abbey, 
which will supply an acknowledged want. ; 

The discipline in the District- generally has been ex- 
cellent, with one exception. Nothing more serious than 
drunkenness has been brought against any of the men, 
and these cases have shown a marked decrease. I feav it 
is too much to expect that this offence can be altogether 
got rid of, considering the temptations to which the men 
are exposed; but the habit of drinking is often brought 
about by one cause, which it may be possible to avert. 
It is the custom at present in all the Police Courts to tuke 
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‘the night charges the first thing in the morning, and in 
“consequence a Constable who, having been on duty from 
10 p.m. to 6 a.m., has during that time brought a charge 
to the Police Station, must appear at the sitting of the 
Court at 10a.m. It is obvious that under these circum- 
stances he can get no rest to recruit himself after his 
weary night watch, and too often he takes some stimulant, 
and thus, in many instances, [ feel certain, begins a habit 
of drinking. At first sight it might appear very difficult 
to obviate this, but I do not think it is so, for if the night 
charges (which are nearly all drunk or disorderly) were 
postponed until the other business of the Court was got 
. through Constables with night charges would get a few 
hours sleep, and be ready (which they frequently are not 
at present) to commence another night’s duty at 10 p.m. 
Iithis cannot be carried out I would recommend that any 
Constable taking a charge to the Station before 4 a.m. 
should be relieved at that hour, 

The alteration in the. Licensing Act does not appear to 
have made much difference in this District. The public- 
houses, as a rule, are still closed at 12 o’clock. 

' Accidents in the streets have not decreased, and one 
great cause is, I think, the covered carts so generally used. 
The driver in many of them can only see his horses’ heads, 
instead of being able, as every driver in crowded streets 
should be, to look on every side. A regulation on this 
subject would do great good. 

No new tramways have been laid during the year. Man 
of those now in use have their lines in bad order, and, 
although they are bound to keep the metals level with the 
road, this is very seldom done. 

I have received most ready assistance from the Superin- 
tendents on all occasions, and am happy again to be able 
to bear testimony to the good discipline they have main- 
_tained in their respective Divisions, and to the energy and 
good spirit which has been displayed by themselvestand the 
Officers under them in the execution of their duty.

No. 2 Disrricr. 


IT uave the honour to submit, in accordance with your 
directions, my annual report on the Police, and the con- 
dition of the Stations in the Divisions D, E, 8, X, and Y, 
forming this District. 

I will refer to each Division separately. 


D or Marylebone Division. 


The strength of this Division is: 
1 Superintendent, 
6 Inspectors, 
27 Sergeants, 
305 Constables, and 
10 Detective Officers, 
making a total of 349. 

Of these, 249 are married and 100 single; of the latter 
92 are lodged in Section-houses. No accommodation is 
provided for any of the married men. 

The Division has only two Stations, the principal being 
near the south end of Marylebone Lane, and extends 
through to No. 69, Welbeck Street, in which the Superin- 
tendent’s Office and Section-house is situate. The Station 
is of limited dimensions, having on the ground floor a 
charge room and reserve room, both small, with four cells 
in the rear. The upper floor is converted into cells for 
occasional use, and coal cellars occupy the basement. A 

large yard, partially covered over, and offices extend 

between the Station and Section-house. ‘The latter 
affords accommodation for 18 out’ of 54 single men 
attached to the Station, the remaining 36 being located 
at Molyneux Street, nearly a mile and a quarter distant, 
the men haying to walk to and fro daily in addition to 
‘their regular duty. This arrangement has the disadvantage 
of throwing a portion of the strength to a distance from its 
centre of duty, and although there is telegraphic communi- 
cation between the Stations, yet, in the event of emergency, 

a loss of time must necessarily ensue in rendering adequate 
help in portions of this Sub-Division. 

Taking into consideration the importance of the parish, 
it cannot be doubted that a Jarger and more commodious 
Station in a more central position would be desirable. 

The Molyneux Street Station, formed of two large houses 
at the corner of that street and John Street, Edgware 
Road, has accommodation for 81 single men, with the 
usual Station rooms and four cells. Considerable improve- 
ments have been made during the year for increasing the 
comfort and convenience of the residents, and two cells 

_ have been added to the number above stated. 
A new police Court for Marylebone has just been built 


in Seymour Place, near to the west end of the Marylebone 
Road, and will shortly be occupied. It is 1,542 yards 
distant from the principal Station, and 325 yards from 
Molyneux Street, almost all the prisoners taken in the 
Division being charged at this Court. 

No event of importance has occurred in the Division 
during the year, and the duties have been carried on 
satisfactorily by all ranks, the conduct of the men having 
generally been good: 


E or Bow Street Division. 


The strength of this Division is: 
1 Superintendent, 
9 Inspectors, 
46 Sergeants, 
483 Constables, and 
13 Detective Officers, 
making a total of 552. 

Of these, 298 are married and 254 single, 3 of the 
former and 206 of the latter being lodged in Section- 
houses. 

The Bow Street Station is well situate for rendering 
Police aid, having in its immediate vicinity two of the 
principal theatres, Covent Garden Market,—now patrolled 
by the Police, and the Police Court immediately opposite. 
The latter, however, will shortly be removed, and the 
position for a new site is said to be now under the con- 
sideration of ‘the proper authorities. I respectfully submit 
that it would be advantageous for both Police Court and 
Station to be in one place, for greater public convenience 
as well as for the better protection of the Court of the 
Chief Magistrate where cases in connection with the 
Government are always heard. 

The removal of George Street Station in St. Giles, the 
duties of which will shortly be transferred to a building 
now in.course of erection on the west side of Tottenham 
Court Road, will separate it from a lane second to none in 
the Metropolis for squallor and dirt, and where the police 
find frequent active employment. One would hardly 
expect such a specimen of the “ back slum” immediately 
in rear of the handsome line of buildings on the south side 
of New Oxford Street, but it would be to the interests of 
society—for more reasons than one, were this place swept 
away, its denizens separated for their mutual cleanliness 
and comfort, if such could be appreciated, and the site, 
along with some portion of its surroundings opening upon 
High Street and Broad Street, turned to the improvement, 
and it may be the ornamentation of the Metropolis. 

The remaining Station of this Division is situate in a 
court leading out: of Hunter Street, Brunswick Square, 
but rather difficult to find except by persons acquainted 
with the neighbourhood. It is, however, conveniently 
situated for Police duties, and was selected, like George 
Street and many of the other Stations in the Metropolis, 
at the commencement of the Service, for the purpose of 
maintaining peace in a locality where it ‘was likely to be 
broken. ; 

The Police Section-houses in Whetstone Park, situate in 
a narrow and dirty lane between High Holborn and 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields, afford accommodation for a married 
Inspector and 68 Sergeants and Constables. The two 
houses are thus necessarily confined and damp, and are 
otherwise small and ill adapted as a lodging for so con- 
siderable a body of young men, most of whom have been 
drawn from the country. It is hoped that at no distant 
time these houses will be given up for a properly built 
Section-house attached to a Station, which, I may remark, 
secures many advantages, the principal one being that all 
the single men off duty are at hand in case of need. 

From the Superintendent’s Report will be seen the | 
great amount of Police business entailed upon this Division 
and carried out efficiently by all ranks. 

Nothing of importance occurred in the Division during 
the year, excepting that the exertions of certain of its 
officers in seizing and leading to the destruction of a large 
quantity of infamous property, well deserves, as it has 
gained, notice and high commendation.

S or Hampstead Division. 

The strength of this Division is: 

1 Superintendent, 
9 Inspectors, 
47 Sergeants, 
438 Constables, and, 
10 Detective Officers, 
making a total of 505. 

Of the above the Superintendent, 3 inspectors, 2 Ser- 
geants, and 14 Constables have horses, the two lower ranks 
belonging to the A (Mounted) Reserve. 

The number of married men is 376 and of single 129;

There are 13 Stations in the Division, the principal 

being in Albany Street, with the Superintendent’s Office, 


and also that of the District Superintendent. The Inspec- -% 


tor’s Stations are in Portland Town, Hampstead, Edgware, 
and Barnet, the remaining Stations being in charge of 
Sergeants. They are all well situate for carrying on Police 
duties, and I am unable to point out any change that 
would be beneficial to the public or to the Service, except 
that at Bushey a new Station is much required, the 
present rented house being frequently out of repair, while 
the situation is exceptionable. 

The event of the year was the terrible explosion on the 
Regent’s Park Canal, and. close ,to the Portland Town 
Station, where the Police of the Division rendered early 
and efficient assistance to the inhabitants at a moment of 
extraordinary peril and excitement. Their services were 
long continued and called forth the thanks of all classes 
who suffered therefrom. 

The duties of the Division have been carried out to my 
satisfaction, and the conduct of the men has been good. 


X or Paddington Division. 


The strength of this Division is: 
1 Superintendent, 
10 Inspectors, 
51 Sergeants, 
429 Constables, and 
é 16 Detective Officers, 
making a total of 507. 

Of the above the Superintendent, 3 Inspectors, 2 Ser- 
geants, and 12 Constables have horses, the two ranks as 
before belonging to the A R. 

The number of married men is 354 and of single 153; 
40 of the former and 148 of the latter are lodged in Stations, 
A portion of the principal Station, but separate from, the 
main building, was built expressly for 12 families, and 
answers well. - 

The number of Stations is 18, the principal being in 
Paddington with the Superintendent’s Office. Inspector’s 
Stations are in Harrow Road, Notting Hill, Kilburn, Han- 
well, and Uxbridge, the remaining Stations being in charge 
of Sergeants, and all are in good condition. 

The conduct of the Division has been good, and nothing 
of importance has occurred during the year. 


Yor Kentish Town Division. 


-. The strength of this Division is ; 
1 Superintendent, 
14 Inspectors, 
56 Sergeants, 
510 Constables, and 
17 Detective Officers, 
making a total of 598. 

Of the above, the Superintendent, 2 Inspectors, 1 Ser- 
‘geant, and 14 Constables have horses, the two ranks as 
before belonging to the A R. 

The number of married men is 444 and of single 154; 
14 of the former and 131 of the latter reside in Stations. 

The number. of Stations is 13, the principal being in 
Kentish Town with the Superintendent’s Office. In- 
spector’s Stations are at Somers Town, Caledonian Road, 
Holloway (nearly ready for occupation), Highgate, Totten- 
ham, and Enfield, the rest being in charge of Sergeants, 
- and all are in good condition. The village of Kast Barnet, 
with its Railway Station and growing neighbourhood, 
deserves to be considered for a Sergeant’s Station, the 
nearest Station (Southgate) being 23 miles distant. 

The conduct of the men has been good, and nothing of 
importance has occurred during the year. 


General Remarks. 


I have to report that the Mounted Police, their horses, 
stables, and equipments have been regularly inspected by 
me, and found in all respects creditable to the Service. 
In drill also great efficiency has been gained both by 
Mounted and Foot Police. 

The Detective Officers are at all times actively employed 
in following up the criminal class, and there is constant 
demand for their exertions, This has become an important 
branch of Police Duty. 

The system of fixed points is now well established, and 
could be increased with great advantage to the public. 

Many cases have.occurred during the year of Police 
entering public-houses when on duty, for the purpose of 
obtaining drink, and severe measures have been resorted 
to in order to stop the practice. The law has been put in 
force in every case that afforded proof against the publican 
serving, and lam happy to add with good results for its 
future prevention.

The conduct of the Police Constables has been on the 
whole very creditable, and the example set them by their 
‘Inspectors and Sergeants all I could wish. ‘ 

I have received every support from the Superintendents 
in charge of Divisions, and have to' lament the death of 
Superintendent Butt of the V Division, an ‘excellent, 
zealous, and trustworthy officer. or 

The new Station at Kensington has been opened during 
‘the’ past year, which is a commodious and suitable building, 
and seems in every way to answer its purpose. 

I may here observe ‘that from the daily increase in the 
number of buildings under construction in the Kensington 
District, it will, in my opinion, very shortly be absolutely 
necessary to'add another Division to the Police Force, of 
which Kensington should by the principal Station. I con- 
sider, after having gone into the matter very carefully, that 
the area of the T Division, combined with the increasing 
population, is too extended for the supervision of one 
Superintendent, and ably as Mr. Fisher performs his 
various duties, he has more than he can do with satisfac- 
tion to himself and the public. A considerable augmen- 
tation is very much required in this Division, ’ daily 
increasing in population. © ~~~: 

The special duties performed by Police have been much 
the same in the past asin former years, and on all occa- 
sions when I have had charge the conduct and behavour 
of all ranks have been most exemplary. 

The crowds of people, more particularly on foot, at the 
Universities Boat Race seem to jincrease every year, and 
owing to the additional railway terminus at Hammersmith 
the mass of people which assembles in the vicinity of the 
bridge is becoming almost beyond the control of Police, 
and I believe that the stability of the bridge is tested on 
these occasions ‘in a manner which ‘was never intended 
when it was constructed. Further measures must, I 
think, be taken before next year to prevent, if possible, so 
large a number of people congregating on the bridge during 
the boat races. '

In compliance with ‘the Commissioner’s instructions, I 
submit my report of ‘the state and condition of the Police 


of L, M, P, R, and W {Divisions for the year 1874, and I 


forward with it a report from each of the Superintendents 
for the same’ year. 

The conduct of the Police of these Divisions during the 
year has been generally very good. 

The Stations and Section-houses in my 
good repair and are kept clean and tidy. 

A new Station and Section-house was occupied b 
Police of L Division on 10th August; it is situated in the 
Kennington Road, and was erected in lieu of the premises 
formerly occupied in Tower Street and Hertford Place, 
Lambeth; it affords accommodation for 50 single and 2 
married men. 

The Educational Classes are not well attended, but are 
of great advantage to those who are desirous of improving 
their education and obtaining advancement in the Hatce: 

The recreation rooms are a very great advantage to the 
Service, as they afford sufficient attraction to the men, 
to keep them at home in their leisure hours, and reduce 
the temptation to spend their spare time in public-houses. 

The regulations introduced last year by the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, for conducting the traffic of the tram- 
ways, have had a good effect in diminishing tbe incon- 
venience caused by the cars blocking the streets at im- 
portant points, such as the terminus at Stangate Corner 
near Westminster Bridge. 

The fixed points are now widely known, and the advan- 
tage of them is acknowledged by the Superintendents, as 
well as by the Public; there are, however, in my opinion, 
too many of them in the exterior part of the District, and 
some might, I think, be abolished with advantage.

In submitting my annual report for 1874, I beg to 
draw the Commissioner’s attention to the absence of serious 
offences in the felony returns. Not one burglary or larceny 
from the person with violence took place in this Division 
during the year. 

The value of property stolen during the 12 months was 
3,7221., but the greater portion or 2,486/. was by servants, 
or other means not under control of Police. Recovered 
7211. 86 prisoners, charged with larceny, were committed 
for trial (one more than in 1873), 74 were convicted and 12 
acquitted. 323 prisoners charged with larceny were dealt

with by Magistrates, and the cases summarily disposed of 
(also one more than in 1873), 158 were convicted, and the 
remainder discharged. 

The number of prisoners charged by Police, and taken 
before Magistrates during the year was 3,058, being 494 for 
felony, 1,463 for drunkenness, and 1,101 for assaults and 
other offences. . During the year 1873 the numbers were 
549 for felony, 1,675 drunkenness, and 827 assaults, &c. 
Total 3,051. 

The conduct of the Officers and.most of the men serving 
under me has been very good, 10 constables were dismissed 
for misconduct, but they were all of short service. 

The only fire of importance which took place in this 
Division during the year was on the 13th of February, at 
the Pantechnicon, Motcombe Street, Belgravia, where 
property of immense value was destroyed. ‘The. Com- 
missioner, Assistant Commissioners, 1 District Superin- 
tendent, 3 Superintendents, 14 Inspectors, 41 Sergeants, 
and 450 Constables were present. The fire was not ex- 
tinguished for several days, and many of the Police were 
employed for a fortnight afterwards, protecting property 
and keeping thoroughfares open. One man (a volunteer 
fireman) was killed by the falling of a wall. 

The Divisional Detectives continue to perform their duty 
in a satisfactory manner. The Sergeant and 8 constables 
attached to this Division apprehended 315 persons during 
the year for various offences. 

1,177,921 persons visited the South Kensington and 
Patent Museums during the year, and there was no 
drunkenness or disorder of any kind.

In submitting my report for the past year it is a source 
of much satisfaction to again be in a position to testify to 
the general good conduct and the discipline of the divi- 
sion; the duties have been on the whole satisfactorily 
performed, and without serious complaint from any source. 

No serious larceny or act against the person has taken 
place within the Division during the year, but the thefts 
by servants and prostitutes still form a serious item in the 
felony returns. 

Vagrancy continues apparently to increase in this Divi- 
sion, caused no doubt by the success aitending their 
Solicitations of the occupants of the numerous carriages 
waiting at the shops of the principal thoroughfares, but the 
police are not unmindful of this particular part of’ their 
duty. 

The Licensing Acts, 1872and 1874, continue to work satis- 
factorily, particularly that part which now makes it necessary 
for refreshment houses to close at the same hour as public- 
houses in the same'place; the effect of this in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Haymarket is most marked, and as a 
consequence the streets are cleared at a much earlier hour , 
than formerly. 

I am rauch pleased to be able to state that the notorious 
night houses of Panton Street have been entirely suppressed, 
and the former occupants gone from the district, the houses 
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have been placed in thorough repair, and let to respectable 
tenants. ‘The task of closing these dens has been a long 
one, but complete success has at last rewarded the efforts 
of Police engaged. 

The neglect to secure the doors, windows, fanlights, &c., 
in the Division still constitutes a source of gréat danger, 
900 such cases of neglect having been discovered by the 
constables during the past year, and this in spite of 
frequent warnings from Police. 

The Divisional Detectives still work well and. they have 
performed their various duties without a single complaint ; 
224 persons being arrested by them for various offences, the 
majority of whom were convicted. ‘

The strength of the Division is 1 Superintendent, 13 
Inspectors, 83 P.Ss., and 660 P.Cs., being the same as in 
1873, except an addition of 3 P.Cs. specially employed. 
An augmentation is now required, for the population con- 
tinues to spread, 17 new streets having been formed and 
893 houses built, 291 houses are being built, and a large 
park at West Ham having been opened for the public, a 
quantity of ground in its vicinity is being laid out for 
building purposes. 

The Police work has very much increased in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Victoria Docks, and it has been found 
necessary to divide the West Ham Sub-division and to 
remove one of the Inspectors to Plaistow Station,

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_ There has been a decrease in the felonies and burglaries. 
1,876 felonies have been committed, 16 of them burglaries. 
Value of property stolen 6,141/., value recovered 9661. 
In 638 cases no loss occurred, and 645 were not under 
control of Police. 1,224 persons were apprehended ; 306 
committed for trial, of whom 238 were convicted, and 433 
were convicted by Magistrates. 

1,100 doors and windows were found open by the Police 
on night duty, the closing of which no doubt prevented 
some felonies. 

7,859 persons were charged with various offences ; 3,355 
with drunkenness, 2,574 were discharged by Magistrates, 
in most cases on account of it being the first offence of 
drunkenness or the non-attendance of prosecutors. 1 man, 
a license-holder, was charged with highway robbery with 
violence, and was sentenced to 10 year’s penal servitude. 
Hassum Ali, a man of colour, was charged with the wilful 
murder of Alee Cassum, another man of colour, by stabbing 
him in the head near the Victoria Docks, he was found 
guilty of manslaughter and sentenced to penal servitude 
for life. ' 

Horatio Walters, captain of ‘the ship “ Emily Augusta,” 
was charged with the wilful murder of three Lascar seamen 
while on the voyage from Akyab to London, the Treasury 
prosecuted, and he was sentenced to 15 years penal servi- 
tude. The evidence showed that the captain had used 
great cruelty to his crew, beating them with belaying pins 
and capstan bars whenever he came on deck. Of a crew 
of 32 Lascars, 9 died on the voyage, and 1 after arriving 

‘home, 6 through violence, and 3 fell overboard through 
weakness. Of the survivors 6 had broken noses, 3 broken 
ribs, and several others severe bruises, and all of them 
much emaciated. 

436 persons were charged with assaults on Police; 
“22 were discharged and 414 convicted. Through injuries 
“received one P.C. was on the sick list 8 days, one 17 days, 

one 66 days, one returned unfit for further service and 
has been pensioned, and one who was violently assaulted 
in August is still on the sick list. = 

The Police attended 588 inquests. There were 11 cases 
of infants found dead, and in 2 verdicts of wilful murder 
against some person unknown were returned. A brick- 
layer named. John Blair, murdered his wife and four 
children at Bow by cutting their throats, and he then 
committed suicide by cutting his own, the evidence showed 
that he was in an unsound state of mind, brought on by 
excessive drinking, and a verdict accordingly was returned. 

5 men were suffocated with foul air ina shaft at the 
East London Railway Works when returning to their work 
after dinner. The Jury considered blame attached to some 
one for not lowering a lighted candle into the shaft before 
the men descended. 

106 fires occurred, and 1,509 Police of all ranks attended 
them. 1 man and 1 woman were burned to death, and 
in one case property of the value of 50,0007. was destroyed. 

The Police executed 349 warrants and served 6,067 
summonses; 6 of the warrants and 13 of the summonses 
beyond the Metropolitan Police District. 

The Police conveyed 176 persons to hospitals, and 228 
to workhouses, suffering from injuries, illness, and desti- 
tution. 7 

1,512 stray dogs were taken possession of by the Police, 
and 1,406 jof| them were,conyeyed to the Home for, Lost 
Dogs at Battersea. : 
. The four, P.Cs. who ‘have, been: specially’ employed to 
prevent suicides at the swing bridges of the London Docks 
since 1870, have, during the past year, prevented 11 
persons from jumping into the water; all were charged 
and remanded for a week, and where drunkenness was 
the cause, they were punished for, that. offence.,, One 
woman who was quarrelling with her son-in-law, in her 
rage attempted to throw her) grandson, age 18 months, 
into the water, but was prevented by the Constable. . She 
was committed for trial, but the Grand Jury ignored the 
bill. : 


The general election of Members of Parliament took | 


place in February under the Ballot Act of 1872, and 
although the seats were strongly contested, yet excellent 
order was kept during the whole time ; the voters were not 
obstructed, and there were no assemblages of the lower 
classes who had no votes. . Unlike the election for the 
Tower Hamlets in 1868. under the old system of voting, 
when great numbers assembled on Stepney Green and 
appeared ready to riot, but were deterred only by the 
presence of nearly 400 Mounted and Foot Police. 

The operation of the Licensing Act, 1874, has made 
very little difference in the closing of public-houses and 
beer-houses within the Metropolitan District, as only a 
few in this Division are now kept open after 12 night. 
Beyond the District, especially at West Ham, the landlords 
are dissatisfied ; they consider that they form part of the 


ought to be the same as within the District. 


Metropolis, and that the hours of opening and closing 
A number of 
them who formerly opened at 5 a.m. no doubt suffer loss 
by having to keep closed till 6a.m. The Commissioner 
has granted orders of exemption to 7 ‘persons to open at 
5 a.m. for the benefit of workmen. 

Section 11 compelling refreshment houses to close at 
night at the same time as public-houses, has had a good 
effect, and several that were not licensed, have, by the 
action taken by the Excise authorities, been licensed and 
brought under this section and under control of Police. 

26 publicans and 30 beer-house keepers have been 
summoned durjng the year, 14 of the former and 19 of the 
latter were convicted. 

The Police with warrants from Magistrates entered 
4 unlicensed houses and seized quantities of beer and 
spirits at each, the liquor was forfeited, and 2 of the persons 
keeping the houses and 6 of the persons found therein were 
summoned and fined, and 1 woman was sentenced to a 
month hard labour without the option of a fine. 

The landing of gunpowder at Blackwall Stairs is very 
dangerous; the stairs are used by passengers crossing the 
river, and numbers of men employed on the water stand 
about smoking while the powder is being loaded... The 
vans stand in a very narrow street close to a public-house 
and other dwellings, and were an explosion to take place 
great loss of life and damage might occur. A suitable 
place for the landing of the powder ought to be appointed, 
where the public would have no access to it. 

3 P.Cs. were commended, and 2 of them rewarded by 
Judges. 1 P.C. was awarded 51. by the Chief Magistrate, 
Sir Thomas Henry, 1 Inspector, 9 P.Ss., and 58 P.Cs., 
were rewarded hy the Commissioner, and 1 P.C. was 
specially advanced in class, for tact and energy displayed, 
and 2 P.Ss. and:7 P.Cs. were promoted ; but, on the other 
hand, I regret to have to add, that 2 Inspectors and 1 P.S. 
were reduced, 12 P.Cs. compelled-to resign, and 22 P.Ca. 
dismissed ; 4 of the latter were charged before Magistrates, 
1 for assisting a woman in making a false representation 
to obtain the wages of a deceased seaman, he was sentenced 
to 4 months imprisonment, the other 3 were charged by 
order of the Commissioner, 2 for being drunk on duty, and 
1 for refusing to appear to answer a report of drunkenness, 
the sentences were 40s. or 14 days, 20s. or 7 days, and 10s, 
or 7 days.

I sxe to submit my annual report for the year 1874. 

The Police have, with two exceptions, conducted them- 
selves very creditably, and performed their duties in a 
satisfactory manner. 

Two Constables were charged before Magistrates by 
order of Commissioner, one for unlawfully withdrawing 
himself from his duty, for which he was fined 10 pounds, 
or the alternative of one month’s imprisonment, the other 
for being drunk on duty was fined 50 shillings or 21 days 
imprisonment, a 

All ranks have performed their duty zealously and well. 

53 Officers of this Division have been rewarded by 
Commissioner, 5 rewarded and commended by Judges and 
Magistrates for extraordinary zeal and intelligence. for 
various cases in which they have been engaged. ‘ 

No larceny of a serious nature occurred in this Division, 
and the details of the felony return will bear fayourable 
comparison to last year. I find a decrease in the number, 
also.in the amount stolen; there having occurred 425 
felonies of all kinds, as compared to 512 in 1873; the value 
stolen being 2,280/., as compared to 2,780/. in 1873.. 4511. 
was the!value of property recovered. 219 of these felonies 
were not under control of Police, and 168 in which no loss 
ultimately occurred, the property being recovered. 

2,407 persons haye been charged at.the Stations of this 
Division and taken before Magistrates, in addition to which 
661 persons were apprehended but discharged by .the 


Officers on duty, in consequence of the charges against 


them being withdrawn, or because the facts elicited were 


insufficient to justify their being sent before a Magistrate. 

At 5.45 p.m. 28th March a murder, of a very distressing 
kind, was committed by a married woman named Dowling, 
who, whilst labouring under some: delusion, cut her child’s 
throat. She was tried at the Central Criminal Court and 
acquited on the grounds of insanity, but ordered to be 
detained during Her Majesty’s pleasure. She died shortly 
afterwards in a lunatic asylum. i. anges 

On the 28th September No. 10, Oakley Street, Lambeth, 
occupied by a barber named Royle, was discovered by a 
Police Sergeant to be on fire. Three persons, two women 
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and aman, age 75, were rescued with difficulty from the 
upper part of the house. After the fire was extinguished 
a search was made, and it was found that there had been 
several distinct fires. A gas pipe had been cut in the old 
man’s bed room, evidently for the purpose of causing an 
explosion. Royle’s account of the fire not being satisfactory 
he was taken into custody and searched, and in his trousers 
pocket was found the old man’s (his uncle’s) will and two 
policies of assurance on the old man’s life. ‘The will was 
drawn by the prisoner, and was entirely in his favour. 
The assurance had been effected by the prisoner without 
the old man’s knowledge. ‘The prisoner was also insured 
for 2001, After enquiries the case was fully established 
against the prisoner, who was committed to Newgate for 
trial, pleaded guilty, and was sentenced to penal servitude 
for life. © > 

283 persons were summoned by Police for various 
offences, nearly all of whom were convicted. 

195 persons were reported for causing smoke nuisance, 
40 were summoned and convicted in penalties varying from 
21. to 1s., 155 were cautioned by direction of Commissioner, 
after which the nuisance abated. 

In March the Thames rose to a greater height than has 
been known ‘since’ the year 1818. The whole of the 
neighbourhood along the river side was laid under water, 
and an immense amount of property in the wharves and 
storehouses was destroyed. Hundreds of houses were 
flooded, and the poor families living in the lower rooms 
had their bedding and furniture completely destroyed by 
the water and slime. The distress which the disaster 
caused among the poor inhabitants was, of course, very 
great. A public meeting was held, at which it was arranged 
to appoint district relief committees, who invited. sub- 
scriptions for the sufferers, and I believe a large sum of 
money was collected and distributed. 

No fire of great magnitude occurred during the year, 
and there was no loss of life. 

The educational classes in this Division are being carried on 
in a very satisfactory manner, and many of the men appear 
to estimate the good to be derived from regular attendance. 

The recreation rooms are of great service in. keeping 
the men at home when off duty. I believe the men fully 
appreciate all that has been done for them in the way of 
amusement. 

Traffic continues to increase. 5 persons were accidentally 
killed, and 177 injured by vehicles during the year. . Reck- 
less driving is.checked as much as possible, but pedestrians 
run more risk than is necessary, and they are often quite 
as much to blame as the drivers. 

Collisions. and accidents. by tramway cars have very 
frequently occurred,\but in June last.the Metropolitan 
Board. of Works;.made byelaws. for the regulation of the 
tramway traffic, and this danger has greatly decreased. 
An extension of the South Metropolitan tramway system 
in Kennington Park. Road was opened on the 28th De- 
cember, and it is well patronised by the public. 

The Licensing Act, 1874, has worked well, particularly 
with respect to the hours of opening and closing. Good 
order exists in the Jicensed houses generally, and the 
landlords appear desirous. to conduct their business without 
giving grounds: for complaint. 

On the 10th August a, new station was opened at 
Kennington. Road, affording excellent accommodation for 
50 single men, as well as commodious quarters. for two 
married men. This has replaced the old Station in Tower 
Street and the Section-houses in Hertford Place and Ken- 
nington Park Road, which were not at all adapted for Police 
purposes. 

658 persons were reported to the Police as missing. Of 
these 481 were found and restored to their friends by 
Police, 168 were found by their friends or returned home, 
5 committed suicide, and 4 adults are still missing. 

2,512 dogs were seized by Police, 250 of which were 
restored to the owners, and the remainder sent to the 
“Dogs Home” at Battersea.

I Bec to submit my annual report for 1874. 
During the year 3 P.Cs. were summoned before Magis- 
trates, 2 for assaulting persons while on duty. In one 
_ of these two cases tlie summons was dismissed, in the 
other the P.C. was ordered to pay 2s. costs, and to appear 
if called upon to receive judgment. In the third case a 
P.C: was sentenced to two months imprisonment with 
hard labour, without the option of a fine, for assaulting a 
man at Forest Hill (P Division) when off duty and in 
plain clothes. 2 P.Cs. were also charged before a Magis- 


trate, by order of Commissioner, for being drunk on duty, 
and one was fined 40s., or one month’s imprisonment in 
default of payment, the other was fined 5/., or six weeks 
in default. Of these 5 P.Cs, 2 had been in the Service 
three years and upwards, one two and a half years, and the 
other two but a short time, viz., eight months and 12 
months. The number of P.Cs. reported for drunkenness 
during the Christmas holidays was in excess of the previous 
year, but this was attributable to the very severe weather. 
With the exception of the above-mentioned facts, the 
conduct of the men has been good. 

The number of persons charged with offences was 3,742. 
Of this number 1,374 were charged with | drunkenness, 
being, 404 less than in the year 1873. 534 persons were 
apprehended against whom charges were not taken, from 
various causes, after investigation by the Officers on duty 
at the Stations. 608 persons were summoned by Police, 
of which number 513 were convicted. 7 P.Cs. were 
commended and awarded by Judges; 3 P.Cs. were also 
awarded sums of money from the Bow Street Police 
Court Reward Fund, and | Inspector, 5 P.Ss., and 23 
P.Cs. were rewarded by Commissioner. 

Of crimes involving the sacriflce of human life there 
were two. In the first case Frederick Clay was charged 
with being drunk and recklessly driving a horse and van, 
thereby causing the death of an old man named Daniel 
Dorman. Clay was tried at the Central Criminal Court 
12th June, convicted of manslaughter, and sentenced to 
three months imprisonment. The second case was that 
of James Hayes, leather dyer, of 15, Pages Walk, who was 
charged with the wilful murder of his infant daughter on 
11th December. It appeared from the evidence that Hayes 
had previously borne the character of an affectionate 
husband and father, but after a short illness his: mind 
became affected, and on the day in question he suddenly 
took the child, which was in bed. with: him, by the féet, 
and, after striking its head against the bed-post, threw it 
over the foot of the bedstead on to the floor, and it died 
from the injuries inflicted. Hayes was tried at the Central 
Criminal Court for wilful murder, and) acquitted on the 
ground of insanity, but was-ordered to be detained during 
Her Majesty’s pleasure. 

Of other crimes there are none that call for particular 
notice. But it may be mentioned that a dangerous gang 
of expert thieves infested the Division, and, with more or 
less success, forcibly entered several warehouses by night, 
breaking open iron safes in several instances. Every en- 
deavour was used to discover these offenders, who for a 
long time baffled the efforts of Police; but the three 
principal members of this gang (two men and a woman) 
have been apprehended, and are now awaiting their trial 
at the Surrey Sessions. 

47 fires occurred, and the average number of Police in 
attendance at each fire was 27. Four of these fires were 
of a very serious nature, involving the destruction of large 
business premises and much valuable stock, but fortunately 
no loss of human life occurred. In one ‘case a P.C. was 
rewarded by Commissioner for his exertions in rescuing 
the inmates of a burning house. 

240 certificates (118 for day and 122 for night attendance) 
were issued for medical aid rendered to persons whilst 
suffering from accidents, sudden illness, and insensibility 
from. drunkenness or otherwise. 

1,058 dogs were seized, of which number 1,003 were sent 
to the “Dogs Home’ and 55 restored to owners. On 
29th April a dog in a rabid state caused the most intense 
excitement in the neighbourhood of Newington Causeway. 
P.C. 318, Wells, at once hired a cab, followed and succeeded 
in killing the animal, but not until it had bitten at least 
five children in its mad career; Of these one named 
Amelia Andrews was admitted into Guy’s Hospital, and, 
after a short course of treatment, was discharged apparently 
cured. Some months afterwards dangerous symptoms 
re-appeared, and the child was, on the 14th September, 
again received into the hospital, where she expired two 
days after her admission. An inquest was held, and a 
verdict of “Death from hydrophobia” returned. En- 
quiry has been made. respecting the four other children 
known to have been bitten, and it is found that one of 
them, named Annie Shaw, who was bitten in the face, still 
feels the effects of the wound, the scar of which in Novem- 
ber became slightly inflamed, and the child was so ill that 
it was necessary to place her under the care of a doctor. 
No ill effects have been felt by any of the others.

The strength of the Division on the 3lst December 1874, 
was 1 Superintendent, 12 Inspectors, 56 Sergeants, and 602 
Constables. Total of allranks 671. During the year the 

_ Division was augmented 2 Constables. , 

There are 15 stations, (5 town, 8 country, and 2 War 
Department), in which no alteration took place during the 

ear. 
7 2 Constables were charged before Magistrates, by order 
of Commissioner, 1 for absenting himself from duty, fined 
Q]., or 14 days; 1 for being drunk on duty, sentenced to 
7 days hard labour without the option of a fine. 

18 Constables were dismissed for misconduct, 5 of 
whom were second class, the remaining 13 third class; 1 
Sergeant was reduced. 

54 men were punished for drunkenness, and 3 for being 
under the influence of drink. 

4 Constables were rewarded or commended by Judges, 
and 1 Sergeant and 12 Constables rewarded by the Com- 
missioner. 

4,561 persons were apprehended for various offences, of 
which 601 were treated as refused charges, in. consequence 
of the evidence not being sufficient to substantiate the 
case, or prosecutors declining to attend. Of the remainder 
2,819 were convicted, 936 discharged, and 205 committed 
for trial by the Magistrates. Of those committed for trial 
164 were ‘convicted and 41 acquitted. 

428 summonses were applied for by Police; in 305 cases 
convictions followed, 67 cases were dismissed, 21 were 
withdrawn, and in 35 cases either the summonses could 

not be served or the defendants failed to appear. 

70. fires occurred, at which 1,500 Police attended, and 
were occupied upon an averaze about 2 hours at each fire. 

No persons lost their lives by violence except in cases of 
suicide and infanticide. 

The total number of felonies was 2,175; the total value 
of property stolen was 8,390/., recovered, 1,216/. 
‘The principal felonies consisted as under :—-

Of the above felonies, 627 were not under the control of 
Police (viz.: embezzlement, fraud, larcenies by lodgers, 
servants, false messages, from drunken persons, and by 
prostitutes); and as these alone show a loss of 3,910/., the 
actual loss where under control of Police was 4,480/. 

During the time the Police Courts were closed 969 
persons were liberated on bail by the Officers on duty at the 
various Stations. 

1,134 persons were reported to the Police as missing ; of 
these 603 were found and restored to their friends by the 
Police, 521 were found by their friends or returned’ home, 
2 committed suicide, and 8 (adults) still missing. 

The number of articles carelessly left by passengers in 
public carriages, and found by drivers or conductors, and 
deposited by them at the various Police Stations, was 786. 

Enquiries have been made into the character of 375 
persons, who have applied for pedlars certificates. 

Medical aid was called to 840 persons as follows :— 

253 suffering from accidental injuries. 

167 from illness in the streets. 

61 sudden deaths and cases of suicide and attempted 

suicide. 

97 cases of assault. 

80 insensible when at or brought to the Police Stations. 

75 taken ill in police cells; and 

107 not included in above. 

470 animals, including horses, cattle, sheep, goats, and 
pigs, were found and restored to owners, 

799 dogs were seized, 54 of which were restored to the 
owners, the remainder sent to the Dogs Home, Battersea.

The educational classes have been attended very scantily, 
this I attribute to the fact, that the compulsory payment 
(although small) to these classes removes that freedom 
which (prior to the introduction of the said system) was in 
vogue. : 

One case of violent assault on Police by soldiers occurred 
on 7th November, but owing to the prompt action taken 
by the guard on duty at the Camp, Woolwich, the assail- 
ants (6 in number) were apprehended, tried, and convicted 
at Central Criminal Court. The Commissioner was 
pleased to appreciate the assistance rendered by a bombar- 
dier of Royal Artillery on guard on this occasion by 
granting him a pecuniary reward. Further than this the 
year has passed away in an unusually quiet manner, so 
much ‘so that I am unable to quote anything worthy of 
special notice. 

In conclusion I would state that the introduction of a ; 
limited service for pension would be esteemed as the i 
greatest boon ever conferred upon the Service; of course I . 
must add that the last alteration tended to remove that 
amount of dissatisfaction which was known to exist, but I 
am certain that should a limited’ service be introduced as 
mentioned, nothing would then be wanting to render the 
force the most efficient Service in existence.

I sxe to submit the annual report and the state of this. | 
Division for the year 1874. 

The strength of Division on 3lst December 1874 was 
495, consisting ef 1 Superintendent, 9 Inspectors, 47 Ser- 


. geants, and 438 Constables, and the area the same as last 


year, viz., 84°69 square miles. 

The more serious class of offences committed during the 
year were as follows : burglary 7, less by 3 than last year; 
breaking into dwelling-houses 13, an increase of 2 over 
former year ; embezzlement 10, an increase of 7; fraud 18, 
a decrease of 9; horse stealing 2 (in 1 of these cases 3 
men were apprehended and sentenced to 5 years penal - 
servitude), a decrease of 3; sheep stealing none. I may 
here state that the latter offence was rather prevalent until 
the apprehensions were effected as detailed in my report 
of 1872. There have been 1,912 persons taken into cus- 
tody for various offences and charged at the different. 
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Stations in the Division, 1,403 convicted and 509 dis- 
charged. 

There have been 478 summonses applied for at the in- 
stance of the Police at the various Courts and Petty Sessions 
and 1,437 by private individuals, but served by the Police. 
I may remark that at the Courts where the latter are issued 
from, there are no appointed officers as in the Police Court 
Districts, and as the work is increasing I would respectfully 
submit that an augmentation to each Petty Sessional Dis- 
trict should be made. ; 

There have been 43 fires in the Division during the year, 
necessitating the attendance of about 500 men at an 
average of 5 hours each fire. There was 1 rather serious 
at Barnet, where 4 houses were burnt, and 9 others partly 
so, but no lives lost, 

There have been 80 Pedlars certificates issued, 79 
indorsements, for which the sum of 21/. 19s. 6d. has 
been paid into Commissioner’s Office. 

, 310 dogs were seized during the year, and an expense of 
over 13/. incurred in conveying them to the Home. This 
number is no doubt far under other Divisions, as the greater 
part of S included in the Metropolis is taken up by the 
Regent’s Park, Primrose Hill, &c. 

Notwithstanding the frequent warnings and _ notices 
issued by the Police persons still leave their doors and 
windows open and in an insecure state. Last year I re- 
ae 962, in this I have to show 1,205, an increase of 
' The short time that has elapsed since the passing of the 
last Licensing Act does not enable me to’ form an opinion 
of its ultimate success, but from some cause the cases of 
drunkenness taken for a period of 4 months, viz., from 
October 1874 to the end of January 1875 were in excess 
of the number in the corresponding period of 1873-4, 
although the time has been extended half an hour and I 
may add that I have been frequently informed by licensed 
victuallers that they preferred closing their houses at 12 


o’clock. I would here mention that the closing of the “ice . 


shops ”’ at the same hour as public-houses is an improve- 
ment, but the law still leaves the hour for the opening a 
question which does not appear to have been considered, 
consequently the proprietors open their shops as usual on 
Sundays when public-houses are closed. 

There were 284 cases for which medical certificates were 
issued. 

9 persons committed suicide and 15 attempted. ‘There 
were 39 dead bodies found, children and adults. 

There have been 157 accidents and 7 out of this num- 
ber killed, the most notable»was the explosion on the 
Regent’s Canal, 2nd October 1874, whereby 3 persons lost 
their lives and others seriously injured. This occurrence 
caused very great excitement throughout London, and a 
vast crowd visited the neighbourhood. daily, necessitating 
the employment of a great number of Police, and I am 
pleased to say that not a single complaint was made of 
their conduct, but on the other hand a public meeting was 
convened and the Police thanked for the protection and 
assistance given to the sufferers and others.. The Com- 
missioner also received communications from Major Ma- 
jendie, the Government Inspector, thanking the Police for 
the assistance rendered to him by the Chief Inspector, who 
was then in charge of the Division, and the Police during 
the enquiry before the Coroner. Another notable accident 
occurred on the Midland Railway and close to the confines 
of the Metropolitan Police District, when one gentleman 
lost his life and others injured. The Police rendered good 
assistance and were thanked by the Coroner and Jury. 

The appointment of the special point duty continues to 
give entire satisfaction, and | hope the Commissioner will 
soon have an opportunity of increasing them, as with a 
few more I am quite sure-that the complaint of “not 
seeing a policeman’ would be a thing of the past. 

Tam pleased to say that the conduct of the Police of 
this Division has during the past year maintained a good 
position with the inhabitants and comparatively few have 
appeared before Commissioner for serious infringements of 
the regulations of the Service. and I acknowledge grate- 
fully the assistance I have received from the Inspectors in 
carrying on the work of the Division.

I Bue to report that during the past year nothing has 
occurred to call for special comment or excite any interest. 
The conduct of the Police of this Division has been 
fairly up to the average of former years, and the duties 
have been performed in a satisfactory manner, 19 men 


only misconducied themselves in so grave a manner as to 
call for their dismissal from the Service. 

The resignations from all causes during the year amount 
to 31, against 26 inl1873, the increase being caused prin- 
cipally by a larger number of Police of long service haying 
become physically unfit to perform duty. 

50 Police Officers and 11 private persons received rewards 
from the Commissioner during the year. The rewards to 
the Police being awarded for meritorious conduct in the 
apprehension of offenders, &c., and the amounts to private 
persons for assistance rendered by them to Police. 1 Con- 
stable also received a reward of 5/. from the “ Bow Street 
Reward Fund” for bravery displayed by him in rescuing 
several persons from a burning house. 

The Divisional Detectives have performed their duties 
in a very satisfactory manner, and they have in many cases 
shown a considerable amount of tact and ability in tracing 
and apprehending felons, whilst it is pleasing to note that 
not a single complaint has been made against any of them, 
either by their superior officers or by the public during 
the year. 

A new station has been erected at Kensington which is 
a most commodious building, well adapted to the require- 
ments of the neighbourhood, and containing every con- 
venience for the public business, and the Police resident 
therein; the old Station has been converted into quarters 
for married men. 

Charges are now authorised to be taken at Harlington, 
which will be of great convenience to persons residing in 
that locality. 

The 17 Stations in this Division have been constantly 
visited by me, and the whole have been kept in a very cre- 
ditable condition by the Officers in charge. ‘The stables 
have, as a rule, been clean, and the horses treated with 
due care. 

Some of the cells in the larger Stations have been lighted 
with gas during the year. This is a very great improve- 
ment, as it enables Police to have better supervision over 
prisoners confined in them, and removes a frequent cause 
of complaint by prisoners that they had been kept in the 
dark, to which was frequently added an assertion of want 
of ventilation. 

The recreation rooms continue to be very popular 
amongst the men, are very much used, and are, I believe, 
a great benefit to the Service in finding amusement during 
leisure hours, especially to Police resident in the Stations 
where they are established. 

The attendance at the educational classes has been equal 
to the average of former years, but Police do not avail 
themselves of the provision made for their educational 
improvement to any satisfactory extent, and in my opinion 
there will always be great difficulty in obtaining attendance. 
Many of the Police, however, who appear to appreciate the 
benefits to be derived are regular attendants at the classes, 
others give a fitful attendance, whilst the great bulk of the 
men, hold aloof from them altogether; the principal por- 
tion of the latter being Police of long service, who are 
married, and whose homes and families claim their leisure. 

The Reserve of this Division has during the past year 
performed special duties in town on the occasions of Her 
Majesty’s drawing rooms and leveés, and during the visit 
of H.1.M. the Emperor of Russia, also at garden parties 
given by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales at Chiswick House, 
&c., and the duties have been performed in a satisfactory 
manner. 

The licensed houses on this Diviston have been con- 
ducted in a manner which has given Police very little cause 
for complaint, and but a very few of the keepers of these 
houses have been summoned and convicted for offences 
during the year. The additional “half hour” allowed at 
night by the Licensing Act of 1874 makes but very little 
difference in the appearance of the roads at night in that 
part of the Metropolis situate on this Division. The 
placing of refreshment houses under the same restrictions 
as licensed houses, as to hours of closing, will and does 
tend to promote public order. 

The Orphanage continues to receive warm support at 
the, hands of Police of all ranks, and every man takes a, 
pride in and does his best to maintain this most excellent 
Institution. 

During the past year 325 persons were reported as mis- 
sing to the Police of this Division, but 199 of this num- 
ber were straying children, the whole of whom were found 
either by their own friends or Police ; of the adults missing 
28 were found by Police, 89 returned to their homes, or 
were found by their friends. 2 had committed suicide 
and 7 had not been found at the end of the year. The 
numerous enquiries made, telegrams, &c. sent by Police, 
and endeavours to find these missing persons, throw a deal 
of work upon Police, 
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During the year’4,229 soldiers have been billetted: upon 
various keepers of ‘licensed’ houses in ‘this Division. A: 
large proportion of the men. billetted belonged to militia 
regiments, which are assembled for training at’ Turnham 
Green and Hounslow annually, \ Some little disturbance 
was caused by the disorderly conduct of'a few of these 
men at Turnham Green on one occasion. But upon the 
whole they conducted themselves well. 


87 deserters from the regular army were also apprehended 


by Police during the same period. 

During the past year 1,072 felonies of all classes, in 
which property to the value of 4,561/. was stolen, have 
occurred in this: Division, but in 279 of these cases no loss 
ultimately occurred. . 505 persons were apprehended by 
Police for committing or being concerned ‘in the committal 
of these felonies. 249 of ‘whom were convicted by the 
Magistrates, and 72 were found guilty upon trial by jury. 
The remainder (184) being discharged or acquitted. 

Of the above number of felonies 398 were cases of those 
classes ‘which are not under control of Police, and ‘with 
respect to the total amount of loss by these depredations, 
TI have to report that property to the value of 8497. was 
subsequently recovered, which sum of course has to be 
deducted from the total loss. 

Upon comparison’ with the’ year 1873, when 1,231 
felonies were committed, the return is satisfactory, as it 
shows a decrease in the number of these crimes, although 
the population and number of houses has increased. ‘The 
value‘ of property stolen in 1874 is, however, 2991. in excess 
of 1873, and this increase in the value is principally shown 
in that class of larceny committed by “ doors being left 
open,” although the number of cases of larceny of this 
class is 45 less than’ last year the value of property stolen 
by this means is much greater. 


The more serious classes of offences have decreased in: 


1874, when 11 cases of burglary occurred, against 14 in 
the previous year. The cases of housebreaking, however, 
are/in excess by 1 case of those shown last year, the num- 
bers being in 1873, 19, and in 1874, 20. fi 

Only 27 cases of sheep stealing occurred during the 
year, and in 1 of these cases a person was ‘apprehended 
who was, however, acquitted by the Jury at his trial. No 
case of horse or cattle stealing occurred during the year. 

The numbers of larcenies on the River Thames beyond 
the limits of the'Thames Police’ has increased from 3 in 
1873'to 15 in 1874. 

The system of patrolling the suburbs of London by 
experienced Detectives is, I am convinced, of great ser- 
vice in preventing larcenies from dwelling-houses, &c., and 
is avery efficient protection against: offences against the 
person and property.

In submitting to Commissioner the annual report of the 
working of this Division I am glad to be able to state that, 
with very few exceptions, the ‘conduct of the Officers and 
men has been all that could be desired. The zeal and 
assiduity with which: they have‘one and all performed the 
onerous and difficult duties imposed upon them are very 
creditable to themselves, and I am sure it cannot be other- 
wise than satisfactory to the public. 

1,889 persons were charged before Magistrates, and dis- 
posed of as follows :— ;

Total apprehensions - 2,047 


281 warrants were executed during the past year. 


336 summonses were taken out by Police during the . 


year. 298 of the persons summoned were convicted, 32 
were dismissed, and 6 were withdrawn. 3,222 were applied 
for by private persons, 

790 felonies, value 2,371/., were committed. Of these, 
however, 227, value 663/., were not under control of Police, 
and in 58 of those cases under control of Police property 
value 1587. was recovered, and the thieves apprehended 
and convicted. The only case requiring special mention is 
the apprehension of a desperate burglar by a P.C. under the 
following circumstances, viz.: at 1.20 a.m. 27th April 1874 
he was on duty on Kingston Hill when he saw Offord 
crossing a small field towards a stile leading into Richmond 


Park. ‘On seeing the Constable he dropped a bundle which 
he was carrying and ran away, and on being pursued he 
fired three shots from a revolver. One of the balls passed 
through the P.C.’s cape, and one through his helmet, 
slightly grazing the upper part of his cheek, the third ball 
did) not. take | effect. The Constable then seized the 
ruffian, and a desperate struggle ensued ; his head bemg 
beaten with the revolver, causing severe wounds, but he (the 
Constable) nevertheless retained his hold of him for about 
20 minutes, until 2 other P.Cs. arrived.. When the 


‘prisoner was secured the bundle he dropped was examined 


and found to contain valuable property, the proceeds of a 
burglary which he had committed close by.. He was tried 
for the burglary and also for attempting to murder the 
Constable, and was sentenced to 20 years’ penal servitude: 
The P.C., who received such injuries as incapacitated him 
for duty for upwards of three months, was highly com- 
mended for his indomitable courage and perseverance, and 
awarded the sum of 201. by the Judge. He also received 
102. from the Bow Street Reward Fund and 5/. from Com- 
missioner, who was pleased to promote. him, then and 
there, to the rank of Sergeant, exempting him from the 
usual educational test, &c. In addition to the above, 
neatly 2501. was subscribed by the inhabitants of Kingston 
and neighbourhood and invested in Indian bonds for the 
benefit of himself and family. He was also recently pre- 
sented (by permission of Commissioner) with a silver watch 
by a few friends and admirers. 

251 persons were reported to Police as lost or missing 
during the year, and were all found by Police and others 
and restored to their friends’ except 13, of whom 8 com- 
mitted suicide, Of the remaining 5 no information has 
yet. been obtained. ; 

1,272 doors and windows were found open by Police 
during the year. In each case the premises were examined 
by oceupier and Police and found correct or otherwise, 
There is still great negligence on the part of the people in 


.this ‘respect. In several cases of larceny, and in at least 


one case of burglary, it was clearly shown that the thieves 
had gained access to the premises by means of doors and 
windows being left unfastened.. I would most. strongly 
recommend a further distribution of the printed notices 
issued by Commissioner, calling attention to this very 
important matter. ; 

19 old offenders, amongst whom were several license- 
holders, were arrested by Police of this Division for various 
offences and sentenced to terms: of penal servitude varying 
from 5 to 20 years each. , 

11 license-holders and 2 persons under Police supervision 
are at present residing on the’ Division, and reporting 
themselves monthly to Police. 

During the year 44 Police were assaulted, one so 
seriously that he was incapacitated for duty for several 
months. 43 persons were apprehended for: these assaults 
41 of whom were ‘convicted and 2 discharged. 

The Divisional Detectives (1 P.S. and 5 P.Cs.) are very 
useful, and I would strongly recommend an augmentation 
of their numbers. There should be at least one attached 
to every Station. 1 believe the presence ofa Detective 
Officer acts as a deterrent to thieves and evil doers, par- 
ticularly in suburban districts, as they cannot calculate 
upon his movements as they can upon those of the men in 
uniform. 

368 pedlars licenses were issued and 149 indorsed during 
the year; amount received on account of same 95/. 14s. 6d, 

639 stray dogs were seized by Police, 4 of which were 
destroyed being in a rabid state. 20 were given up 
to owners on production of their licenses, and the re- 
mainder were conveyed to the Home for Lost Dogs at 
Battersea. 

37 persons were reported for causing smoke nuisance ; 
4 were summoned and convicted; 33 were cautioned by 
direction . of Commissioner; after which the nuisance 
ceased. 


17 publicans and 7 beer-houses keepers were summoned 
and convicted for trading during prohibited hours. ‘The 
smallness of the number of complaints against these persons 
is, no doubt, mainly attributable to the Licensing Act, 
1872, which increases their responsibility in regard to the 
conduct of their houses. : 

The publicans and beer retailers in this Division do not 
avail themselves of the extra half hour granted by this Act 
except in a few instances in the vicinity of railway stations, 
and the general opinion amongst them is that 12 night is 
quite late enough to keep open. Clause 30 of this Act has 
given general satisfaction to the trade, and up to the 
present time no case has come to my knowledge in which 
this privilege has been abused. 

There are but 4 fixed points in this Division. More are 
urgently required, and I trust that a recommendation to 
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this effect, which. has already. been submitted to Commis- 
sioner, will meet with his favourable consideration. 

During the year two concerts, one at Kingston, and the 
other at Richmond, were given, by, permission of .Commis- 
sioner, in aid of the funds of the Police Orphanage, and 
the handsome sum of, 128/. 5s. 5d.. realized after all 
expenses were paid. Total subscription to this fund during 
the year from all sources, 3001. 17s. 6d.

I see to report that the conduct of the men has, with 
few exceptions, been satisfactory during the past year. 

1,842 persons were apprehended during the past year, 
68 of whom were committed for trial, 47 being convicted, 
and 21 acquitted ; the remainder were summarily disposed 
of by Magistrates, :1,290 being convicted and 484 dis- 
charged. ; 

313 summonses haye been applied for by Police, out of 
which number 274 were convicted, and 39 dismissed. The 
number applied for by private persons and served by Police 
was 592, which resulted in 367 being convicted and 225 
dismissed. 104 rate summonses were also served. 

344 pedilars licenses have been issued during the year. 

1,004 stray dogswere seized by Police, 137 being restored 
to owners, and 867 sent to the Home for Lost Dogs. 

The attendance at the educational classes is meagre, and 
T venture to urge the necessity of an order, being issued to 
compel all-men whose educational qualifications are of 
such low standard to attend until they attain something 
like a fair degree of proficiency.

X Division. 


Ir is with much pleasure that, in submitting this report, 
I can advert to the conduct of the Police of this Division 
during the year 1874. They have. been generally, well 
conducted and efficient.in the performance. of their duties, 
there being a decrease in the number. of Constables 
reported for offences compared with 1873, and there being 
several important detections of crime and apprehensions of 
offenders, and other valuable services to the public. 

At 140 am. llth September Margaret C, living 
in the house of a-furniture broker at High Street, Haling, 
gave an alarm of fire, and a P.C. who heard it, ran 
to the house, and. found. all the lower part, enveloped in 
smoke, and was told by the alarmist that the inmates could 
not get. out. The PiC. ‘ran to the Police Station, and 
obtained a ladder and the assistance of two other Con- 
stables, and the three succeeded in getting eight people 
out of the burning house, one of whom, the grandmother 
of the occupier, was very aged; another, the father of the 
occupier, had been paralized and bedridden for two years; 
and another was a boy of tender age. All were safely got 
out of the window before the arrival of the engines and 
firemen. The house was an old wooden structure, and was 
completely consumed, with the stock» in the shop and the 
furniture, and the adjoining houses were damaged by fire 
and water. 

There is no doubt that, had it not, been for the presence 
of mind and intrepidity of the P.C., some; if not all, of 
the inmates would have been burnt to death, especially the 
old people, who could.not move without assistance ; whereas 
by the strenuous» exertions. of the. Police the eight 
persons were saved, without hurt, froma building which 
inside was a body of fire before discovery. 

For their creditable conduct Commissioner rewarded the 
three Constables. 

On 27th November last a P.C. was on night. duty 
in the Avenue, Willesden Lane, and on visiting the back of 
Devonshire Lodge at 2 asm.he noticed that a ladder, which 
was lying against a wall on his :previous visit, had been 
removed, and was standing against a) first-floor window. 
The P.C., without hesitation, ascended the ladder and 
found the window partly open; and came to the conclusion 
that thieves were in the house. He noiselessly raised 
the window and entered, and saw a man hurrying towards 
the stairs. He pursued and: captured him just as he 
was in the act of making his escape by the front) door. 
The P.C. aroused the occupier, and requested. him to call 
another Constable, which he did, and search was made 
throughout the house to ascertain if any other thief were 
there, but no one was found, 


, The prisoner had already packed up for removal. 261. 
worth of property, and had some small articles about him. 
He was charged, and sentenced to nine months hard 
labour. 

The prosecuting counsel eulogized the conduct of the 

P.C. to the Judge, and the Commissioner was pleased to 
reward him, 
.,On. Christmas Day last a P.C. was on, night duty 
at .Pembridge Villas, Notting Hill, and at 1.15 a.m. 
he heard a_noise at the back of No.1, and immediately 
called the P.C. on the adjoining beat, and placed him in 
front of the house, while he himself went to the back and 
examined the premises, and found that a window in the 
coal cellar had been broken and the frame pushed in. He 
returned to the other P.C., and told him to call up the 
inmates, while he again went to the back and watched. 
No one attempted, to leave the house, and when the occu- 
pier was up he let the P.C. in, and both searched the 
premises. The Constable noticed some blood on the 
handle of the drawing-room door, and after a very minute 
examination of the room he discovered a man concealed 
behind the curtains having no hat, coat, nor boots on. 
Finding he was detected, he struck the P.C. a violent blow 
in the chest, and a struggle ensued, during which the P.C. 
received another blow, disfiguring his face. However, with 
assistance, he secured his prisoner, and conveyed him to 
the Station, where some property was found on him stolen 
from the house. The P.C. subsequently found that the 
prisoner had first attempted to effect an entry by cutting 
away the zinc’ work in the larder window, but failing that 
had got in by the coal cellar window. He was sentenced 
to six months hard labour, and the P.C. was rewarded by 
Commissioner for his conduct in the case. 

Other clever, apprehensions were) effected during the 
year, but the foregoing will suffice, I think, to show that 
the Police, especially those on night duty, have not de- 
teriorated. in the spirit which has hitherto characterised the 
performance of their duty, but have rather grown more 
zealous and active in their endeavours to faithfully carry 
out the work for which they were appointed, viz., the 
protection of life and property and the prevention and 
detection of crime. 

The Licensing Acts, as they now stand, appear to. be com- 
plicated and difficult to properly comprehend. Idid intend to 
advert to appeal cases and the granting of Excise occasional 
licenses, but as full directions have now been issued by the 
Commissioner on those points the difficulties are removed. 

But there is still another point which, I think, requires 
grappling with. I mean the private parties given by 
licensed victuallers and beer retailers after their houses are 
closed to the public. 

By section 30. of the 1874 Act they are not to be liable 
for serving liquors after closing hours to private friends 
entertained bona fide at their own expense; and here is the 
difficulty: how are the Police to know, when they see 
lights and hear talking or singing in the house after hours, 
that the persons inside are private friends?, The only method 
of ascertaining is to knock at the door, enter the house, and 
so put the landlord to much inconvenience and disturb his 
guests; but I do think, if only to avoid trouble and 
annoyance to himself, he should be compelled to give 
notice at the nearest Police Station of his intention to 
have such an entertainment. 

The bona fide traveller section has given satisfaction on 
one hand and dissatisfaction on the other. It is a satis- 
faction, equally to licensed persons aud the Police, that 
there is at last a definition of what a bona fide traveller 
really is, and many disputed cases 'at/Police Courts and 
elsewhere are thus avoided, 

The responsibility of cleansing footways under the Act 
2 & 3 Vict. cap. 47. sec. 60. clause 6. rests upon the 
occupiers and owners of houses to carry out, and upon the 
Police to. enforce obedience, to the law; and I believe: it 
would give general satisfaction were that responsibility 
removed. 

There are many people who feel vexed and annoyed 
whenever the Police interfere in any matter, and I believe 
that a great deal of unpleasantness would be avoided if 
the duty of cleansing the footways devolved on the vestries 
and local boards. Those bodies have now to keep) clean 
as well as mend the roadways, and, in my opinion, but 
little extra expense would be entailed if they did the same 
to the footways. ‘ 

The other Acts affecting the Police seem to work well, and 
no difficulty has been experienced in my Division in carrying 
them out; but I am afraid it is'an easy matter to infringe 
the law as laid down in the Pedlars Act. by pedlars using 
their certificates. for more than one year, and this would 
seem to be borne out by the fact that there are fewer 
applications for certificates now than when the Act first 
came, into operation. I would suggest that some dis 
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tinctive mark or colour representing the year should be 
used, by which Constables could see at a glance whether 
the certificate be a correct one or not. 

I am glad to state that the Police now appear much 
more satisfied, both with their duties and pay, than they 
have been of late years, and, as a rule, they perform their 
multifarious duties satisfactorily. 

When Constables have been in the Police four or five 
years they naturally look to their future as well as their 
present advantages, and they will scarcely admit the possi- 
bility of remaining over 28 years in the Service, and so 
retiring on a full pension. Therefore, if some other em- 
ployment presents itself, with a slight increase of wages, 
they are tempted to accept it, and so leave the Force just 
when getting thoroughly into Police work and becoming 
good and efficient Constables. 

If the scale were altered, and a full pension could be 
granted at 21, or even 24 years’ service, I am sure it would 
be considered as a great boon by all ranks, and prevent 
many men leaving, thus increasing the efficiency of the 
Force and, of course, the satisfaction of the public in 
proportion.

I see to submit a report on the state of the Division 
during the year 1874. i 

4,192 persons were apprehended and taken before the 
Magistrates. 

541 persons were taken to the Station and the charges 
refused. 


On 4th December 1874 an explosion of gas took place 


at New Southgate, whereby 2 houses were blown down, 
2 persons killed, and 9 persons injured. It arose from an 
escape of gas from the main (close to the houses) which 
filled the basement of 1 house, and on a person going in 
with a light the explosion occurred. 

773 dogs were seized by the Police and 674 were sent to 
the Home. 

1,247 doors and 823 windows of occupied houses were 
found open by the Police. 

The new Station at Holloway in Hornsey Road, near 
Seven Sisters Road, is finished and will be occupied in a 
short time. 

On the 3rd November 1873 the inhabitants of Hast 
Barnet applied for a new Station there, on account of the 
distance from Southgate Station (25 miles) being so great. 
East Barnet is a growing neighbourhood and a Sergeant’s 
Station is very necessary. The papers were referred to the 
Surveyor. 

A great coat would be very useful for mounted men when 
patrolling on foot in cold weather, as the cape is so heavy 
that it is cumbersome. A great coat would last 5 years. 

The general conduct of the men has been good. 

The Divisional Detectives have carried out their duties 
satisfactorily, and have been frequently rewarded by the 
Commissioner. :

Tames Division. 


I wave the honour to submit areport on the Police of 
this Division for the year 1874. of 

I have much pleasure in stating that from the entries in 
the books, compared with former returns, I find that the 
abstraction of goods from packages while on transit, and 
other depredations from waterside premises have greatly 
diminished, which may be attributed to the vigilance of 
the Police. ; 

The Officers selected for Divisional Detectives continue 
to give great satisfaction, they have apprehended 79 per- 
sons for various offences, 5 of whom were committed for 
trial and convicted, 74 were summarily dealt with by 
Magistrates. Of these 50 were convicted and 24 discharged 
for want of evidence, 

The officers of this Service while patrolling the river have 
been the means of rescuing 25 persons from drowning, and 
in preventing 6 persons from committing suicide; total 
number of lives saved by the Police 31. 

2 cases of meritorious conduct deserve mention. On 
the 25th July last a boy while bathing at the waterside 
near the Tunnel Pier accidentally got out of his depth and 
sunk, and a Thames P.C. happened to be on a barge close 
at hand and without waiting to divest himself of ‘any 


clothing, leaped into the'river, and succeeded in rescuing 
the boy from drowning. 

On the 15th August following an elderly man acci- 
dentally fell overboard from a ship lying in the West India 
Docks some distance from the shore, a Thames P.C. 
observing that the man could not swim, leaped into the 
dock, and with considerable exertion reached him just as 
he was sinking; other assistance being at hand, they were 
both landed. 

The Constables were subsequently liberally rewarded by 
the Commissioner for these gallant and praiseworthy acts. 

17 persons committed suicide in the '‘I'hames, 13 males, 
4 females, and 61 persons were accidentally drowned, 8 
while bathing, 12 by being capsized, and 41 by falling 
overboard ; total 78. : 

99 bodies have been picked up in the river, 85 males, 14 
females; of this number 82 were identified, and 17 buried 
as unknown. : 

13 fires have occurred at waterside premises, and 2 on 
board craft; total 15. In all cases the Police of this Ser- 
vice gave prompt information and assistance to the firemen 
on board the floating engines. fi 

Sheep stealing from the river banks at Plumstead and 
Dagenham Marshes; this class of offence appears to be 
entirely suppressed, for again I have to record that no 
information has come to the knowledge of the Police of 
sheep being slaughtered and stolen from the aboye-men- 
tioned places so loudly complained of 2 years ago. 

During the past year 207 tons of gunpowder were 
brought to Blackwall Stairs, and transferred from land to 
water carriage, the whole of the proceedings were in strict 
compliance with the regulations of the Gunpowder Act, 
and the Police had no legal power to interfere. 

The practice of changing the conveyance of gunpowder 
on transit has for many years, and is now, carried on to an 
alarming extent at the landing-place above named, which 
is a densely populated neighbourhood, where numbers of 
unemployed labourers and watermen resort, and it is no 
unusual thing for them to be seen standing about the spot 
smoking their pipes, and for vessels to be near with fires 
on deck, while such transfers of gunpowder are being made, 
so that although the law may be strictly obeyed, life and 
property must necessarily be endangered. 

Caretul observation was kept by the Police of this Divi- 
sion during the summer season on all steamers plying on 
the river between Kew and Gravesend, but no case of 
overcrowding came to the knowledge of the Police.

Wooutwicu Dockxyarp Division. @ 


In the following particulars respectfully submitted to 
Commissioner as my annual report for 1874, I have again 
the pleasure of stating that the conduct of the men has 
been uniformly good, and to my satisfaction. ‘The In- 
spectors have been most attentive and painstaking in their 
duties and deserve my special mention. The health of all 
ranks has been good, and only 1 death occurred, a Con- 
stable found dead in bed in the Dockyard, during the 
year. The attendance at the educational classes has been 
very good, at the Arsenal in particular; this continues to 
show on the part of the men a laudable desire to improve, 
and fit themselves for the higher grades of the Service. 
No promotions took place during the year, the one oppor- 
tunity given me of recommending a Constable for the 
rank of Sergeant being lost through the inability of the 
candidate to satisfy the Civil Service Commissioners, In 
the Arsenal, the head-quarters and largest detachment of 
the Division, the Police reported 134 cases of breaches 
of regulations by workpeople, the majority of them relating 
to “possession of tobacco pipes and lucifer matches,” 
“leaving fires in grates after office hours,” “doors and 
windows left unfastened,” “foremen, &c., late.’.) They 
also reported 50 occurrences of waste of water through 
defective taps, bursts in pipes, &c., and 48 cases of damage 
to buildings, lamps, &c. 6 small fires were discovered 
and extinguished, with trivial damage. The Police also 
attended 4 fires outside the walls, and also l'on board the 
steam transport ship “ Ethelred,” lying off the T’. pier, her 
coal bunkers having caught fire. They apprehended 18 
persons for unlawful possession of Government property, 
9-of whom were convicted and the remainder discharged. 
In addition to these 7, workmen were reported to and dealt 
with by heads of departments, for having Government 
articles of a trifling value about them when searched before 
passing the gates. Of the passes for property received by 
Police at the gates, 5,141 related to Government, 382 to 
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contractors, and 1,956 to private property. The visitors 
consisted of 16,674 British subjects and 274 foreigners. 

On the 20th May His Imperial Highness the Czar of 
Russia accompanied by the Prince of Wales, Dukes of 
Edinburgh and Cambridge, and a numerous suite visited 
the Arsenal by a special train, from which they alighted 
at a dais opposite the coiling mills, and commenced an 
inspection of the numerous factories, &c. 

The Royal party next proceeded to a grand review at 
Woolwich Common, and on their return to the Arsenal to 
take train were accompanied by the Princess of Wales, 
Duchess of Edinburgh, Princess Teck, &c. 

Through the liberality of the heads of departments the 
visitors numbered at least 10,000 persons, all of whom so 
well conformed to the regulations (Police and Depart- 
mental) that not a single hitch or obstruction occurred 
during his Majesty’s progress through this vast establish- 


ment, 

On the 24th January a sad accident occurred by which 
1 man was killed and 4 others injured, through the burst- 
ing, of a fish torpedo during trial in the Arsenal Canal. 

In Woolwich Dockyard the Police reported 27 cases of 
breach of regulations by workpeople, mostly of the usual 
kind, such as possessing tobacco pipes, foremen late, 
&e. They also attended 3 fires outside the walls, 
the most important one being at the Telegraph Works, 
Charlton, where they did good service in preventing the 
spread of the flames. ‘They also discovered and extin- 
guished without damage 2 small fires in the yard. This 
yard is now connected by rail with the South-Eastern 
Railway, a cutting having been made during the past year 
at apart between the Main and Charlton Gates, but the 
rails, &c. have not at present been laid. On the 20th 
March the tide in the Thames rose so high that it flooded 
the Dockyard, and carried away by its force some of the 
dams and bridges of the building slips. The Police both 
on and off duty lent valuable assistance to the yard 
employés in securing a quantity of service waggons that 
had become immersed and in danger of floating away. 
At the Arsenal the same tide overflowed the wharf to such 
a distance as to extinguish some of the fires in the gun 
factories. 

Concerning the Victualling Yard, Deptford, I have not 
much +o record. 3,059 passes for stores, &c. were re- 
ceived by Police during the year. No fires occurred, and 
only in 12 cases had the Police occasion to report work- 
people for breach of yard regulations. 

On the 8th April a Police Sergeant when on duty at the 
Royal Naval College, Greenwich, rendered good service by 
his timely discovery of a fire in the basement of the 
“Seamen’s Hospital (late ‘ Dreadnought” ) adjoining. The 
College Police Fire Brigade in charge of the Inspector 
speedily turned out and extinguished the fire. The Ser- 
geant was rewarded by Commissioner, and the Police who 
assisted received through the Governor of the Hospital a 
yeward from the Sun Fire Office. 

In February the Police received charge of a new fire 
escape as an addition to the College fire plant, and on 
12th October the public were admitted toa museum in 
Queen Anne Buildings, consisting of a collection of 
models, sections of ships, &c. 

At Aldershot Camp Police Station 134 persons have 
been charged with various offences committed within the 
precincts of the Camp. Although the duties of the Police 
at this place were, primarily, the enforcement of the Con- 
tagious Diseases Acts, other legitimate Police duties have 
gradually crept in and been undertaken, so that the 
Inspector’s time is so much occupied that it will soon 
be necessary to afford him more assistance by an augmen- 
tation of a Sergeant for Station duties. In speaking of 
the Police employed in connection with the Pontavicns 
Diseases Acts I have only to repeat what I have stated in 
former years, that the Officers have continued to enforce 
4+them with much care, forbearance, and attention, and that 
no complaint whatever has been. made against them; but 
I cannot think the maximum amount of good will be 
obtained until the Acts are made universal, or at least, as 
a preliminary step thereto, extended to all garrison and 
depot centres throughout the kingdom. The fact that 
they are deterrent cannot fairly and honestly be disputed. 

The Police employed on this duty often perform very 
creditable service by giving timely warning to. parents 
whenever they have seen their children in the company of 
disreputable people, or persons calculated to bring them to 
ruin. Such warnings although, as may be imagined, often 
grievous and unexpected to the parents, have invariably 
‘been received in a proper spirit, and as a consequence, 
many poor ignorant young girls have been rescued in time 
from a probable worse fate, as regular frequenters of the 
streets for immoral purposes, and so saved the degradation 
of being registered as common prostitutes. The total 
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number of examinations of common women throughout 
the districts under my charge was 12,602, and 573 women 
remained on the registers at the end of the year, Pro- 
ceedings before Magistrates were taken in 101 cases, being 
22 less than last year. The cases mostly referred to women 
in Woolwich and Greenwich Districts, who although not 
prone to disregard in the main the law compelling their 
attendance periodically for medical examination, were 
nevertheless negligent in a due observance of the proper 
days and hours, 

The following districts are referred to in the foregoing 
figures, viz.:—Woolwich, Greenwich, Aldershot, Dover, 
Deal, Windsor, Shorncliffe, and Colchester, 

On the 29th January the Greenwich District was aug- 
mented an Inspector and reduced a Constable.

SEcoND or PortsmoutH Docxkyarp Division, 


I wave the honour to submit a report of the work of 
this, Division during the year 1874. 

An augmentation of 5 Constables was granted during 
the year. 2 to assist in carrying out the Contagious 
Diseases Acts (1 at Portsmouth, the other at Southamp- 
ton), and 3 for the greater protection of the Gun Boat 
Yard, Haslar, where a large number of new gunboats has 
been stored. The Division now consists of 1 Superin- 
tendent, 8 Inspectors, 24 Sergeants, and 134 Constables, 
divided into :— 2

A rather serious fire happened in the West Sea Store, 
caused by the overheating of a flue from a stove which had 
been left unattended, and the store locked up, contrary to 
regulations, The fire broke out in the upper floor (filled 
with cane-bottomed chairs and other light varnished and 
polished goods), and was confined to the building in which 
it originated, although a strong south-west wind was 
blowing, wafting the flames and embers towards the 
furniture storehouses, separated only a few yards from 
the one on fire. To prevent the fire reaching them was a 
work of immense difficulty, rendered doubly so by the 
reckless conduct of the seamen from the ships and the 
Dockyard labourers breaking all the doors and windows on 
the lower floors of the store, thereby creating a thorough 
draught through the building, which, but for the deter- 
mined pluck of the Police Fire Brigade battling with the 
flames under these adverse circumstances, would have re- 
sulted, in all human probability, in the total destruction of 
the whole range of storehouses and their valuable contents. 

The upper floor was burnt out, and the fire was pre- 
vented descending by the device of blocking up and 
flooding the next floor with the waste water coming from 
the upper one. Two other fires occurred during the year. 
Tn the iron frame bending shop one of the upright wooden 
supports to the roof was discovered 'to be on fire after the 
shop’ had been locked up for the night. Supposed caused 
by a piece of hot iron coming in contact with it previous 
to the workpeople leaving. 

In the fan room (smithery) the roof was found to be on 
fire, supposed caused by some sparks from the forges 
lodging in the wood of which the roof is partly formed. 
This fire occurred while the people were at work. Both 
fires extinguished by the Police, and the damage in each 
case trifling. 

9 other ignitions were discovered by the Police and 
immediately extinguished without damage. 

Embezzlement of stores, which was very prevalent in the 
Government establishment under the old Dockyard system 
of Police, has almost entirely disappeared since the intro- 
duction of the more rigid and systematic surveillance of 
the Metropolitan Police. ; 

There were 29 cases detected during the year by the 
Police, committed by persons employed in the establish- 
ments, some holding good positions, all of whom were 
convicted, and in each case the property was recovered. 

During the year 158 persons in the employment of the 
Crown were reported for breaches of the regulations. This 
is a decrease of 120 compared with the previous year. 
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During the year there were 21 persons arrested by the 
Police for smuggling, and convicted in fines varying from 
11. to 2402. 

The offence is committed by persons connected directly 
or indirectly with ships arriving from foreign stations, and 
the contraband is generally tobacco. 

There is a gratifying decrease in the number of stragglers 
reported, compared with former years, and the number 
arrested by the Police was 629, as against 808 last year. 

The number of naval prisoners shows also a_ decrease 
compared with the previous year. 425 seamen and marines 
having been conveyed by Police to the Lewes, Winchester, 
Dorchester, and Pentonville prisons and to Portsmouth 
Borough Jail, and 456, whose sentences had expired, were 
brought back to their ships; making a total of 881, the 
totel the previous year being 1,132. 

The ‘property of the Crown is permitted to pass out of 
the establishments or to ships afloat only on production of 
a pass-note, signed by an authorized official, and enume- 
rating the articles to be passed. The pass-note is compared 
with the stores to be passed out, and if found to correspond 
in every particular they are allowed to proceed to their 
destination. 

During the year 16,162 pass-notes were thus examined 
by the Police. 

Visitors are admitted to view the works in. progress in 
the Government establishments on making application at 
the main gate, and entering their names, professions, and 
addresses in a book if British subjects. But foreigners are 
admitted only on the written authority of the Lords of the 
Admiralty, and in special cases are escorted by a British 
naval officer. 

The Police escorted round the establishments during the 
year, British subjects 20,503, foreigners 141. 

The Contagious Diseases Acts are still carried out without 
any local opposition whatever, and I am strongly impressed 
with the belief, which is fortified by the expressed opinion 
of the leading men in the borough, that the Police em- 
ployed on this work in Portsmouth have so won the esteem 
and respect of all classes by the tact, discretion, truthful- 

ness, and kindness with which they have always discharged 
their important duties, that there is not the faintest glim- 
mer of hope of success in establishing an adverse public 
opinion on the subject. 

The event of the year was the inspection of the Naval 
Brigade on its return from Ashantee by H.M. the Queen 
at the Royal Clarence Victualling Yard. The ceremony 
was brilliant, the weather magnificent, and’ Her Majesty 
was graciously pleased to command the Lords of the 
Admiralty to express to the Commander-in-Chief, Sir 
-Rodney Mundy, her entire approbation of the Police 
arrangements on the occasion. 

The whole of the Officers and men of the Division are 
subscribers to the Orphanage, and it is a source of grati- 
fication to them that they were able to do something 
towards the fund for the purchase of the freehold, an 
example that may be followed by other Dockyard Divi- 
sions, to the benefit of the charity. 

The recreation room is used as a reading room and class 
room, the tables being well supplied with the current 
literature of the day. 

It is with regret that I report that the educational classes 
are not attended as could be wished, and that the advan- 
tages of the institution are not more sought after. It may 
not be desirable to enforce compulsory attendance, but the 
advancement in class, in accordance with regulations laid 
down by the Commissioner, might be made to depend on a 
man’s mental improvement as influenced by his ‘attendance 
and progress at school, as well as the length of his service. 
No detriment would arise to the man past the age at) which 
exemption might be fairly made from attendance at school, 
his service having already given him the higher class of 
pay, and no injustice would be done but a benefit conferred 
on the younger members in inciting them to take advantage 


of the means for self-improvement placed: within their 


reach. . 

The men have suffered greatly from throat diseases 
during the year, the sickness amounting to 1,371 days, 
against 979 days last year. 

I have much pleasure in bearing willing testimony to the 
good conduct of all ranks in the Division, and to state 
that 41 members received rewards from the Commissioner 
during the year.

I suc to report upon the particulars relating to this 
Division for the year 1874 as follows :— 

There have been no variations in these since last year, 
the strength still consisting of 1 Superintendent, 8 In- 
spectors, 20 Sergeants, and 126 Constables, total 155; and 
the number of establishments in which the Police perform 
duty, 4 belonging to the Admiralty, and 2, to the War 
Department, besides the Detectiye, Water Police, and 
Contagious Diseases Acts duties, performed outside the 
yards. : 

The pass-notes received by the Police during the year 
for stores removed from the yards amount to 14,153 in 
number, 1,210 less than last year. 

The number of visitors admitted was 17,221 (17,059 
British subjects and 162 foreigners), 3,685 less than the 
number last year, which was greatly in excess of the 
average through a special circumstance, viz,, the Bath and 
West of England Cattle Show having been held in the 
vicinity. beh 

1,936 naval deserters and stragglers were apprehended, 
1,421 of whom were seamen, and 515 marines; one fourth 
more than the number apprehended last year. 

369 naval prisoners were conveyed to and 302 from gaol, 
more than 14 times the number conveyed last year; 
through an alteration in the local arrangements by which 
prisoners formerly sent under an escort from their ships to 
the borough gaol, within the precincts of the port, are 
now sent in charge of the Police to the county gaol at 
Bodmin. 

24 detections were made of offences against the property 
of the Crown. 

4 for conveying: spirits into the establishments. 

12 for offences against the Customs laws, and 

161 were reported for offences against the discipline of 
the establishments. i iS 

Numbers varying little from those of last year. : 

The operation of, the Contagious Diseases Acts in this 
District has continued to effect the same important results 
as has ever attended them. 

Disease has been still further reduced, and the majority 
of the cases occuring were clearly traced to persons (male 
and female) coming into the district fram unprotected 
places. s : 

The whole of the common women have conformed. to 
the Acts, and attended for examination with the greatest 
regularity, so that not a case has occurred during the year 
of any one of them having to be summoned before the 
Magistrates for neglect in this respect. 

The numbers of common women have been kept down. . 

Juvenile prostitution has been suppressed. 

Clandestine prostitution prevented, and 

Brothels still further reduced in number. . 

As great success as ever has attended the prevention of 
women and girls becoming prostitutes, and the extent to 
which the assistance of the Police has been sought, both as 
regards the prevention of women and girls becoming pros- 
titutes, and the reclamation of women already prostitutes, 
by their parents and friends from all parts of Devon and 
Cornwall, is quite a peculiarity of the present year; whilst 
the assistance and sympathy the Police have met with 
from the respectable part of the inhabitants throughout 
the District is constantly on the increase; there has not 
been the slightest complaint of any description whatever 
against either of the Police employed on these duties, all 
of whom have shown that tact, firmness, and zeal which 
the duties require. 

Every attention has been paid to the maintenance of the 
highest efficiency as regards the Police Fire Brigade. 
Within the establishments during the year 4 fires were 
discovered and extinguished at their commencement, and 
7 fires were attended outside the walls of the establish- 
ments. 

I haye much pleasure in testifying to the continued 
excellent conduct of the members of the Division gene- 
rally, during the year 7/. having been granted by the 
Assistant. Commissioners in rewards for meritorious con- 
duct amongst 13 Constables, against 1/7. 13s. inflicted in 
fines upon 7 Constables. 2 Constables were also reduced 
in class through drink, but not 1 case of dismissal or com- 
pulsory resignation occurred, and the most cheerful wil- 
lingness has been displayed by all ranks in the performance 
of every part of their duties. 

There has not been a case of voluntary resignation during 
the year, and only 3 transfers to other;Divisions on applica- 
tion, 1 Constable on account of ill health, 1 through prefer- 
ring London duties, and 1 exchanged with a Constable of 
another Dockyard Division. 2 Constables were promoted to 
Sergeants. 3 Constables were pensioned, 1 of them on 
account of an injury on duty. The number of men on the 
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sick list during the year was 35, 1 more than last year, 
but fewer than any preceding year. i; 

The deaths were 3, an Inspector, a Sergeant, and a 
Constable. 

Tam glad to say that there are a number of men in the 
Division who avail themselves very earnestly of the .im- 
portant benefits attached to the educational classes, and 
evince much desire for improvement, and these conse- 
quently make good progress; and at other times than when 
attending the classes, a great disposition for learning is 
manifested by many, the single Sergeants and Constables 
being constantly found diligently engaged practising 
various subjects of education when off duty.

Fourtu or CHatHam Division. 


I BEG to submit my annual report relative to the above- 
mentioned Division for the year 1874. 

The conduct of the men generally has been very satis- 
factory, and the Sergeants and Inspectors deserve much 
praise for their readiness at all times in promoting the 
welfare of the Service. 

I am gratified in being able to report that the men take 
much more interest in the educational classes than 
formerly ; the result cannot fail to produce a good effect. 

There are no recreation rooms for the men of this 
Division, a circumstance I much regret, as the men have 
not an opportunity of spending their leisure time in 
harmless amusement. 

T am very pleased to state that the services of the Police 
Fire Brigade have not been called into requisition within 
the yards; 13 small fires were however discovered and 
promptly extinguished by the Police on duty. The Brigade 
attended 9 fires outside the Yards, and in each case 
rendered valuable assistance. The most noteworthy oc- 
curred at the Royal Engineer Barracks, Chatham ; on this 
occasion the Brigade was commended for its efficient 
services. 

On 13th March the Division was augmented 1 In- 
spector, 3 Sergeants, and 22 Constables, for the protection 
of Government property in the new part of Chatham 
Dockyard, where a Police Station has been opened and 
connected by wire with the Station at Main Gate of Old 
Yard. : 

166 persons were reported by Police for various offences 
against the regulations of the establishments. 

1,220 naval stragglers and deserters were apprehended by 
Police during the year. This duty has been very judi- 
ciously performed. No complaints have been made and I 
venture to suggest that if a proper organised Police were 
established for the apprehension of Military deserters (not 
absentees) that the number would be very considerably 
reduced, and that the duties could be performed with 


satisfactory results. 
18,981 British subjects, and 35 foreigners visited the 
establishments. 


7,278 pass-notes for public property were received. 

The per-centage of men sick during the year has been 
38.77. averaging 19 days each case. 

During the year 3 Constables were pensioned, 3 com- 
pelled to resign, 1 promoted to Sergeant, and one died. 

The men who joined from the Old Dockyard Police Force 
are yery desirous that some alteration should be made in 
their favour with regard to their pension, as they cannot 
hope to remain in the Service for 40 years so as to entitle 
them to the same amount of pension awarded to men who 


perform day by day precisely the same kind of duty and 
enjoy like privileges with respect to pay and position while 
serving, and who for 24 and 28 years service respectively 
obtain the same amount that a man who joined from the 
Old Dockyard Force would receive provided that it were 
possible for him to serve 40 years. Should their wishes be 
acceded to, the men would then have the prospect of re- 
ceiving a pension similar to that granted to others of 
corresponding ranks, 

The duties under the Contagious Diseases Acts in the 
Chatham, Sheerness, Maidstone, Gravesend, and Canter- 
bury Districts, attached to this Division, have been very 
efficiently performed. No one practically acquainted with 
the whole subject can fail to discover the very common 
misapprehension existing in the minds of many persons 
with regard to these Acts; it is however satisfactory to 
those engaged in carrying out its provisions, that so many 
of a reflecting and intelligent community still adhere to 
its principles, and strenuously resolve in its favour 
believing as they do that it is conducive to the public 
good, and while it is impossible to hinder seduction it is 
worthy of remark that the victim through the instrumen- 
tality of those engaged in administering the Acts has been 
saved from further ruin. Without animadverting on the 
many redeeming features of the Contagious Diseases 
Acts it cannot be gainsayed but that they have been 
fraught with advantages unattainable by any other 
means hitherto attempted.

2 cases of detection have been made by Police, of 
embezzlement of Government stores, and the offenders 
punished by the Captain Superintendent of the dockyard. 

22 breaches of the regulations of the establishment have 
been witnessed by Police, and the offenders were punished 
by the Captain Superintendent. 

4 fires inside the dockyard were discovered and extin- 
guished by Police. They having been discovered soon 
after breaking out, were extinguished before much damage 
was done. ; 

3 Constables have been rewarded by Commissioner, 
1 for the act of rescuing a child from being run over by 
a railway engine, and 2 for prompt discovery of fires in 
the dockyard.

REPORT of The Honourable Charles Carnegie, Her Majesty’s Inspector of the. 
Constabulary of Scotland, for the Year ending 15th March 1875. 


GENERAL REPORT. 


To the, Right Honourable Richard Assheton. Cross, .P., Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home Department.

I wave the honour to lay before-you this, my Third (but the 17th Annual) 
Report, on the state and efficiency of the police forces in the counties and burghs 
in Scotland. 

[have during the past year inspected the forces of all the counties and 
burghs in Scotland, and’ have: to report: as: efficient those of the whole of the 
counties and of 32 of the burghs; the exceptions being the burghs of Annan, 
Ardrossan, Blairgowrie, Kelso, Kirriemuir, M: axwelltown, Pulteneytown, and 
Galashiels. With the exception of Galashiels, all these burghs were formerly 
reported as inefficient, and I would, as regards them, repeat ‘the observations in 
my former report, that I consider it most desirable that there should be some 
legislative enactment whereby these, small. places should be compelled either to 
unite with their respective counties. or to maintain efficient forces. The most 


striking instances of inefficiency are Ardrossan, where there is.only one man, of: 


whose reports the procurator fiscal.refuses to take cognizance; and Maxwell- 
town, where, owing to the resignation of.the former superintendent, there was 
for some time absolutely no police. Pulteneytown is also in a most anomalous 
position ; it has no local magistracy, and it has been held that the county of 
Caithness is. legally responsible for any damage done by rioting in the town, yet, 
owing to a local Act: of Parliament, this. place is. able to maintain a separate, 
indepen:ent, inefficient police force, and to free itself from county assessments; 


it is part of the Parliamentary burgh of Wick (now amalgamated with the: 


county), and ought. to be united absolutely with that burgh. The burgh of 
Galashiels was last year reported as efficient, and its police establishment is now 


up to its former strength. I cannot, however, report this force as having been: 


‘maintained in an efficient state of numbers and discipline during the year; as 
required by the Police Act (20 & 21 Vict. c. 72, s. lxvi), owing to the following 
circumstances :—In the month of August last the Police Commissioners ordered 
that: the corstables should relieve the scavengers from the work of extin- 
guishing the street lamps; this the force refused to do, in consequence of which 
three men were summarily dismissed (one of whom has: since successfully 
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brought an action against the superintendent), and the rest resigned, and were not 


called upon to work.out their. month’s notice. Thus, by the action of the 
Police Commissioners.in calling on the:men to. do work other than police: duty, 
the burgh was left in an unprotected. state, and though in a month’s time: the 
force was again up to its full numbers, yet during that period the force was in 


aninefficient state. The aa of Haddington has during the past year united 
with the:county. | 


The nuniber of personal changes in the police force during the past year is 
very considerable, and shows, I regret to say, an increase. There has been a 
gross addition of 14 men to, the.county forces (including the three men added

on the amalgamation of the. burgh of Haddington), and of 60 men to the | 


burgh forces “(ineluding the men omitted. last year from the Dundee return); 
there have also been. by deaths, resignations; discharges, dismissals, and 
desertions, 209 changes in the counties, and 568 in the burghs, as:compared 
with 213 and 492 last year,. showing.an increase of 72 on the whole. I find, 
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n getting 
suitable men to fill up vacancies, and I have noticed with pleasure that the young 
men who have this year joined the police are on the average superior, both in 


education and appearance, to the recruits of the last two years. This may be 


accounted for partly by the state of the labour market, but I believe it is also 
due to the increase of pay given in so many counties and burghs during the year 
1873-4. In some counties and burghs the rates of pay still remain very low, 
and I still regret to have to make the remark I made last year, that the pay in 
the superior ranks has not in many instances been raised in proportion to that of 
their subordinates. The maximum scale of pay laid down by the Home Office 
Circular, has, by the sanction of the Home Secretary, been exceeded in many 
instances, and I consider that it would be advisable to issue a fresh circular with 
a revised rate. 


Extra Constables. In addition to the police mentioned in my return, the River Tweed Com-

missioners pay for 27 constables in the counties of Berwick, Roxburgh, and 
Selkirk, and increase this force during close time. ‘There are also 12 constables 


paid for by other fishery boards. In Peebles-shire the river is watched by men . 


appointed by the Tweed Commissioners under their Special Act; these men are 
not connected with the police. ‘There are also 13 constables paid by public 
companies and private individuals, in terms of the 7th section of the General 
Police Act. In the burghs there are 161 constables employed by harbour 
boards, including the Marine or Clyde division of the Glasgow police. There are 
also seven employed by companies or individuals. 


In two counties, Perth and Renfrew, but more especially in the former, a 
system prevails of swearing in as constables certain individuals, a large propor- 
tion of whom are gamekeepers. These men are not special constables under the 
Special Constables Act, nor are they under the General Police Act, but they are 
sworn in by the justices under the Act 22nd James VI., 1617. These men, 
though not in any way under the control or orders of the chief constable, have, if 
they have any powers at all, all the powers conferred on constables, not only 
under the Poaching Prevention Act, but under every other Act of Parliament. 
It appears to me that this is a violation of the spirit of the General Police Act, 
which evidently intends that the chief constable is, subject to the control of the 


sheriff and the justices, to. have the complete command of the criminal officers - 


of the county. I may add that the sherifi-substitute of Perthshire has, during 
the past year, sworn in several constables, under the Act of James VI., at Alyth, 
where some trouble was experienced owing to the large number of persons 
employed on the Dundee Water Works in the neighbourhood. I consider this 
proceeding quite uncalled for, and calculated to injure the efficiency of the regular 
force. If, from peculiar circumstances, more police were required in Alyth, the 
‘regular force should have been increased; I have further noticed this matter in 


my detailed report on Perthshire. 


The same diversity of practice as to promotion, noticed by me in my last year’s 
report, still continues. I believe the plan of limiting the numbersin the classes 
to be a mistake. . 


The clothing in most of the forces in Scotland is of good quality. The 


prices paid in the different counties and burghs vary very considerably. I have 
this year given a table (Appendix C.) which shows the cost of each article in 

“each force. Most of the counties give boot money, though some give boots. In 
most of the burghs neither boots nor boot money is given. 


The system as to house accommodation varies in almost every place. In most 
of the burghs the police provide their own houses, without any allowance; but 
in some towns lodging is provided for all or part of the force, and rents are 
charged according to the accommodation. In the counties the arrangements on 
this point are even more divergent. In some, the whole force have free houses, 
or else lodging money; in others, accommodation is provided for the whole force, 
either in station-houses or houses hired by the county, and rent is charged ; in 
others, those who occupy station-houses pay rent, and the rest provide houses for 
themselves ; whilst in some instances the county pays any excess of rent over a 
certain sum. The differences on these points make it difficult to compare 
accurately the relative rates of pay in the various forces in Scotland. | 
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The station-houses and cells in many counties are in a very satisfactory con- 


dition ; in others, however, much improvement is to be desired; in some of the 


burghs the cells are very incommodious, but I have reason to believe that in 
Perth and Ayr, where the premises are most unsuitable, some improvement is to 
be made. It is much to be regretted that the Home Secretary has not the power, 


either to compel the erection of suitable buildings, or to prohibit the use of those 


that are manifestly unfit. I find that there are two hindrances to the general 
erection of better station-houses. ‘The first is, that in many instances there is a 
difficulty in obtaining suitable sites, trustees and entailed proprictors being often 
unable, even when willing, to give land for the purpose; the other, that the 
deduction made from the gross sum on which the Government allowance is cal- 
culated for any money received from the constabulary, for the rent of houses or 
lodgings, the property of the Police Commissioners, acts practically as a fine on 
those localities which have, at considerable expense, built suitable stations. As 
an instance of this, I may state that the city of Edinburgh has just finished a 
building for the joint accommodation of the police, cleaning and fire departments ; 
this building, in addition to offices, &c., contains several dwelling houses, well 
suited for the accommodation of some of the police, and intended for that purpose. 
If, however, these houses are let to the police, the city of Edinburgh will loose 
half the rent ; if they are let to firemen or scavengers they will get the whole. [ 
understand that in England the Treasury do not make the same deduction from 
the gross total as in Scotland. 


I have, as far as I have been able, detailed in my separate Reports all the 
various duties, not strictly police duties, performed by the members of each 
force. In consequence of the circulars prohibiting the employment of the police as 
sanitary inspectors having been cancelled, many of the police have been 
re-appointed to these offices. There still remain some appointments, which, 


- though not included amongst those recognised in the Home Office Circular, as 


duties which may be performed by the police, are held by police officers in 
some of the burghs. Ihave endeavoured to mention all these; in order that the 
Treasury may, if they think fit, strike off the officers holding them from the 
list of men entitled to receive the Government grant so long as they retain 
these offices. There are, especially in the burghs, extra duties, such as attend- 
ing places of public amusement, public meetings, &c., which are undertaken by 
the ordinary police force, the system of remuneration for which requires some 
consideration, especially as the Secretary of State’s rules for the government of 
constables only apply indirectly to burghs. In any legislation on police matters, 
I think that it would be advantageous that the burghs should be put on the same 
footing as the counties with regard to the enforcement of these rules. 


The question of superannuation is becoming more and more urgent. As far as 
I am able to ascertain, there are in the Scotch police forces 57 men of upwards 
of 30 years’ service, 70 men between 25 and 30, 152 men between 20 and 25, 
and 323 men between 15 and 20; many of the oldest of these are in important 


situations. For these men there is provided absolutely no means for pension on 


retirement, except in the following instances:—The burgh of Greenock has a 
superannuation fund, and the county of Kincardine has, by means of a system of 
life insurance (the practicability of which, in a large fcrce, [ much doubt), pro- 
vided a retirement for its old officers. There are also a mutual benefit society 
in Ayrshire, and a small fund in Aberdeenshire, the latter entirely under the 
control of the chief constable, but neither-of these could bear the pressure of 
having to provide for retirements for all who may in future become unfit for 
further service. The feeling is becoming more and more general that the con- 
sideration of this question cannot much longer be delayed without considerable 
danger to the efficiency of the Scotch police forces. The difficulty of obtaining, 
and even more of retaining the services of suitable. men, without providing for 
some means of retirement in their old age, is becoming more and more apparent 
every year; whilst the uncertainty that prevails on this point is still acting most 
prejudically, not as regards recruiting only, but by causing the retention, in many 


- forces, of persons who are hardly pliysically fitted for their duties, and whose 


discharge at this moment, without pension, would not only be cruel towards 
men who had passed their lives in the public service, but would have a most 
deterrent effect on those young men who either had entered or were about to 


enter the ranks of the constabulary. I may add that the fact of a superannua- 
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ne system existing in England and not/in Scotland, has had the effect of induc- 
ing many ofthe Scotch police to leave that service for the ranks of the English 
constabulary. | 


It was last year reported by me that it had been brought under my notice by 
the authorities of the burgh of Greenock, that they suffer considerable incon- 
venience in consequence of the inability of their force to act beyond the burgh 
boundaries; this in their case is especially aggravated by the fact that their 
jurisdiction is limited by an artificial line drawn through certain buoys in the 
River Clyde. This inconvenience 1s felt, though in a lesser degree, in many of 
the other burghs, especially those where there is much shipping. I believe that 
if the provisions of the eleventh section of the General ‘Police Act were made 
applicable to burgh as well as county constables, this evil: might be remedied, 
and the publie service advantaged: it might, however, be a. question whether 
this power should be conferred upon the constabulary of the smaller burghs. | 
may add on this point, that many of the chief constables of counties with whom 
I have conferred on this matter, have expressed themselves as favourable to 
such a change in the law as I have indicated. There has also been brought 
under my notice the fact, that the boundaries of some of the counties are incon- 
veniently situated for police purposes, and that where the counties are under 
the sume sheriff, considerable expense and inconvenience might be avoided by 
allowing prisoners to be tried before the slieritf at the most convenient place 
within his jurisdiction, irrespective of county. A somewhat similar arrangement 
might also be applied to prisons, though, in that respect, owing to financial questions 
between the cvunties, it might be more difficult to carry out the change. 


It has been pointed out to me by some of the heads of police forces, that the 
post office authorities might be induced to give greater facilities for telegrams for 
police purposes; at present, police messages, however important or urgent, have 
by right no priority over other messages, and though as a rule priority has been 
generally conceded to them, it is not advisable that this should only be a matter | 
of courtesy on the part of a local offeial, and. not a matter of right: it is also 
suggested that the charge for police telegrams should be reduced. 


A custom prevails in many of the counties, and some of the burghs in Seot- 
land, which is of very questionable legality. In lookingthrough the lock-up 
books, I constantly see after the name of a person who has been in custody for 
being drunk and incapable, or drunk and disorderly, the remark “ liberated when 
sober.” These persons have never been taken before any magistrate, but are 
liberated without bail, on the sole responsibility of the constable, and they are 
not called on to appear anywhere afterwards to answer to the charge. The 
question as to whether this practice is lawful or not, is one which can only be 
answered by legal authority, though many of the heads of police forces consider 
it to be entirely illegal, and never allow any one who has been.Jocked ‘up to be 
liberated, except. on bail, or after having been taken: before a mavistrate. There 
is no doubt that the scarcity of magistrates in many parts of Scotland makes 
this or some similar practice almost necessary, but it would be better to legalise 
some plan by which the necessity for taking prisoners before a magistrate in 
such cases might be dispensed with, than in any way to-violate the law. I would: 
suggest that an Act mivht be’passed giving power to any constable, authorised 
to do so. by the chief constable, to release such prisoners on summoning them 
to appear before the sherifi.on a named day. This summons would enable any 
person who had a real grievance against the constable, either for taking him 
unjustly into custedy, or for his conduct to him whilst in. his charge, to state 
such complaint in open court. 


In consequence of my remarksin.my last report, some copies of my report 
were forwarded to me for distribution amongst the sheriffs; as | have no means 
of knowing the addresses of all the sheriffs of the counties, it would be very 
desirable that the copies for them, and also for the chief constables of counties, 
and superintendents of police in burghs, should be sent from the Howe Office 
direct. I have found some inconvenience from some of the heads: of police 
forces never having seen copies of my report on the state of the forces under 
their control.

CUSTODY OF CONVICTS AND MANAGEMENT OF THE GENERAL PRISON. 
The General Prison for Scotland at Perth contains a Prison proper, or Penal Depart- 
ment; and an Establishment for the Criminal Lunatics of Scotland, or a Lunatic 
Department. The purposes to which each of these departments is applicable continue 
to be, as they have been set forth in our r last. oS previous Reports, the following :— 


The Penal Department. ; 


This Department is constituted for the reception of— 


1st, Prisoners sentenced to imprisonment by the Courts of Law in Scotland. Such prisoners, 
sentenced to nine months’ imprisonment and upwards, are removed from Local Prisons to the 


- General Prison, under the statutory powers of the Managers, unless the sentence contains a clause 


specially declaring that the prisoner shall not be removed to the General Prison. Prisoners sentenced 
to shorter periods can be removed to the Prison by the Secretary of State under his statutory powers, 
should an occasion occur for the exercise of these powers. 

2d, Convicts under sentences of transportation or of penal servitude. 


These are removed to 
the Prison by order under the hand of the Secretary of State. 


The Lunatic Department, 


This Department is constituted for the reception of— 


1st, Persons who, by judgment of the Criminal Courts, have been placed at Bes Majesty's 
disposal on the ground of insanity, either at the time when. they committed the offences charged . 
against them, or sustained as a plea in bar of trial; and 

2d, Prisoners who have become insane while undergoing punishment. 

By warrant under the hand of the Secretary of State, granted on Medical Certificate, such a 
prisoner may be detained after the expiry of his sentence. 


_ The buildings of the Prison, so far as they are sufficient for their several purposes, 
have been in good condition throughout the year. In our Report for the year 1873, 
we referred to certain deficiencies which it might be desirable at some early period to 
remedy. In the month of November we brought these under your special considera- 
tion, with a view to provision for the cost of the necessary works being made in the 
estimates for the next financial year. 

As the most important among the works demanding consideration, we mentioned 
the construction of new Hospital wards for male Prisoners. The portions of the 
Prison at present available as Hospital wards were not built for that purpose, but were 
made by the conversion of ordinary cells in the oldest, and hence the most imperfectly 
ventilated and lighted, wing of the Prison. They are not only from this cause 
defective as Hospitals, but they deteriorate the lighting and ventilation of the several — 
galleries, of which each cuts off a part. The medical advisers of the Department, and 
Her Majesty’s Inspector, have repeatedly censured this part of the establishment, and 
its deficiencies are rendered all the more obvious by comparison with the spacious and 7 
well-adjusted Hospitals on the female side. 

Some other works of less importance are designed for the readjustment of the’ 
dwelling-houses of the staff, and these have been partly occasioned by the addition to 
the staff of a permanent Deputy-Goyernor. 

The latest occasion of announcing in our Annual Reports any new works was 
in our Sixth Report, being the Report for the year 1866. Since that time a change 
has been effected in the official arrangements for executing new works, by the — 
transference in the year 1873 of the expenditure on such works, from the estimates _ 
and accounts of this Department, to the estimates and accounts of Her Majesty’s 
Board of Works. 

The services of the Board of Works in the structure and maintenance of the 
General Prison date back to the year 1847, when the Government placed them in 
communication with the late General Board of Prisons in Scotland. All the buildings 
of the Establishment since that time—constituting the greater portion, and the best 
constructed according to recent opinions on Prison structure—have been planned and 
completed under the superintendence of the Board of Works. 

By the Act of 1860, the buildings of the General Prison, then yested in the 


General Board of Prisons, became vested in the Board of Works. The cost of the ;

_ maintenance of the buildings and of new works continued, however, to be estimated 


' and accounted for in this Department until the change effected in 1873. Before the 


_ change, this Department applied for and followed the Secretary of State’s instructions 
-in the preparation and transmission to him of all estimates for works in the General 
Prison. By the existing practice the Department suggests to the Secretary of State 
any works that may seem necessary for the ensuing financial year, and he communi- 
cates with the Board of Works and the Treasury, with a view to provision in the 
estimates of the Board of Works for such of the proposed works as meet his approval. 

Mr. Matheson, the Surveyor for Scotland of the Board of Works, has been of great 
service to this Department, and through it to the public, by his valuable advice and 
assistance in matters connected with the structure of the Prison. It is obvious that to 
persons intrusted with the charge and proper adaptation for its purposes of an exten- 
sive building, access to a skilled architect from time to time is of great moment. 
Before they were put in communication with the Board of Works, the late General 
Board consulted an architect from time to time, and payments to him were an annual 
item in their estimates and accounts. 

If the local Surveyor of the Board of Works shall continue as heretofore to favour 
this Department with advice and assistance, the transference of the ultimate control. 
over the buildings to the Board to which he is attached may be viewed with satis- 
faction. In the matter of the buildings appropriated to prison purposes, the Board 
of Works has naturally concurred in the views of this Department, as expressing the 
claims of the public service in the efficient administration of Prison discipline. In the 
matter, however, of officers’ houses forming a considerable portion of the buildings, a 
Department having, like the Board of Works, to deal with the construction and 
appropriation of official residences throughout the United Kingdom, is likely to be 
guided by wide leading principles, and to form a juster conclusion between the con- 
tending claims of individual and public interests than a body sg ey only with a 
small and eoraed charge.

remedies provided by thet Cane and Dangerous Lonsties Act of 1871. In recent — 
Reports we stated the instances where inmates, the nature of whose lunacy suited them 
for treatment in ordinary asylums, were so disposed of; and also the instances where 
inmates put at Her Majesty’s disposal on the ground of lunacy were conditionally 
discharged, in order that they might live under supervision with relations or friends” 
undertaking the charge of them. 

There is still likely to be a pressure on the department, and the managers are 
desirous to avoid, so long as consistently with their duty they can, any application for 
authority to enlarge the accommodation at their disposal. Relief might in the mean- 
time be afforded if the means were found for conditionally discharging some of those * 
placed at Her Majesty’s disposal on the ground of lunacy, of whom no relation or 
friend is prepared to undertake the charge. ‘There was under your consideration at 
the end of the year an arrangement suggested to us by Her Majesty’s Commissioners 
in Lunacy, for the disposal of such persons in ‘ Specially licensed houses.” For fuller 
information on this point, and on the whole question of the apis! of Criminal 
Lunatics, we refer to the appended Memorandum. 


The conduct of the Staff of the General Prison throughout the year was as usual 
very satisfactory. Nothing occurred worthy of censure among the discipline- officers, 
where personal conduct is of the most importance to the good order of the establish- 
ment. We had to notice only two instances of irregularity on the part of non- dictie 
line officers. One of these two has left the service. 

In our last Report, we had to state that suggestions for the improvement of the 
emoluments of the subordinate officers of the Prison were under the consideration of 
the Secretary of State, in communication with the Lords of Her Majesty’s Treasury. 
This matter had been brought by us under the consideration of the Secretary of State © 
in 1872, and the result was waited for with decorous patience by the officers whose 
interests it immediately affected. The final adjustment. was communicated to us by 
you, in a letter dated 22d June 1874, containing the new authorised scale of remunera- 
tion, which we append. 

In our communications with the Home Office on this business, we adhered to the 
principle followed in previous readjustments, of dispensing with intermediate officers 
in the subordinate discipline staff. There is a Chief Warder on the male side, and a 
Sub-Matron on the female side to receive orders and see that they are executed, but 
there are no other grades among the Warders who have the personal charge of 
Prisoners, save that of seniority in the service. When the pay is higher than that of the 
other Warders, it is given for technical skill in imparting instruction, as in the instance 
of the Trades Warders on the male side, and on the female the Superintendent of 
Convicts’ work, who requires to be practically acquainted with dress-making. 

Without questioning the utility in other Establishments of the three grades,— 
‘Principal Warders,’ ‘ Warders,’ and ‘ Assistant Warders,’ the Managers have the 
testimony of experience to the suitability of their own arrangement to the institution 
under their charge. That it is economical is obvious, and they believe it to be con- — 
ducive to good discipline, since it provides every subordinate officer with full occupa- 
tion throughout the working hours of each day, Another principle on which the 
Managers rely as beneficial to the public service is the protracting through several 
years of the progress from the lowest to the highest grade ofemoluments. In the case 
of the male warders the period,is 18 years, in that of the female 15 years. Hence, 


every one'who reaches the highest rate of remuneration must have acquired it as the 


reward of long and faithful service. 

We would have been glad if the rules of the public service had permitted that — 
such long and faithful discharge of their duties by some of the officers who have. 
already grown old in the service, could have been rewarded by raising them im- 
mediately to some of the higher grades on the new scale. On this point, the determina- 
tion of the Treasury was thus announced, ‘with regard to the proposed adjustment 
‘of the new scale to the existing staff, Iam to state that my Lords are not prepared 
‘to sanction the immediate large increase of pay which it includes.’ 

In addition to their pay .the warders, both male and female, are supplied with 
uniforms. The male warders acquire houses by rotation, and the female warders live | 
in a house built for their accommodation, and for enabling them to supply themselves - 


at vith their one at a common table. Some other small allowances that had come into 
i" use are now withdrawn, at the point where the new scale compensates the officers for 
any pecuniary loss through the withdrawal. - ; :

- by the death of Mr. Frederick 8. Parkyn, the Governor of the General Prison. In the Py. 


autumn of the year 1873, Sir Robert Christison had warned us that, as afflicted with 
organic disease of the heart, he might be cut off at any moment without warning. 
After a short relief from his duties his constitution appeared to rally, but the pre- 
monition of Sir Robert proved accurate, and he dropped down dead on the 13th of 
February after having performed the duty of the day. He was not only an able and 
punctual public servant, but his personal character had an important and wholesome 
social influence: throughout the establishment under his control. 

Mr. Henry May had, since the year 1868, held the joint office of Steward and Appointment of Me. 
Deputy-Governor. Under this arrangement no part of the Governor’s duties devolved M*¥ 4 Governor, ay, 
on him while the Governor was in the Prison; ; but when the Governor was absent, all diy ae 
his duties devolved on Mr. May. He performed these duties occasionally when the — G 
Governor was absent on leave, and for upwards of four months after his death: 
Having thus had opportunities of showing his fitness for the onerous duties of 
Governor, you were pleased on the 20th of June to promote Mr. May to that office. 

When the duties and emoluments of the staff at large were brought under your Deputy Wovernon : 
consideration in connection with certain readjustments of emolument already noticed, 
the provision for only an occasional performance of the duties of Deputy Governor by the 
Steward did not appear to supply the Governor with sufficient responsible assistance, 
and it was considered desirable that a separate office should be created, as that of 
Deputy-Governor. You appointed to this office Captain R. D. Anstruther, who 
entered upon duty on the 4th of August. i 

The duties of the Steward were on this occasion conjoined with those of the steward and Chief a 
Chief Clerk. This latter office was held by Mr. James Moncur, who had performed “er. 
its duties with zeal and ability for several years; and on 4th August you appointed ~ 
him to the joint office of Steward and Chief Clerk.

corresponding enlargement should have been made on the staff. a 

On the 27th of May an untried male Prisoner escaped from the detention house re es 
attached to the Court Buildings of Edinburgh.

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These Prisoners appear to have been pcccmlished house-breakers, a class of 
Criminals seldom found in Argyleshire. They had been for months occupied in 
examining the locks of the cells and the store-room, and making keys for them out of 
stray fragments of lead and other soluble metals. One of them found a way to draw the 
bolt of his cell from within and unlocked the cells of the others. In the store each 
found and put. on his own clothes, leaving the prison dress. In this store is a skylight 
in the roof, secured by a padlock, which they appear to have found unlocked. . They 
had prepared from shreds, picked up from time to time, a rope to descend by fact the 
roof, but they found another in the store. better suited for their purpose. Whatever 
difficulty they might have found in crossing the outer wall was removed by their 
finding in the yard a ladder left there by workmen. é 

On the 26th of September, two untried male Prisoners escaped from the Prison: of 
Greenock. 

These Prisoners left behind them some tools and one skeleton key; they are 
supposed to have used another. One of them prepared his cell door.for opening from 
within by removing part of the stone round the socket of the bolt. The cavity was 
filled with putty stripped from two newly fitted panes of glass. He unlocked the cell 
of the other Prisoner. They found a ladder at their service in a cellar, the door of 
which could be opened with'the key of the prison door. The County Board after a 
searching investigation have found that the fastenings of the doors are insufficient, and 
believe that the Prisoners must have received assistance, though they have been 
unable to identify any one as having supplied it. The escape appears to have been - 
planned with much deliberation, and it may be noticed that the Prisoner who seems | 
to have chiefly conducted it, had been in the Prison since the 16th of April. 

Two acts of suicide in local Prisons were reported within the year. 

On the 4th of February a convicted female Prisoner committed suicide in the 
Prison of Airdrie. The results of an inquiry into the matter by the County Board 
having been made to you, it was considered that no further proceedings were necessary. 

On the 11th of December an untried male Prisoner committed suicide in the 
Prison of Forfar. He used a rope for securing his bedding, tying it to a hot air pipe 
passing outwards at the top of his cell, and by placing a stool below, obtained a drop 
of three feet. Her Majesty’s Inspector thought it desirable that in all such cases there 
should be an inquiry on the question whether the Prisoner had, prior to the-commission 
of the act, shown any suicidal tendency, or any great depression of spirits, and a’ 


_Ininute inquiry, conducted by the County Board, showed that m this instance there had 


been no such premonitory symptoms.

1. RULES. 


EXPLANATION OF TERMS. 


THE words “Secretary of State” shall mean “the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for the 
Home Department,” for the time being. The word “ Board” shall mean the Prison Board of the county. 
The word “ Prison,” when used without any qualifying term, shall mean every Prison under the adminis- 
tration of the Board, in terms of “The Prisons (Scotland) Administration Act, 1860.” The word 
“juvenile,” when not restricted, shall Py to male prisoners not above eighteen, and to female prisoners 
not above sixteen years old. The words “stated average number of Prisoners” shall mean the ayerage 
daily number of Prisoners for the year, as set forth in the Reports on “The Judicial Statistics of 
Scotland,” and shall always be held as the number during that year, to which such Report latest presented 
to Parliament applies. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


I. The Board shall give such directions or instructions as may seem necessary for the following purposes, 

1. The photographing of prisoners and the other duties incumbent on Prison Officers, under 
“The Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871,” or any Act altering or amending it. 

2. In the case of untried prisoners, adjusting the clothing, shaving, or other matters 
affecting personal appearance, so as to assist the public prosecutor in any desire he may express 
that the prisoner shall appear at the bar as near as may be in the condition he was in at the 
time of the offence charged against him. 

3. Permitting untried prisoners to see and correspond with any “enrolled law-agent,” under 
the Act of 1873, or member of the Faculty of Advocates. 

4, Arranging for intimation to the agent for the poor of the case of any prisoner who has 
been served with an indictment or other notice of trial, and is believed to be unable to defray 
the cost of his defence. 

5. Giving effect to the provisions of “The Capital Punishment Amendment Act (1868),” 
and any special Rules or Regulations issued by the Secretary of State under section six of 
that Act. 

6. Giving effect to the provisions for inspection and inquiry conferred on Her Majesty's 
Inspector, or on any person specially authorised by the Secretary of State, in terms of the Act 
of 1835. As also to the provisions for inspection:and inquiry in the Prisons Administration 
Act, 1860. ' 

7. Giving effect to the provisions for inspection and inquiry conferred on Her Majesty’s 
Commissioners in Lunacy, in “any prison in which there shall be or be alleged or supposed 
to be any lunatic.” 

8. Supplying any Report, Return, or other Document required by the Secretary of State, 
from any officer, without charge in the shape of fee or otherwise. 

TI. The Board is responsible that arrangements shall be taken for prompt action, through their Clerk 
or otherwise, in the case of emergencies, and especially in reference to the following duties :— 

1. An application’ to the. Sheriff, under sect. 72 of the Prisons Administration Act, for 
the disposal of a prisoner attacked by disease of the nature described in the Act. 

2. An application to the Sheriff, under sect. 6 of the Criminai and Dangerous Lunatics 
Amendment Act, for the disposal of any prisoner certified as being insane. 

3. Communicating with the Managers of the General Prison as to any lunatic prisoner, at 
Her Majesty's disposal or under sentence, when the case appears to be of the kind appropriate for 
treatment in the Lunatic department of that Prison. Before opening such communication it 
must be kept in view that the department is maintained at the national expense, for the reception 
and detention under Government supervision of Criminal Lunatics, who, from the dangerous 
character of their lunacy or other conditions, cannot be appropriately treated in an ordinary asylum 
consistently with the public safety or the proper treatment of other classes of lunatic patients. 

4, Immediate information being sent to the Crown Agent in case of the escape of a prisoner, 
or of the sudden death of a prisoner, or of any unusual and important occurrence; and inquiry so 
soon as practicable after any such escape or death, so as to be prepared to report to the Secretary of 

State the circumstances under which the same took place. 

5. Giving effect to the Secretary of State’s instruction as to the clothing of military prisoners.

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III. The Board is responsible for the appointment of a sufficient staff of Officers to each Prison. Appointment and re- 


I sponsibility of Officers. 


Every Officer who accepts of an appointment in writing under the hand of the Clerk of the Board becomes 
bound by the terms of these Rules, and of any further conditions that may be set forth in such writing. 

IV. To every Prison there shall be a Keeper or Governor, one Male Warder at least to assist the Sufficiency of staff. 
Governor, a Matron, and a Surgeon registered under “the Medical Act” of 1858. To every Prison 
where convicted prisoners may be confined for more than one month there shall be a Chaplain. In 
every Prison where convicted prisoners may be confined for periods of three months and upwards, provision 
shall be made for giving instruction in reading and writing. 

VY. No person shall hold the office of Governor or other discipline officer in a Prison who holds any mxctusive services. 
other office, the duties of which might withdraw him from the Prison or otherwise interfere with the 
proper discharge of his duty as a Prison officer. 

VI. No person shall be appointed as a discipline officer in a Prison who is above forty years of age, Qualification of discipline 
unless before completing his fortieth year he had been on Prison duty elsewhere, or had served in any other °”°** 
capacity likely to qualify him for the duties of a Prison officer, such as that of a serjeant in the army or 
an attendant in an hospital. 

VII. Every appointment to an office in a prison shall be reported to the Secretary of State, with Appointments to be re- 
the age; the reason for the selection, if the appointment be of a discipline officer, and the age exceed forty ; Rtas" ™ 
the salary and allowances; and any other particulars that may be desired by the Secretary of State. If 
the Secretary of State express his disapproval of the amount of salary, or any other particular of the 
arrangement, the appointment shall not be considered as duly completed until such defect shall be remedied. 

VIII. The Board may suspend an Officer during the dependence of the question whether or not he is to suspensions. 
be dismissed, and the Governor may, on emergency, suspend an Officer under his order, sending immediate 
notice of ea having done so to the Clerk of the Board. No suspended Officer shall continue to possess 
a key, or have access to any part of the building in which there are prisoners. 

IX. Every dismissed or suspended Officer must, when required, vacate any premises occupied by him Officer dismissed or sus- 
within the bounds of the Prison, and restore any uniform or other effects in his possession belonging to the eee gene 
establishment. 

X. No Officer shall have any pecuniary dealings with prisoners, or receive. any money from prisoners No presents, perquisites, 
or their friends.

XII. The Board shall provide for the inspection of each Prison (including an examination of. every mspection of Prison by 
prisoner, and of every cell and room), by at least one of their own number, not less frequently than Membes of Boar.

recorded in the Inspection-Book. The result shall either be entered in the book by the, inspecting 
Members, so as to be transcribed into the Governor's Quarterly Report, as per Rule. LII. sect. 10, of in a 
special Report made by them to the Board. In either case the Reports shall be transcribed in the, ‘Minutes 
of the proceedings of the Board. 

XIII. The only persons who, as a general rule, are to be admitted to visit the Prisons are: 1sf, Those the Prison of visitors to 
who are authorized by Statute to visit; 2d, Clergymen under Rules CIX. and CXI.; 3d, Visitors authorized 
under Rules XVI. and LXXIV.; and Ath, Persons presenting an order from the Board, accompanied by.a 
Member of the Board. If any person should desire to visit the Prison who cannot conveniently wait, until 
communication is had with the Board, the Governor has a discretionary power to admit him, for a special 
cause; as, for instance, that he is a person connected with the administration of prison discipline, and 
desires to have the benefit of observing the arrangements of the Prison. Every such admission, with the 
special cause, shall be entered in the Governor’s Journal, and reported to the Board.

The Governor shall see that every subordinate officer has a copy of the Rules for Prisons, Governor to see that sub- 
and a statement of his particular duties; and shall be responsible for ascertaining that each officer has a quainted with Enulon cle 
thorough knowledge of the Rules, and of his own duties. 

XL. He is responsible for the preservation of cleanliness, both in every part of the building, yards, Cleanliness. 
and grounds, and in the persons of the prisoners, their clothing, bedding, and everything in use. 

He shall see that the walls are whitewashed as often as necessary, and that no cutting, writing, or marks 
of any kind are allowed to remain on the furniture or walls, or on anything belonging to the Prison. 

XLI. He is responsible that the Prison be properly heated, ventilated, and lighted. He shall see warming, ventilating, 
that there is at least one thermometer in the Prison, and a daily record kept of the temperature; and if *4 Venting. 
the Prison consist of cells or apartments to the number of twenty, that a thermometer is placed in the 
coldest cell of the Prison, another in the warmest cell, and a third in a cell of average temperature; and 
that a daily record is made of the temperature in each of these cells. 

XLII. He is responsible for the Prison being secure. To this end he shall not allow any trees to Precautions against 
grow against any of the walls, or anything to be fixed to the walls, or any rubbish to be laid near them ; ““?* 
and he shall take care that no ladders, spades, or other things likely to facilitate escape be left exposed 
either during the night or day. Either the Governor, or some officer to whom that duty shall be committed 
by him, shall see that the provisions of this Rule, and of the eight following subsidiary Rules, are strictly 
observed, viz. :— 


1. Due care shall be taken that all the Prison Locks are secure, and kept in good order; more 
particularly those of the Entrance door, and of all Stair, Gallery, or Passage doors placed for the 
better security of the Prison. : 

2. The Entrance door of the Prison is never to be left open; nor shall its key either be left 
in the lock or taken within the Prison, but shall invariably remain in charge of some one outside 
the door. 

3. Before entering a cell, the officer shall take the cell-door key from the lock, but before doing 
so shall shoot the bolt or lock, so that the door cannot be closed upon him. But the door of any 
cell in which a prisoner is confined is never at any time to be kept unlocked longer than is 
absolutely necessary ; and this shall also be the case in regard to all Stair, Gallery, and Passage doors. 

4. The Governor, or an officer deputed by him, shall, once a day at least, carefully inspect 
every cell, and particularly examine the Window-gratings. 

5. Any implements or materials of work calculated to facilitate escape, shall be carefully 
collected and removed each night from the cells, and locked up in some secure place. 

6. Whenever a prisoner requires to leave his cell for any particular purpose, he is never to be 
lost sight of by an officer until he is locked up again. While outside, if the Prison Yard be not 
perfectly secure, the officer must never allow the prisoner to be beyond the reach of his arm. 

7, Prisoners sentenced to Penal Servitude, and untried prisoners, shall not be employed in the 
menial offices of the Prison. Any prisoner who may be so employed shall never be left unwatched, 
and must be closely noticed when cleaning or otherwise employed in any Passage or Gallery by 
which he could have access to the main door of the Prison, or where he can get into communication 
with prisoners in their cells, 


XLIII. In every Prison in which the stated average number of prisoners is less than two hundred, ee of Prison and 
he shall go through the whole of the male department, and see every male prisoner at least once each 
' day ; but in Prisons of a larger size, this duty may, in part, be discharged by another officer, the Governor 
seeing every male prisoner at least three times in each week. In all Prisons the Governor shall go through 
the whole female department, and see every female prisoner at least once each week. He shall also, at 
least once during every week, go through the Prison at an uncertain hour of the night, and record in his 
Journal the visit, with the hour, and the state of the Prison at the time. 
XLIV. In every Prison in which the stated average number exceeds twenty he shall conduct or Quarterly search of pris- 
superintend a search of the person of each prisoner, and of the cell, with the furniture, bedding, and ; 
other articles contained in it, once in each of the quarters ending respectively in March, June, September, 
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and December, taking care that no such search is made either on te same day of the week or the same day 
of the month as the preceding search.

Upon the death of any prisoner, he shall give immediate information to the Clerk of the Board, 
to the Procurator-Fiscal for the county, and, when practicable, to the nearest relations of the deceased; and 
shall record the fact of his having done so in his Journal. He shall also give immediate information to 
the Clerk of the Board if any prisoner makes his escape, or if any other unusual and important occurrence 
takes place. In the case of an escape of a prisoner, he shall instantly give information to the 
Procurator-Fiscal and Superintendent of Police or Chief Constable of the district, sending them, at pte 
same time, a full description of the prisoner.

7. Whether any parts of the Prison are damp. 

8. Whether anything remarkable has occurred during the quarter. 

9. Any practical suggestions which he may have to offer for the i eae of the Prison in 
any respect. 

10. All entries made by visiting members of the Board. 

11. The Report in the Governor’s Journal of the last Quarterly search, as per Rule XLIV.

He shall keep a Character-Book, in which to enter such particulars respecting each prisoner’s Character Book, 
early training, habits, connexions, character, etc., and the apparent cause of his offence, as he may think 
desirable to record, and believe to be true. 

LXII. He shall keep a Journal, including, among other ih cc the date of each visit. This Journal Journal. 
to be open to the Governor. 

~LXIII. He shall make a Report in writing to the Board on the first Wednesday of each of the quarterly Reports. 
months of January, April, July, and October, on the state of his department during the previous quarter. 
This Report shall state the time which he has given to his duties, and the manner in which that time has 
been employed ; and shall contain statements under the following heads :— 


1. Whether all the rules relating to the Chaplain have been fully observed during the 
quarter ; and if not, the extent and reasons of the exceptions. 

2. If charged with the elementary instruction of the prisoners, or intrusted with its super- 
intendence, then the Chaplain shall give a table, in the annexed form, showing the state of the 
education of the prisoners (except those received during the quarter then ended) as compared with 
what it was at the time of their admission; but if the Chaplain have not either of these duties, 
then the Governor shall include the information in his Report.

each week), he shall go into every room and cell in the Prison, and see every prisoner. He is véspondible 
in the course of his visits or otherwise for. discovering whethor thére is any cause of sickness in operation, 
especially from the causes peer mans viz.,—want of cleanliness either in' the persons of the prisoners or in 
their clothing or bedding ; insufficient supply of food or of water’;, unwholesome quality of food or of 
water ; want of warmth, "either from the coldness of the cell or from the insufficiency of the ‘clothing or 
bedding ; want of ventilation ; dampness or malaria; imperfect drainage; insufficiency of exercise in’ the 
open air. The Surgeon shall. record the date and result of his examinations in a Register to be kept at 
the Prison, and open to inspection. Whenever he discovers any cause of sickness, he must give immediate 
information of it to the Governor; and if the evil be not remedied immediately, it shall ‘be his duty to 
communicate the fact in writing to the Clerk of the Board. If, to remove the cause of sickness, the 
Surgeon deems it necessary in any case that the operation of any Prison Rule shall be suspended, the 
Governor becomes responsible for employing the powers of suspension conferred by Rule XVII. 

Monthly examination. LXVIIL. Once in each month the Surgeon shall repeat the personal examination made on admission, 
shall see each prisoner weighed and the weight recorded, and shall make a note in his’ Register, for’ com- 
parison, between the prisoner's state of health on admission and his state of health at each such subsequent 
examination, as to every prisoner who has been in confinement for three months or upwards.

He shall make a report, in writing, to the Board, on the first Wednesday of each of the 
months of January, April, July, and October, on the state of the health of the prisoners during the pre- 
vious quarter, and on the state of the Prison in the various matters affecting health, especially those to 
which his attention is called in the preceding Rules; and, among other particulars, he shall give the 
following, viz. :— : 


1. The number of cases of illness and deaths, together with the number of prisoners removed 
or liberated on account of illness. 

2. The chief kinds of illness during the quarter, with a statement of what he considers to have 
been the principal causes of the illness. 

3. A list of the prisoners, if any, who are not in good health at the end of the quarter, 
showing how long such prisoners have been ill, their ages, the nature of the disease of each, whether 
it was contracted before or after admission into the Prison, and its probable cause, together with 
any remarks which may occur. 

4, Whether all the Rules relating to the Surgeon have been fully observed during the 
quarter ; and, if not, the extent and reasons of the exceptions. 

5. Any practical suggestions which may have ier to him for the improvement of the 
Prison, as respects the health of the inmates. 


Visits of other Surgeons. LXXIV. Military prisoners may be visited by any military Surgeon acting under competent authority ; 
but no other person shall be allowed to visit any prisoner, whether civil or criminal, as a medical attendant, 
except the regular Surgeon of the Prison, or the substitute who shall have been appointed to act in his absence, 
unless by a special order given by the Governor of the oe or by some other person authorized by the 

Board to give such order. 


To yield to Governor in LXXYV. As the Governor is the responsible head of the Prison the Surgeon shall be expected to yield to 
case of difference of : : ° . oad : :

LXXVII. Every prisoner on admission shall be examined whether he is clean in his person and Admission to Prison. 
clothes, and free from infectious disorder ; and, as soon as convenient afterwards, he shall be put into a bath, vay ee 
unless otherwise ordered by the Surgeon, on account of the prisoner’s health. 

LXXVII. Uniried criminal prisoners are to be treated as to clothing and otherwise according to piothing of criminal a 


the instructions of the Board as per Rule I. sect. 2. 


Convicted prisoners are to be clothed in the Prison dress. 

LXXIX, No criminal prisoner shall be allowed to retain in his personal possession any money or any Disposal of prisoner's © 
other moveable . article other than clothing in, his possession when he is brought to the Prison. If™ and other 
he is permitted to wear his own clothes, these must be carefully searched for such articles. An inventory 
shall be made of all the money or other “actioles taken from a prisoner. In the case of convicted prisoners 
the Governor is not to be responsible for the preservation of such. money or articles. It will be 
his duty to get them disposed of to: any: friends of the prisoner who are willing to take charge of them, 
obtaining a receipt from the convicted prisoner when he gives them up to such friends. Any money in a 
convicted prisoner’s possession may be placed in .a savings bank, to his order. On the removal of a 
prisoner to a Government prison, no el or anes other than he clothing he has on shall accompany 
hin. 

Kinwes When eres is any reason Ps suppose pe there may be vermin or the seeds of contagion in the Pumstio, ete. 
clothes of any prisoner, civil or criminal, means must be taken to. purify them by washing, fumigation, 
exposure to great heat, or such other contrivance as may be deemed effectual; and, where it can readily be 
adopted, this precaution should be used as respects all clothes brought into a. prison. 

. LXXXI. Female. prisoners shall be kept apart from male: prisoners, and unconvicted from convicted separation. 

prisoners ; and, as far as the accommodation of the Prison will admit, every adult untried prisoner, and 
every convicted prisoner sentenced to imprisonment for not more than 60 days, shall be kept in a 
separate cell, and so shall every adult convicted prisoner, whatever be the length of his imprisonment. 
Every prisoner shall sleep in a separate cell, unless the Surgeon is of opinion that it would be dangerous 
to his health, bodily or mental. If a separate sleeping cell for each prisoner be impossible from the state 
of the accommodation, or inexpedient, in the opinion of the Surgeon, on account of a prisoner’s health, 
each prisoner must occupy a separate bed, and where male prisoners are associated there must be three 
at least in the apartment. 

LXXXIL. It shall be shown to every prisoner on his being put into his cell or room, that the place and Orde and cleanliness to 
furniture are clean, in good order, and free from cutting, scribbling, or other mark or disfigurement ; and 
he shall be told that he will be required to keep them in that state. 

LXXXII. No articles for the use of prisoners are be to brought in except by the Governor’s Enforcement of law ex- 
permission. Every attempt to infringe this Rule must be entered in the Governor’s Journal and reported, Serve adie ai 
to the Clerk of the Board for pecsedutiiin; under sect. 75 of the Prisons Administration Act.’ There 
must be especial vigilance in enforcing this Rule against the introduction of written communications, 
spirits, and tobacco. 

LXXXIV. Subject to the exceptions on medical grounds, and the supply of malt liquor to civil pronipition of drinking, 
prisoners, no intoxicating liquor is to be drunk or tobacco is to be smoked, and no card- playing or games 970king,and gambling i 
of chance of any kind are to be allowed. This Rule is to be enforced in all parts of the premises liable to Te 
be frequented by prisoners, or used for Prison purposes, as for office, storing, cooking, baking, or washing. 

It is to be enforced not only on prisoners, but on officers and other persons. 

LXXXYV. All civil prisoners, and every criminal prisoner in confinement in a Prison which is a legal Exercise. 
place of detention for periods of one month or upwards, except convicted adult prisoners committed for less 
than one month, shall have an opportunity of taking daily exercise in the open air. The length of the 
time of exercise is to be regulated according to what may be considered necessary by the Surgeon, who 
shall have power to direct that prisoners who have been committed for shorter periods than a month shall 
have air and exercise. 

LXXXVI. Except on Sundays, the time of rising for criminal prisoners shall not be later than six Prison Hours. 
o'clock at any season of the year ; and the period between rising and going to bed shall not be less than 
fourteen hours. On Sundays, prisoners may, at the discretion of the Governor, rise an hour later, and go to 
bed an hour earlier. 

LXXXVII. The Prison hours for external business shall be from eight o'clock A.M. to seven o'clock prison Hours for Externa 
P.M, throughout the year. Prisoners under warrant or caption shall be received at any time during the P™™°- 
night or day. No prisoner shall be entitled to be liberated after seven o'clock P.M., or between that hour 
and eight o'clock on the following morning. Officers of the law under competent warrants or Orders for

being always done, even when the linen belongs to the prisoner, at the cost of the Prison. Sheets shall 
be washed not less frequently than once each month.

LXXXIX. Every convicted criminal prisoner shall be required to do ten hours’ work each day (ex- Work.

Employment at Picking Oakum dry, and in sufficient quantity 
to require the incessant and unremitting occupation of the prisoner throughout the whole ten hours of daily 


work prescribed by the immediately preceding Rule. Such materials for work and tools as are not fixtures 


shall be removed from each cell at night. 

XCI. In the case of each prisoner employed at Hard Labour, it shall be determined by the Governor 
of the Prison, with the advice of the Prison Surgeon, whether the prisoner shall be employed at Hard 
Labour by Crank Machinery, or at Hard Labour by Picking Oakum, subject to this provision, that all 
such prisoners, whether male or female, who are either aged or of very tender years, shall be employed at 
Picking Oakum. And no prisoner who, in the opinion of the Prison Surgeon, as certified by him in writing, 
on soul and conscience, could not be employed at Hard Labour by the Crank Machine, or by Picking 
Oakum, without the risk of such prisoner's health being thereby injuriously affected, shall be so employed; 
any case in which on this ground a prisoner shall be exempted from Hard Labour, to be entered, with a 
statement of the reasons, and copy of the relative medical certificate, in a special Register to be kept by 
the Governor, and submitted by him to the Board. 

XCII. The number of revolutions of the Crank Machine shall on each lawful day, excepting Satur- 
days, be, in the case of every adult male prisoner employed at Hard Labour by Crank Machinery in a 
separate cell, a number not exceeding 14,400; in the case of each adult female and juvenile male prisoner 
so employed, a number not exceeding 12,000: and in the case of each juvenile female prisoner so em- 
ployed, a number not exceeding 9,600. On Saturdays, the respective number of revolutions shall be reduced 
by one-fourth in each case. The number of revolutions, and the weight, to be in each case fixed by the 

’ Governor with the advice of the Surgeon, and proportioned to the sex, age, and strength of the party at 
work, but the weight not to exceed eleven pounds in any case. 

XCIII. Prisoners employed at Hard Labour by Picking Oakum, shall, according to the strength and 
capacity for such work of the prisoners, which is in each case to be determined by the Governor with the 
advice of the Surgeon, be required to work as follows, viz. :—

Clothing. | CI. The prison dress shall be sufficiently warm for health and must always be kept in good repair.

This rule is not to exclude the extension of instruction in arithmetic and 
other branches of education where they are practicable, nor is it to exclude any other classes of prisoners 
besides those defined in the Rule from partaking in the instruction. 
CV. A Bible or New Testament shall be placed in every cell or room used by a prisoner, if the Bibles and Libraries. 
prisoner be able to read, and every prison where convicted prisoners can be detained for one month or 
upwards, shall be furnished with a suitable” Library, of which a catalogue shall be kept. When a book 
is received back from a prisoner, it shall be examined, to see whether it is free from scribbling or other ; 
injury; and if there be any scribbling in it, the book shall not be given to any other prisoner until 
the scribbling has either been erased or pasted over. 
CVI. Including the visits for the supply of food, and examining and changing the work, every prisoner visits of offivers. 
in a separate cell shall be visited by some officer of the Prison at least ten times in each day.

Throughout the whole period between 
sentence and execution, regular entries shall be made in the Register of the Prison of every visit which 
shall be paid to the convict, specifying the name and designation of the visitor, the authority under 
which he received admission, the hour at which the visit is made, and the duration of the visit ; and in all 
cases of admission for the purposes above mentioned, the order, whether general or special, must proceed 
from the Board. After the sentence has been carried into execution, the Clerk of the Board shall 
transmit to the Secretary of State a transcript of the entries referred to. On the day of execution all 
strangers shall be excluded, except any Clergyman in attendance as above, and the - persons authorized to

CXII. Untried criminal prisoners shall be allowed to send and receive letters, unless the Governor shall 
know a sufficient cause why any such letters should not be sent or received, in which case he shall record 
the fact in his Journal. .

aif Two pints of barley- broth must contain—first, 4 oz. of barley, or 3 oz. of barley and 1 oz. 
of pease; second, 2 oz. of marrow-bones or ox-head, or 1 oz. of hough or neck, or 1 oz. of some 
other meat, or 4 oz. of dripping or suet; and, third, a proper quantity of- onions, leeks, carrots, 


’ pints, to contain 14 oz. of oatmeal per pint, and 2 oz. per pint. when made in less quantities. "The 
gruel on alternate days to be sweetened with 2 oz, of poplasnes or sugar, and seasoned with salt. 

i Half a pint of tea must contain 3 oz. of tea, $ oz. of sugar, and 1 oz. of milk. 

. An equal quantity of potato-soup, or pease-soup, or barley-milk, may (with the limitations 
dass specified) be substituted for the barley-broth. Two pints of potato-soup must contain 
1 lb. of potatoes (instead of 4 oz. of barley), with the same ingredients in other respects as two 
pints of barley-broth. Two pints of pease-soup must contain 42 oz. of pease, the other ingredients 
being the same as in the'barley-broth and potato-soup, except that the quantity of vegetables may 
be smaller by about one-half. Two pints of barley-milk must contain 4 oz. of barley (boiled in 
water till it is soft, and the water partly boiled away), with 4 pint of good skimmed sweet milk and 
a little salt ; the rest of the quantity being made up with eater: 

4, Fish and barley-broth may be substituted the one for the other, at the rate of 6 oz. of fish 
for one pint of broth. 

5. Barley-bannocks, or bread made of wheat and oatmeal mixed, may be substituted for wheaten 

bread on one day of each week, and oat-cake on another day ; the oat-cake to be of the same 
weight as the wheaten bread, but the barley-bannock must contain a weight of meal equal to the 
weight of wheaten bread, making the bannock itself somewhat heavier. The wheaten bread may 
be made of second flour or over-heads. ( 

6. Potatoes, whether in their ordinary form or made into soup, must not be given for dinner 
more than twice each week; but they may be given for supper as often as may be convenient, 
provided that they be not so given on the days on which the prisoners have potatoes or potato-soup 
for dinner. ; 

7. Either fresh skimmed-milk, or butter-milk, may be used. 

8. Salt must be given with each meal. 

9. Especial care must be taken to preserve the potatoes, so that they shall not vegetate or be 
injured in any way. No potatoes must be used unless they are quite sound; and it is recommended 
that, as a general rule, potatoes be not used from the end of April until the ensuing autumn. 

10. If, from any unforeseen emergency, milk should not be obtainable, there may be substi- 
tuted for it a like quantity of treacle water, at the rate of 14 oz. treacle to a pint of water; but 
when this substitute is used, there must be added to the dietary, in the proper table, 6 oz. of 
ox-heads in the broth or soup, or 4 oz. of cheese. 

11. A change of food being beneficial to health, it is directed that the dinner, on at least 
two days in the week, shall be different from the dinner on the other days. 

12. In weighing or measuring the food, the imperial weights and measures must always be 


used. sites 
13. Potatoes and other vegetables must be weighed after they are washed, but before they are eh 
cooked. Meat must also be weighed before being cooked. ad 

14. The hours of meal throughout the year shall be as follows :—Breakfast at 4 past seven 
in the morning, dinner at 1 in the afternoon, and supper at 7 in the evening. 

15. In the evening, work should cease a quarter of an hour before supper time; and no 
prisoner should be required to work after supper unless he has neglected to perform his stated 
quantity in the ordinary working hours. 

16. The eating and drinking vessels in which the food is distributed should not be collected 
till half an hour after the prisoners have received them, at breakfast and supper, and till 40: minutes 
after, at dinner.

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‘MEMORANDUM TO ACCOMPANY RULES. 


2. MEMORAN DUM to accompany Code of Rules for Local Prisons in 
Scotland. 


When the administration of the Prisons in Scotland was recast upwards of thirty years ago, with the 
view of permanent improvements in Prison distipline, new rules were issued from time to time as inquiry 
or experience suggested. These rules in some measure partook of the character of advice or precept, as 
well as of precise order or direction, since it was the policy of those who were reorganizing the system to 
feel their way to distinct conclusions before they separated those portions of a system of Prison discipline 
which were of the nature of absolute rules or regulations, from those which were mere precepts or recom- 
mendations, on which it was considered desirable that persons responsible for the eye: of prisoners should 
mould their conduct. — 

The long intervening experience hag afforded the means of separating those obligations and duties as to 
which it can always be understood as a matter of fact whether they have been performed or not, from the 
services that, however valuable, do not admit of so distinct a judgment as to their performance or non- 
performance. Hence the rules just certified by the Secretary of State have been prepared on the principle 
of including within them only distinct enactments, as to each of which the superior can absolutely judge 
whether the subordinate has obeyed it or has not. At the same time, since the experience of the working 
of Prison discipline has afforded opportunities of testing the efficiency of certain general principles not 
capable of being set forth in the shape of the imperative rule, it has been considered desirable that these 
should be noted down for the instruction of the Officers engaged in that very important department of 
public duty. 

The chief principle in the great changes in Prison administration in Scotland above referred to, was 
to put an end to the contaminating influence of intercourse among prisoners, and especially of the 
association of young offenders with old hardened criminals. Hence the ' “separate system” was established, 
as distinct alike from association on the one hand and solitude on the other. The. prisoner was to have 
intercourse with his kind, but this intercourse was limited to. persons more likely to benefit than to 
deteriorate him. 

_ It was believed, at the same time, to be possible, not only to restrain prisoners from communicating 
with each other, but to prevent them from knowing each other’s presence, so that in a large Prison the 
criminal might be surrounded by his associates in crime without being aware of their presence. Hence 
were established separate airing-yards, separate enclosed stalls in chapel, and masks to be worn in 
passages and other places where prisoners might meet each other. The object of these precautions, 


-however desirable it might be, was found to be impracticable. Criminals could not be kept from a 


- prisoners more thoroughly under the eye of the officers, and it began to be felt that more is to be pine”

consciousness of each other's presence, and the arrangements for accomplishing the object were Hoceenrly 
abandoned. 
There was some compensation in the discovery that the abandonment of these precautions Heats 


by accustoming the criminal classes to be under the inspection and personal control of those in charge of them 
than by hiding them out of sight. This has had its influence on the structure and arrangements of Prisons. 
Hence dark stairs and passages are avoided, as well as all works interrupting a view ‘of any part of the 
Prison, especially any part of-it where prisoners are likely at any time to be, whether passing through or 
remaining. At the same time, to Officers having a proper sense of their duties, these changes of arrange- 
ment have been an incitement to vigilance and to observation of the characters of the prisoners, since the 
security of the Prison, and in some respects their own safety, depend on their having the prisoners well in 
hand. It has been observed in the public service, that although at first Officers were shy of being placed 
in airing-yards among large numbers of prisoners unrestrained, they came in the end to feel reliance on their 
having more complete command over those in their charge than when they were presumed to have the aid of 
physical impediments. It has a distinct moral influence in subduing criminals, that they do not find them- 
selves treated as if they were formidable. Having to rely in a great measure on his own vigilance, 
an intelligent warder learns the practice of close observation. He notices if there are tools, bits of iron, 
ropes, or other things lying about that may give opportunity for escape or any other mischief, and 
always on entering a cell casts a quick glance around to see that everything is in the condition it ought 
to be in. 

Among the most painful incidents to Prison Officers are acts of suicide among their prisoners. If one 
is bent on self-destruction, it is extremely difficult to make it impossible. But when the Officers have 
accustomed themselves closely to watch the conduct and habits of the prisoners, they become possessed of 
the best available means for obviating such a calamity. The same practice of habitual watchfulness will 
give Officers the opportunity of observing symptoms of approaching illness. 

In the selection of Officers it is eminently desirable that they should stand morally and socially, as ie as 
possible, apart from the class they have to rule over. Their influence over. that class should be promoted 
by suitable salaries and appointments, and especially by such courteous treatment on the part of their 
superiors as may convey the notion that they are held in respect. It is recommended that especially in 
large Prisons the warders be supplied with a becoming uniform, and that it be renewed from time to time, 
so as never to afford an excuse for appearing in shabby clothing, It is obvious that the Officers themselves 


should do their part to promote their proper influence on their charge, by becoming conduct. There should 


be no arguing or irritating conversation among them, and no one should rebuke another even though under 
his order in the presence of a prisoner. All Officers should keep in view that the class, they have to deal 


with are generally weak in salad: as well as iatgal If fey, are found 40 be invitable, capricious, or. | 
unreasonable, the Officers will do well to show their. superiority by quiet firmness, letting it be seen that it 
is impossible to irritate them into any unworthy display of passion. 

In this view, it is not desirable that the warders having the immediate charge of prisoners should hold 
any personal intercourse with them beyond what. is necessary for the fulfilment of their duties. The duties 
of exhortation and counsel must rest with the superior Officers, the Clergy, and the Instructors. 

The self-respect and simple propriety of conduct.in the Officers should be such that the prisoners shall 
have no opportunity of noting defects moral or intellectual. It need scarcely be said that they must be 
unquestionably sober, and that they must never be known on duty smelling of liquor, even although they 
may not have taken enough to be intoxicated or excited, 

Tt is sometimes a trick with insolent prisoners to conduct themselves as if the Officers having charge 
of them were in some measure servants hired to be in attendance on them. It will be the fault of 
Officers themselves if they allow such a spirit to manifest itself. Superiors should take care to protect 
subordinates from it, particularly in the use of the arrangements for giving the alarm, as per Rule XXVIII. 
The use of this for some mere service or the supply of a want should be carefully repressed. 

When steady Officers are once obtained it is desirable that they should be permanently attached to 
the service, that it may have the advantage of the experience they acquire in the character and manage- 
ment of the criminal classes. It is recommended on the occasion of each vacancy, that before a permanent 
appointment is made, there should be a nomination on probation for a period, and at the end of that period, 
if the appointment is of a subordinate Officer, a report on his probation should be made by the Governor 
and receive due consideration. In the Government Prisons, it is found that a wholesome influence is 
exercised in the steadiness and attachment to the service by periodical increase of salary gained on certificate 
of good service, and by the prospect of retiring allowance. By sect, 18 of the Prisons Administration Act, 
County Boards may give superannuation allowances on the scale of the Government allowances to persons 
who have been in their service. 

The preservation of absolute cleanliness and tidiness is a first principle in prison discipline. It may 
not perhaps have much influence in changing the confirmed habits of criminals, but any influence that it 
has must be in a good direction, and though in this respect in a ‘well-ordered prison they may be better off 
than honest people of their own class, it is not a privilege so esteemed as to be likely to give encouragement 
to crime. There is reason too why the cleanness surrounding prisoners should not be measured by that 
of any class of the community who are at freedom. If there is dirt in one place, there may be cleanliness 
in another, and they may take advantage of it. But prisoners are subject to arrangements made by others. 
It has to be remembered too, as a reason for the cleanliness being perfect, that neglect and slovenliness once 
making a beginning are apt insensibly to increase. 

It is proper that prisoners should themselves do as far as possible the work of cleansing, To the . 
women, washing will be found a valuable trade, if they desire to be industrious, and have no other. It is 
on the whole perhaps the most profitable in which female prisoners can be trained. But an intelligent 
matron will be able to assist them in various ways—as by teaching them sewing or otherwise—to be of 
use to themselves on liberation. 

In the application of Rule XCVIII., authorizing gratuities to well-conducted prisoners, it is desirable _ 
that, no one should leave a prison so destitute that he may be tempted to commit a crime for the relief of 
his immediate necessities. A sum credited to gratuity is a fund that can be operated on for discipline 
purposes, Close at the moment of liberation, if the prisoner commit an offence that cannot: be otherwise 
punished, there may be a forfeiture of a portion of the gratuity. It is observed, too, that where violence or 
irritability takes the shape of breakage, there is a sedative effect in entering in the work-sheet a ee for 
the value of the article broken, to be paid out of the gratuity. 


In giving effect to the rules regarding visiting, care should be taken to suppress all vistis of idle 


curiosity. Visits in themselves are apt to disturb the economy of the Prison and to excite the prisoners, 
and therefore they should only be permitted to those who may put. the visit to good account, either by 
learning something that may be of use elsewhere, or by suggesting improvements in the management of the 
Prison inspected, When any prisoner is an object of public excitement or curiosity, it becomes particularly 
important that idle visits should not be paid merely to see him. To find that great criminals are objects of 
peculiar curiosity and interest has a very damaging effect on the criminal class. 

Where there are strict regulations to be carried into constant effect, as there must be in Prisons, it is 
obvious that they are more likely to fall into neglect in a small than in a large establishment, The superior 
economy of working such a system on a large scale is one reason why it should sometimes fail on a small 

' scale, and is itself an inducement for preferring large to small Prisons where the, choice is available. When 
_ the late General Board began its opefations in 1840, one of its chief duties was the closing of the small 
Prisons. Upwards of a hundred of these were closed during the early years of the Board. ‘Twenty years 
ago the number of Local Prisons in Scotland was 77, and it is still 63, although railway communication 
has so extensively penetrated the provinces during the interval as to materially i increase the facilities for 
the removal of prisoners. The Rules just issued, by exacting some improvements in: Prison arrangements, 
and especially by requiring two male Officers in every Prison, will probably in some measure increase the 
cost of the smaller Prisons, and may add to the other considerations rendering it desirable that a consider- 
able number of them should be closed. In .counties where there is more than one Prison, this operation 
will be very simple. The County Board, where it sees that the closing is expedient, can lay the propriety 
of accomplishing it before the Secretary of State. In the case of small adjoining counties, having effective 
railway communication with each other, a union can be effected under sect. 48 of the Prisons Administra- 
tion Act. bas 


When there are to be new Prison works, whether in the shape of renewal or alteration, it is likely to 


save delay and trouble if the County Board have the advice of some one acquainted with the more recent 
improvements in prison structure. The Local authorities naturally employ on the occasion some architect 
of good repute in whom they have confidence. It may occur, however, that after much trouble has been

It will therefore be found conducive to the expediting and facilitating such business if the 
County Board, before transmitting Plans to the Home Office for the Secretary of State's approval, shall

It will be useless to transmit to the Secretary of State for approval any new works which do not con- 
form to Rule XXI., in allowing at all times at least 800 cubic feet of available space for every prisoner. 
If the new works are to apply to a Prison defective in this respect, the County Board will do well to 
consider whether the remedying of this defect can easily be made a feature of the new works. In reference 
to those Prisons now existing where there is deficiency of cubic space, it will be for the Secretary of 
State to consider whether they shall be retained as legal places of detention, keeping in view that a partial 
remedy for the evil may sometimes be found in a limitation of the period for which prisoners may be 
detained in them. 

There were in the superseded Rules minute provisions for a contingency now of rare occurrence— 
the treatment of a criminal under sentence of death. These provisions chiefly referred to the means of impart- 
ing to him spiritual consolation and instruction. This is a matter perhaps rather to be left for consideration . 
in the circumstances in each case, than to be the object of precise rules. Rule CXI. will enable the Board to 
afford to the convict such spiritual aid as he may desire, and at the same time enable them to restrain any 
attempts by zealous clergymen to harass him by exhibitions of the persuasive power of their eloquence. 
The desire of the authorities will, in every instance, no doubt be to seek for-him spiritual assistance from 
the source that is the most acceptable to himself; which will, for that reason, be the most likely to supply 
him with consolation and support. It might happen, for instance, that besides the chaplain or other clergy- 
man usually attending on him, he might desire to see, and it would be proper to admit, on a special visit, 
some clergyman to whom he has a personal attachment, from having once belonged to his congregation, 
or from some other cause. 

The object of the concluding provision in Rule XIX. is to give a resource to the Local Authorities, in 
the case of a riot or other emergency in a place where there is only a small prison. It has sometimes 
happened, for instance, that under “the Merchant Shipping Act” a whole crew has been sentenced to wae ee ee 
imprisonment in some outlying port where there is only a small Prison at hand. It has to be remembered 
that all the buildings and apartments included in the authority legalizing the Prison are places of imprison- 
ment according to law, and that the apportioning of the Prison premises among different classes of prisoners 
is merely a rule to be observed for the purposes of proper discipline. 

In the delicate duty of administering the civil department of a Prison, it has to be ever remembered 


the one hand, the power of the Prison authorities must not be lent to incarcerating creditors to enable them 


funds they are unjustly withholding from their creditors. It will generally therefore be the safe practice 
to restrict them to such plain and wholesome food as may, under the notice of the Medical Officer, be found

3. STON We MEMORANDUM on Rules for Prisons under the 
» administration of County Boards in Scotland. 


As alterations, not only in the administration, but in the structure of several existing Prisons are 
demanded by the strict tenor of the Rules, there have naturally arisen’ in some quarters doubts.and diffi- 
culties as to the amount of effort that should be made to bring them into immediate effect. It will help 
perhaps to a satisfactory conclusion of these in the meantime to keep in view that the Rules are rather 
directions than laws, so that any failure to give effect to them is a defect only, not an illegality. For instance, 
it would certainly be illegal to detain a prisoner under sentence in a new building before it is certified by 
the Secretary of State under Sect. 27 of the Prisons Act, or to detain a debtor in a prison certified only for 
criminals. But however undesirable it may be, it is not illegal to detain a prisoner in a prison where there 
are not two male officers, as required by Rule IV., or where the cells are smaller than the cubic contents 
prescribed by Rule XXI. 

The remedies put in the hands of Her Majesty's Government for correcting defects in Prisons are 
three—Ilst, Withdrawal of the Exchequer allowance; 2d, Restriction of the period of detention, and 
removal of the long-sentenced prisoners to another Prison; 3d, The closing of the Prison. As to this last, 
it may be explained that the terms of the Act do not enable the Executive entirely to deprive a county of 
all Prison accommodation ; but by sect. 48 of the Prisons Administration Act of 1860, there is provision 
for counties uniting for the erection and maintenance of a common Prison, and it is very desirable that in 

some parts of the country the remedy thus provided for defective and costly arrangements should be adopted. 
From the geographical structure of the country, Scotland may require a larger number of Prisons in pro- 
portion to the population than England, but it will be admitted that the disproportion at present is excessive, 
when it is noted that the number in Scotland is 62, while in iezland, with more than six times the o. 


According to a practice followed at intervals by the late General Board, ee on its abolition, ae the | 


Secretary of State, a Return will be desired at some early period of the number and emoluments of the 
Staff in each Prison. It is desirable that when the Rules come into operation, the note of cubic contents 
required by Rule XXII. should be immediately made for every gli: and that a copy of each such note 
should be sent to the Home Office. 

It may in the meantime be taken for granted, if it appear from the documents so transmitted that 
there is failure to comply with Rule IV. in respect to the number of male officers, or with Rule XXII. in 
respect to the cubic contents, that the Secretary of State consents under Rule XVIL: to the: suspension of 
these requisites until each case is dealt with on its merits. 

It will be observed that Rule XV., relating to the conditions of the Exchequer 4 ee does not 
come into effect until the 1st of July 1875, and that it can only refer to expenditure incurred after that 
date. Any communications on this matter ‘addressed by County Boards to the Secretary of State during 
the interval will receive full attention, 


GENERAL PRISON. 


No. IV.—Report by the Governor of the GrneraL Prison at Perra for the Year 1874; with Tables of , 


Expenditure and State of Accounts. 


General Prison for Scotland, Perth, 16th January 1875. 


GentLemen,—I have the honour to submit to you my Report of this Prison for the year 1874, together 
with the usual Statistical Returns connected therewith. 

Early on the morning of February 13th, the Government lost a zealous and efficient servant, and. the 
Members of the Prison staff their much-valued chief, by the sudden death of Mr. Frederick 8, Parkyn. The 
honour of succeeding him was conferred upon me, after some months of probation,on the 20th of June. 

On the 7th of October, Mr. M‘Laurin, Teacher, resigned, in order to take a more lucrative situation, and 
the vacancy thus caused was filled up by the appointment, on trial, of Mr. Stirton on the 10th of December. 

I regret to report that, on the 8th of October, I had to suspend the Second Clerk in the manufacturing 
department for an irregularity. He resigned his office on the 28th of the same month; and the Secretary of 
State has since notified the appointment of Mr. Robert Wittet as his successor. 

The completion of the Male staff was effected by the appointment of Captain Anstruther, late of H. M. 
106th Regiment of Light Infantry, as Deputy-Governor, on the 30th of July, of Mr. Moncur as Steward and 
Chief Clerk on the 4th of August, and of James Ashton as Storekeeper on the 15th of September. 

Two Female Warders resigned during the year, Isabella Galletly on ste 12th of January, and Isabella 
M‘Farlane on the 31st of October. 

On the 5th of December, Miss Mary Moir was promoted to the office of Ms Subanaeron” and Miss Janet F. 
Miller to that of ‘“‘ Superintendent of Female Convicts;” the appointment of Mary Lornie Taylor on the 19th 
of March as Warder on trial, was confirmed on the 4th of September; Barbara Leslie and Margaret M‘Robie 
took duty on trial on the 30th of October and 14th of December respectively, and the completion of the Female 
staff was provided for by the intimation that Mrs. Helen Stewart had received an appointment on similar terms, 
and would be at my disposal early in the new year. 

On the 20th of November the Office Messenger, having been found asleep whilst on duty, was suspended, 
and the case reported to the Managers. He was reinstated on the 21st of December. 

On the 10th of July notice was received of a new Scale of Pay, to take effect from the previous Ist of 
April. 

. I have to acknowledge the zealous co-operation of the principal Officers in carrying out the duties of the 


'. Prison. 


The conduct of the Discipline Officers has given me every satisfaction, no offence of any importance having 
come under my notice. 


The conduct of the Prisoners during 1874 compares favourably with that of the previous year, the number | 


of punishments being 43 less. No offences of a very serious nature were committed. 

On the 10th of March a’ sad accident occurred in the Imbecile Ward, whereby C/n, 608/32, J. M., 
aged 78, was severely burned, and the injuries, acting on a constitution debilitated by age, caused death 
nine days later, The circumstances of the case having been fully investigated by the authorities, no blame was 
found attachable to any Prison official. Every precaution has since been taken to prevent the possible recur- 
rence of such an accident. . 

On the 25th of July, 96/33, R. M. L., was liberated on a Sheriff’s Warrant, under sec. 72 of the Prisons 
(Scotland) Administration Act, it having been certified by two Medical practitioners that continued confinement 
would cause his death. Intimation of his death received on the 17th of August. 

The Buildings are in good condition.

The Teachers (11 in all) during the year have devoted themselves to the teas of the Prisoners, with 
the results noted in the preceding Table, as well as in the Tables appended. One of them lately resigned on 
account of his appointment to a Public School, and Mr. John Stirton, his successor, has already entered on his 
duties here. A substitute is at present occupying the place of Mr. Oliver, who is on sick-leave. 

As a rule, the Prisoners thankfully second the efforts of those who are labouring for their good. I am 
bound, however, to state that the Associated Female Convicts are more backward with their education than the 
Imprisonment Prisoners. At present their attention to education has no effect in determining the period of their 
liberation. Were a certain value (to be.taken into account in the calculation of their marks) attached to 
progress in education, it would be a powerful stimulant to exertion, as they are anxious’ to attend to whatever 
has any tendency to gain them liberty. 

The Scripture Readers have laboured zealously. 

The Library has been well taken care of; thé Books being highly prized by their readers. 

During the year I visited Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dundee to inquire into the condition of liberated 
Prisoners. I wrote to those in other places. I found that of 333 liberated males (exclusive of 37 transferred 
to England, 3 who died in Prison, 1 liberated on Medical grounds, and 3 who were Insane), 114 succeeded 
in obtaining employment. The Matron informs me that, of 206 liberated Females (exclusive of 13 who died 
in Prison, and 2 who were insane), 7 went to Refuges, 42 got work, and 110 had friends willing to receive 
them. 

I deeply regretted the loss, in the beginning of the year, of our. late Governor, Mr. Parkyn, to whose 
courtesy and sound judgment I was ae ak a witness when the duties of my department brought me into 
contact with him.

GentTLemen,—I es the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1874, as to the health, bodily 


and mental, of the Prisoners in the General Prison for Scotland, and for the sake of Statistical arrangement I 
shall place my information under the following heads :— 
I. Of the'General Health, Sickness, and Deaths of Prisoners. 
II. Of the Mental Condition of Prisoners not in the Lunatic rg ia ios 
III. Of the Department for Criminal Lunatics. 

I. The general and physical condition of the Prisoners throughout the year has been oor 

The number of Prisoners placed on the Register of Sickness has been below the average annual amount. 

The chief kinds of illness have been as usual of a chronic character, and the causes can be generally traced 


to depraved habits, and frequent imprisonments. 
There has been no epidemic disease in the Prison during the year. 


During the months of September and October we had a good many cases of Diarrhea, but all of a slight 


nature, and easily amenable to treatment of a simple kind. 

Sixteen deaths occurred during the year. This is much in excess of the average annual number. 

In all the sixteen cases, the disease was of such a nature as would sooner or later inevitably have proved 
fatal. 

The ventilation, and temperature of the Prison are satisfactory, and the dietary of the Prisoners appears to 


be sufficient to maintain them generally in good health. We have had one ease of Scurvy in the Prison during 


the year, which may be accounted for by the man’s frequent imprisonments, and ly irregular life when at 
liberty.

MEMORAN DUM on Conditional Discharge of Inmates of the Department 
| for Criminal Lunatics in the General Prison at Perth. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRISONS AND JUDICIAL STATISTICS, 
EpinBureH, 4th December 1874. 


. THE Extracts on the other side from the Annual Reports on Prisons in Scotland to the Secretary of 
State explain the nature and purposes of the Department for Criminal Lunatics, and give an account of 
the conditional discharges from it, under the Act of 1871, down to the end of 1873. It is the object 
of this Memorandum to suggest a remedy to some practical difficulties in the way of a general and 
impartial use of the powers conferred by the Act. ; 

In all the cases of discharge, with one exception, the person to whom the conditionally discharged 


inmate is intrusted is some near relation, induced by a strong feeling of domestic attachment to undertake 


the heavy responsibility of the charge. In the one exceptional case, the person undertaking the charge did 
so in the capacity of a personal friend, but after some experience of the responsibility, he tired of it, and 
the disposal of the man elsewhere was a matter of difficulty. The relation who has undertaken the charge 
may die, or may be placed in a position in which he cannot perform the duty he has undertaken, or he 


may tire of it. Already in four instances out of eight discharges difficulties of this class threaten the aban- 


donment of the responsibility, a reliance on which the Secretary of State’s discharge was granted. 

It would be hard that a person thus left uncared for should be recommitted to the prison, with the 
prospect of detention there for the remainder of life. Only a little less hard perhaps is the case of those 
whom no one offers to take in charge. To have to live among lunatics is obviously deteriorating to 
persons who are of sound mind, Efforts are made to give them employment, but these are very ineffective, 
since it rarely happens that the occupation to which the inmate has been trained can be pursued within 
the department. 

But there is a further consideration that sane persons detained among lunatics are a source of special 
anxiety and risk to their keepers. It is an eminently satisfactory relief to the responsibilities of the 
management of actual lunatics, that they cannot enter into dangerous combinations. They do not trust 
each other, and if one were to suggest a plot to his neighbour, this latter would probably lose no time in 
communicating it to an officer. Hence a small group of men who have under lunacy committed acts of 
violence, but who have completely recovered their reason, are an object of more risk and anxiety to the 
attendants than any body of. lunatics, however large. The persons who have recovered are ‘conscious that 
on account of their previous moral irresponsibility, they cannot be justly punished as criminals, and yet 
they are doomed to detention for life. If they were in the penal part of the prison, they would be kept 
separate, so that combination would be impracticable ; but they are of necessity placed where the absence 
of risk of combination among the great body of the inmates, renders such precautions unnecessary. 

On the occasion of a conditional discharge, the chances of a recurrence of the malady are of course 
always closely examined and weighed. One class are as safe from an attack of lunacy as any average 
person at large. These are nursing mothers who, under puerperal mania, have killed their children, but 
who have been in detention till they are beyond the age of child-bearing. Another class may be kept from 
the conditions that create mania, but present more difficulties. These are men who, after long fits of 
drinking, have been seized by acute paroxysms of mania, generally of a homicidal or suicidal character. 
They are not to be confounded with drunkards who get excited and quarrelsome, and commit some half 
accidental tragedy in a fight or riot. ‘They are sometimes, when in their right mind, affectionate husbands, 
parents, or sons, and the victim is generally the person of all others to whom the assailant is most attached. 
The fit is generally accompanied by delusions, sometimes of a supernatural kind, attributing to the person 
assailed some kind of demoniac hostility toward the assailant. In such instances complete sanity is some- 
times restored after a day or two of sobriety in custody. 

It is some modification to the difficulty of dealing with such cases that, according to concurrent medical 
testimony, it takes time and much hard-drinking to bring on the paroxysms. The beginning of sucha 
course will at once suggest the necessity of applying to the Secretary of State for a warrant of recommitment 
to the General Prison. In the organization for supervision over those taking charge of the conditionally 
discharged, there are arrangements for communicating to this Department the first step in such a course. 


‘The discharged person is warned that although he may be counted guiltless of the act that has brought him 


into custody, he must, if he partakes of liquor, consider himself guilty of the first step towards murder. 
He is also told that if he see on one side the temptation of the dram, and on the other detention for life as _ < 


» the consequence of yielding to it, and yet does yield, then his case must be considered as hopeless. 


On the question how it would be practicable conditionally to discharge inmates of the Lunatic Depart- 
ment who have not relations prepared or fit to take charge of them, Her Majesty’s Commissioners in Lunacy 29 ana 80 Vict, e 61, 
have fayoured the Managers with a suggestion which has removed many difficulties. It is to the effect that °°+ 
they may be putin charge of occupants of ‘Special Licensed Houses,’ under the enactment of the Lunacy 
(Scotland) Act, 1866, which refers to ‘ Private dwellings termed Special Licensed Houses in which patients 


- “not exceeding four in number can be received.’ There seemed a difficulty in the fact that these establish- 


ments are for the reception of ‘patients’ or lunatics, while those who are conditionally discharged are not 
lunatic. This difficulty i is obviated by the following provisions in the ‘ Rules and Conditions’ issued by 


the Commissioners in Lunacy for giving effect to the statute — 


‘Special Licensed Houses shall be visited at least twice a year by one of the Commissioners or Deputy- 
Commissioners, unless the Board shall otherwise determine.

‘years of age, shall be admitted; and notice of the discharge or departure of every lodger shall be given to 
‘the Board, as in the case of a lunatic” 
It thus appears that in these Licensed Fiolikes there may be lodgers who are not lunatic. They are 
establishments unlikely to be sought as places of abode by ordinary respectable lodgers, and in fact it is in 


. view in the arrangement that they shall be open to the reception of persons in a questionable condition, as 


to whom, though they cannot be certified as insane, it is yet desirable that they should be to some extent 
under supervision. It appears that in any case where we have a conditionally discharged person to dispose 
of and find a suitable abode for him, the Commissioners in Lunacy will be prepared to license the premises 
although there should be no actual lunatic in them. Before we can bring such a project into practice we 
will require to communicate with the Secretary of State, who on his part will probably have to communicate 
with the Treasury, so that there may be an arrangement for the maintenance of those who are destitute and 
unable to work, and for gi Sao pease the means Sof those who cannot pay for their entire maintenance.

DOCUMENTS APPENDED TO THE MEMORANDUM. 


Extract from Thirty-jifth Report on Prisons in Scotland—Page 5. 


In the readjustment of the adminstration of Prisons in Scotland, by the Act of 1860, no special 
provision was made for Criminal Lunatics. There was, however, among the prison buildings one that 
served as an asylum or hospital for such of the Prisoners as were certified to be i insane, as there was other 
separate hospital accommodation for the sick. It was in the power of the Secretary of State to transmit to 
the General Prison, as to any other place of security, any person adjudged to be at Her Majesty’s disposal 
on the ground of lunacy, and when persons were so received into the Prison they were detained in the 
Hospital for Lunatic Prisoners. mS 

In 1861 it was suggested to Secretary Sir George Grey, that at a rising expense an unoceupied 
building within the Prison wall might be converted into an asylum superior both in site and structure to that 
heretofore in use, and that the classes of inmates to be assigned to it might be widened, so as to convert it 
into a national establishment for the Criminal Lunatics of Scotland.. A great building had been erected at 
Broadmoor for the detention of the Criminal Lunatics of England, there was a like separate establishment 
at Dundrum for those of Ireland, and it seemed to be a proper completion of the system that there should 
be another for Scotland. It was suggested that the cost of such an establishment would be much modified 
if it were within the wall of the General Prison. The large staff necessary for the Penal Prison would be 
available in cases of emergency, and would thus be a source of strength and safety to the Lunatic Depart- 
ment, not to be obtained for a separate asylum without considerable expense. The Medical staff of the 
Prison at the same time found that they could extend their services to the Lunatic sh oi x as’recast 


_ and enlarged. 


In an Act passed in 1862 ‘to make further provision respecting Lunacy in Scotland,’ certain clauses 
conferred powers for giving effect to the new arrangement. By the Prisons Act, the Prisoners who may be 
removed by us to the General Prison are those who are sentenced to imprisonment for nine months or 
upwards. Under the Act of 1862, Prisoners sentenced to shorter periods may be so removed on a certificate 
of insanity by two medical men who have personally visited and carefully examined the Prisoner. This 
power of removal is not employed unless the case be one where the Secretary of State will be requested to 


employ another power conferred by the Act—a power to grant a warrant for the detention of a Lunatic - 
in the General Prison after his sentence has expired. 


By a further provision of the Act, Prisoners placed at Her Majesty’s disposal on the ground of lunacy, 
either pleaded and sustained in bar of trial, or found to have existed at the time of committing the offence, 
may be removed by us to the General Prison under the powers of the Prisons Administration Act of 1860. 

It would save much trouble and correspondence if the local authorities would keep in view that the 
clauses in this Act are powers not injunctions. The Crown is empowered to take possession of certain classes 
of persons who are under judicial disposal on the ground of lunacy, and to detain them at the public cost. 
The accommodation in the Lunatic Department of the General Prison is limited. It can only contain 
forty in the male and eighteen in the female side. Hence a case must be made out for each admission 
under the powers of the “Act of 1862. In the new Rules for Local Prisons, under.your consideration at 


the end of the year, the case to be made out in each instance is defined as ‘Criminal Lunatics who, from — 


‘ the dangerous character of their lunacy, or other conditions, cannot be appropriately treated in an ordinary 
‘ asylum, “consistently with the public safety or the proper treatment of other classes of lunatic patients,’ 


Eatract from Tharty- third Raaies on Prisons in Scotland—Pages 9 and 10. 


A material improvement on the efficiency of the Department for Criminal Lunatics may be expected 
from the Act of last Session, ‘to amend the law relating to Criminal and Dangerous Lunatics in Scotland.’ 
In this Department, which has served the purposes of a national establishment for the Criminal Lunatics 
of Scotland, there have been detained—1l. All those put at Her Majesty’s disposal as unfit for trial, on the 
2. Those put at Her Majesty’s disposal as acquitted on ‘rial, on 
the ground of lunacy when the act charged in: the indictment was committed; 3. Persons certified as 


lunatic while undergoing sentence in the-General Prison; 4. Persons undergoing sentence in local Prisons 
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whom it is desirable to dispose of under No. 5; 5. Persons whose. sentences have expired in the General 25 4nd.%0 Vict. ¢ 94, 


Prison may be detained by.Secretary of State’s warrants under the Lunacy Act of 1862. The warrant 
proceeds on a certificate by two medical persons that the Prisoner ‘is in their opinion insane, and that his 
‘ insanity is of a kind which renders it advisable that he should be detained in the Lunatic Department of 
‘ the said General Prison rather than in a lunatic asylum.’ 

We have had in our later Annual Reports to represent that the pressure on the accommodation of the 
Department would render an enlargement of that accommodation necessary, unless the pressure could be 
relieved by providing otherwise for some of the inmates. The Act of 1871 sanctions arrangements to this 
effect. One clause provides for the disposal of those inmates of the Department at Her Majesty’s disposal 
who are no longer insane. Of these, some have, after fits of deep drinking, been seized by frenzy, which 
has driven them to murder or other violent crime. Others are women who have killed new-born infants 
in mania connected with puerperal fever. Others have committed their crimes in fits of violent mania from 
unknown causes. When such persons cease to be insane, it is not legal, as the Lunacy Acts are practically 
interpreted in Scotland, to detain them in asylums. It would not be safe to throw them on their respective 
parishes, since it could not be expected that ordinary parochial officers would be sufficiently vigilant to give 
warning if the causes or symptoms of the old malady should reappear. The probable resource in the case 
of persons of this class removed from the Department, will be to put them under the charge of relations or 
friends who give sufficient assurance of vigilant superintendence. Accordingly, the Act provides that any 
order by Her Majesty disposing of such a person may be renewed and varied from time to time, and may 
provide for liberation out of custody, under conditions specified in the warrant of liberation, with the safe- 
guard that, if the Secretary of State is satisfied that any of these conditions are broken, he may by warrant 
replace the person, so conditionally liberated, in the General Prison. 

At the end of the year there had as yet been no case of disposal under this clause of the Act. We felt 
that the first step which might form a precedent for others should be taken with great delicacy and caution. 
From Sir Robert Christison we obtained on certain cases brought under his notice the instructive Report 
printed in the Appendix. On this matter we have been favoured with the valuable advice and assistance 
of Her Majesty’s Commissioners in Lunacy. There appeared to us to be certain prominent objects to be 
kept in view in relation to each case,—namely, that there should be full inquiry into the character and 
domestic arrangements of all persons to whom, as relations or friends, such inmates of the Department 
should be committed ; that the Secretary of State should not only be the absolute judge of the proper con- 
ditions to be exacted in each case, but that he should also be the absolute judge over the question whether 
the conditions had been duly kept, leaving in any case where he thought proper in his discretion to with- 
draw the conditional release, no room for pleading in a court of law that the conditions really had been 
kept, and therefore that the warrant for conditional liberation should not have been revoked. In addition 
so these precautions, we concur with Sir Robert Christison in the opinion that there should be periodical 
visits of medical inspection to all persons conditionally removed from the General Prison under this clause. 

The practice under another provision of the Act will be matter of less solicitude. It authorises the 
Secretary of State to order the removal of an inmate of the Department to an Asylum on certificate of two 
medical persons, ‘that they have visited and examined such Prisoner, and that in their opinion he is insane, 
‘ but that his insanity is of a kind which can be properly treated in a Lunatic Asylum.’ When a district 


asylum is selected for the reception of such a Lunatic, the power of removal is absolute in the Secretary of 


State, unless the Commissioners in Lunacy certify that there is not sufficient room for the additional patient. 
in the case of a chartered or licensed asylum there must be an arrangement with the managers. Before 
the end of the year you granted warrants for the removal and disposal of three Lunatics under this clause. 
The maintenance of the persons at Her Majesty’s disposal who are committed to the charge of relations or 
friends, will, of course, cease to be a burden on the State. Those transferred to Lunatic Asylums will also 
be a relief when they have available means, or when their parishes of settlement can be ascertained. When 
the parish of settlement cannot be ascertained, it will be a question answered by the amount of pressure 
on the available accommodation of the Department, whether the Lunatic shall be retained within it, or 
shall be maintained in an Asylum at the Government’s expense. 


Extract from Thirty-fourth Report on Prisons in Scotland—Page 10. 


In our last Report we invited your attention to the probable working of the provisions of the Act of 
1871, for the disposal of Criminal and Dangerous Lunatics. The Act affects the management of the 
Lunatic Department of the General Prison through two distinct classes of cases. These are, first, inmates 
still lunatic, but whose lunacy is of a kind that can be appropriately treated in ordinary asylums. With 
these we had begun to deal in 1871, and an account of the method of their disposal is given in our Report

We had during the past year to bring before you, in a practical shape, the more delicate question of tamates of the Lunatic 


disposing of those who, under the influence of insanity, had committed great crimes, but who had recovered 
and passed a considerable period in‘the Lunatic Department without presenting any symptoms of relapse 
into insanity. In six cases of this kind brought under your consideration, you were pleased, on our recom- 
mendation, to grant warrants of conditional discharge. In each instance close inquiry was made as to the 
probability that the person offering to take the charge was likely to fulfil it faithfully. In the warrant for 
conditional discharge it is specially stipulated, that he shall make all returns and give all information about 
the person conditionally discharged that may be demanded by the managers. Under this condition we 
have, in the cases occurring during the year, required that at the end of each month a schedule shall be filled 
up-and returned to this office, relating to the manner in which the person conditionally discharged had spent 
his time during the month, his state of health bodily and mental, and any incident or feature indicating a 
probable return of the old malady. Especially in those cases where the malady was attributed to drinking, 


the question had to be answered whether, to the knowledge of the person responsible for him, the person 
conditionally discharged had drunk any alcoholic or fermented liquor during the month. The head of the

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Police of the District was, wherever it seemed proper, confidentially informed of the disposal of the person 
conditionally discharged, and of his antecedents. 

It is a further condition of the warrant that the person it disposes of shall receive such visits of 
examination as the Secretary of State shall authorize. In the meantime, by your authority, and under an 
arrangement with Her Majesty’s Treasury, it is the duty of the Resident Surgeon of the General Prison to 
pay a  half-yearly visit of examination t the persons provided for on conditional discharges, and to report 
to us on each such visit. 

Although those who undertake the supervision of persons so conditionally discharged are made aware 
of the obligation of these special conditions, it is a further general condition that the Secretary of State for 
the time being shall be satisfied that the arrangement is safe and expedient, and if he should have reason 
no longer to be of that opinion, he can issue his warrant for the removal to the General Prison of apy 
inmate of the Lunatic Department who has been conditionally discharged from it.
